Suidl extraordinary diror ’ 
gein-y argues something unique in ilic comlitioiia of iha 
probJein to be solved ; and jt ia (lie remarkable, 
«nce the materiala for the Kistoiyaro abimduni, and 
mdiide sources of the moat miimiKsuihalile cluiraoter. 
The beat of midotil classinil liistoriims has left an m- 
portujit niuiiogniph phi the history of the Egy-puaiwu 
iwlive wriUirof high iKMidon «n,l iiJtdJifflinL'e > wiote 
an ekbonite \rork upon the subject, whereof we possess 
^jveral esiracu and an epitome; and the mnniiments 
discovered in the oounliy and i-ftJeiiUy deciphered oon- 
t^j It nniM of hifltorical infcmnalion more variwi, more 
abunduiii, and more curious than has btieti yielded by 
rite raseim'ljes made m any otlmr of the great senis of 
mxtly entjiire. 

Tile chronological value of thi.>se various sonrocs of 
infomuttion is, however, in every case alight. The 
great defect of the monuments h tlieir Micorajjlvieness 
'J'he Egyiitians had im era, Tlu^’drew out ho chxont^ 
logical schemes. They cared (br notbing bm to know 
how long each incarnate god, hiimutt or lioviue, hnd 
condesceudetl to miry u^ion l!m eartli. Thevrccmticd 
carefoliy the length of Um life of each Apis’ bull luti 
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tiiclcugdi of tlie ’ of wich king; but they neglected 
lo Ijjko note of the mtervida betweett otio Apia Uiill 
ajid ituoiiior, and oinlttni to diatingiilah the sole reign 
<»r a nmimi'ch fimn hi? joint reign with odierij. A 
Jiionrimh might occupy tJie throne ten years in con* 
junclioa vrith Ltia futhcp, tliirty-iwn 3^19 fdoiie, and 
three yearn in ronjiinclion with his son—iu on Egyptian 
royal list* ho will Itc credited with forty-five ywirs, 
iiUhongh tjU first tea years will be assigned also to his 
tathor, and his last tliroe to his son. Cotiteinjjomry 
dynasdcii, if uccejiiod as legitinmUi, will apjtcur in on 
E^’ptiitii list as consecutive, while diiiasties not so m- 
ccptcd, however long they may have reigtied, will dia- 
npjicar altogeUiur. Only otic citlculalion of the time 
whicJi iittd elopsed beti^'een a monarch helaiiging lo 
one dynasty otid uric beiotiging to ainnlier has ln.*eii 
found in tlie whole range of ^ 3 tptmn monumental tlio- 
fature, and in ibw-—which Is the (it])pnreutlvl fongh 
cstiinaie of * four hundred years'—rieiiher ihe fcrtMiViiwr 
ft ywe nor iJie I'tfmimiM a<t yiwnr is deietniined. Gene- 
ndly speaking, the Egi^uian luouuwental lists are not 
chrojiologiciiJ at ,all; the .mly one which ia m, tlie 
Turin pajiyrus, esiata in tatered fragiiieiita, tliecttigiual 
or;^ of whirJi is uncertain, while the notices of time 
wdiieli it once contained lire in rnnuy cases lost or obli- 
Icrotod. The latest historian of ]%ypt says of it; * An 
Uie cn^e staiuls at present., no niortnl man possesses the 
mnsifjiiof removing the dilReuIties wliich are Insepanible 
from the attempt to restore Um ooginul hst of kings faun 
the fragmeuta of the Turin papyrus, far too luduy of

elffliienf is nltogether wanting in the ttirlior port of the 
papyrus, while, os the pnpvrua Itaelf belojig# to tlie 
time of the cighieenth iljiuisiy, ir furnishes tio mute- 
rials at oil either for the cbrtmnlogy or the liistoiT '>f 
the later kingtlom. Uieso miuiy ant] great <U'fects of 
the Turin papyrus it is qtiite impossible to supply from 
any other moiiiiiuGutui source. Occasional correc- 
tio ns of the nunilmrs given io the p.TpyTn8 may be 
imule from the auiials of (he kuijrs; but there is no 
possibility of Hiling up its gups frcim live monuments, 
nor of constmcimg from them alone atiytiling like a 
cons*!cutive clirniiological scheitie, eilher for die EnrlVt 
iliu Middle, or even the Liter Empire.* The Middle 
Empire—that of the Ilyksos—left no mouunicnta at 
nil; titid from tho monuments idone no e*i'titiiiite of its 
duration can be fonaed. 'Die Etu ly mid the Liter Em¬ 
pires left important monumc-uia, bul uut a con tin nous 
series of them; and the result is ihut, even for the 
IrtsU a monumeutul chronology is absolutely luiailuiu- 
abie.

Ilk chrono* 
logy w«5 very imperfect, and not altogether consistent* 
St ill, it seem ml to fumish an outline; and it contained 
some important synchronisms, os one with the Trojan 
war/ and another witli fiennaclierib/ It prufesa«a] u> 
biive been derived from the I^*ptiiin pnests, men 
esjmcinlly *■ well skilled in history; ’ and U represented, 
acuonling to the writer, not the views of any one 
school, but those in which the three great sacerdotal 
Gulleges of Thebes, Meui[ibLHi, and Ilcliopolia were 
agreed.®

Great ynginmess, however, mnsi liavo clinFiicteriseiJ 
any ehronoh:^ whieli ehould Jiuve biwed it-ndf aiinply 
oil the riewa ntid statements of these two onihoix, anti, 
bad it not been for tlie extant isp muln a of a thirti wiiter 
upon the history of Ancient liyy'pU it ia warccly pro¬ 
bable that any of the complete chronological scliomes, 
to which we have advertetl, would ever liave Ixitni com*- 
poH>d, mucli Iftss piiblislied. It luijipcns, however, 
that, in the third century before the CJirbtian cjii, a 
nadve l!^q>tian priest, nnmeil llnnetlin, wrote for tlie 
inforrontioii of the Greeks, then iccenily fioiiled i[j 
^ypt <13 the dotiiinant m«e* a luBtoty of hw l.■omlt^y, 
which vras professedly eonifilete and in a certain senw 
(miitinuoutt, and which conUiinod a vast ntimlier uf 
chronological atatornGnts, tliotigh not (so for an apixaira) 
aiiytliing like a deJimte clironology. Manetlio's work 
was not so much a histoiy of Egypt ns a history of the 
I^ptian kings, wImwi he dividetl hilo liiirty dynuslies, 
which he treated of separately, apparently without 
distinctly marking whether they were cODtcmfwnmeous 
or consecutive,* Agitinst eadi king’s name was act the 
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iiiimbor of years tlial he reigned; mid at tlio dose of 
eaeh aooount of a flynnsiy these ycfus 'were fifldet] 
together and ilte total sum given.^ The impcrfectioa of 
the metJtod was ivvotold. loitil reigns were oonutod 
as if tiiey liad been sucoesaive iu the summation of 
the years of n dynnatyf* imd« coiiieinjnimry dynaalii!^ 
not being in many ratscs disliiicdy marked, the HVttii 
t*.>tal of )dl die yeitrs of die dyuu.sries was greaily in 
excess of the real [•ertud diitiug wliich ilie mouurdiy 
had liisted. In curly times attemiita were made to cor* 
n)Ct the seriotis chronological orrors iluts resulting. 
Eratosthenes redttccil the years* of Miwethtys

{Hb. iSiH}), wIk) embotlied the muin Mutemcnts of 
hotli writers, us he iindor^tooti them, in Ids * Chroao- 
gwildiy; Thi., work is esiant t and tints we Utivo 
'What are ia fact lIjiw profe^^d epitomea of Manet ho, 
one Ivy ,^ricaiJiw, and two rival chumanLs to reprusent 
I lie original epitome of Eusebius—the Ameniiin trans¬ 
lation, ami ilie reowiflion of George iJie Syncdlns, If 
the mm I bent in the three epitomes tsorresj'Kunlw.l, wo 
.'rhouhl be tolenibly sure that we janseaned Manetho'a 
actual views ; but they do uol ctirres|>ond—on theoon- 
traiy, tbeydiflbr very covisidernbly. The total number of 
yeius ^ifpiwl by Maaetho to hb thirty dynasties is 
given, in thu Eusehtiisnf the &jncd1tiis,tL« 4,728; in the 
^mentaTi Einwhius as 5,205 ; tn the Afriennus of the 
^yncellus as 5,374.' The total naaigned to n dynaerv 
IS very rarely the saine in the three versions,* the dif- 
fvvence Ivetwecn the totals sometimes amomiiincj to 
hnnditxis of years. The result is that we do not £iow 
witii miy esacluess wLtii Manetho's real nunibera were - 
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much leas wluit were Im real clirtmological views, if bo 
liLul tmr. 

Finnlly, it has lo be borne In nimil tlmi Mfliieiho’s 
ohivtinloj'iratl statotnent?, tn'eti when fully uaoertaiuiMl 
by the ngreement of oil the epitomes, are not cn- 
fjcqueiitly contrmiictctl by the tuonuinajiL'i, and conse- 
qtietiily n-jucted by all. modcni critics.^ This occurs 
even itv tho later jwirt of tjjo histoiy, where the doits 
01 * 0 . os nearly ns possible, cerbiin, K Mfitjothu could 
tiiiike mistakes ;vi^ respect lo the Teigtis of kings who 
were removed from his lime by no mom than three 
cttuiories^ how can he be imjdic-itly trusted witli respect 
to reigiw at least twenty centuries earlier f* 

Th« eiuire result b: (1) that Manet bo’s genemi 
scheme, buitig so dilTerently reported, is iu reality uii- 
knowm to us; {2J Umt its details, being frequcuity cou- 
tmilirtid by the monumants,* are utilrustwortliy; and 
(3) tlmt the method of tlie scheme, tlie gcaeiul prin¬ 
ciples ou which It w'fls oojistrucied, waa so faulty, that, 
eveu if we had it before ns in its entirely, we could 
derive from it no e^ct or satisfoiHoiT chrouoh^. 

Thus the defect of the moniuncnls is not mtule up 
to us by the cjironologictd data which arc supplied by 
authom. Tliese latter ore cojnous; but they resolve 
thems<!lv(sj ultimately into statemenia made by the 
E^ptian priests for the satisfactlou of the Greeks and 
Komans upon jjoints on whktb thigr felt no btcrcat 
ihuiusdvt'a, tuid on which their recoil did not enable

The king* dated thdr aiitiais by llwar n^mal yciura t ^ 
iuid it is probable tbni die daU's of n king's wcfNSsion flnd 
of liis deniifle 'ivere oommoDly placed on record l>y the 
pi’ifits of hia capital city, fo that ibo entire length of 
bb r fj'm amid be known; but no atre wiw tiikcn to 
distijjguish The yeaif of Lis sole reign from iIioshi during 
wliicb lie WAS nssodated with lib prcdceesaor. Xeitlicr 
were contemporary dynasiies distinctly nwu'ked, as na 
ordinmy' rule. Li one case nlorie did Mriiiutho appa¬ 
rently note [hat two of the dynasties which hemBniioneil 
roigiiwl fiimulnmeoiisly* Vet all motleni critics, or 
almost all, believe that seve4nil other iiisuittcea of con- 
lemporAuoouenesB occur in Iiis list * The extent to 
which the practice of entering conlemjxiraneouft or col¬ 
lateral lists in an apparently conlimioiw Hue lins beeti 
, cjtrrit'd is disputtsi; and die divergence of the modern 
chronologies b due priiiripidly to the diflerent views 
whicli have been taken on tbb subject. LenOTtiumt

^»en the <li0icu]ties! of E^vptifm ckroualogy lire 
stated in this broud wiiy* it mity seem at first sight tin it 
the cutire iiuHtcr is hopcicss, and tliat histonnes of 
Aniiietit Egyi<{ had be-Hi drop out tlie t'lin>noiogjcftl 
doinciit from their nerratives altogether, nud try the 
Gxporiment of writing hiatory wiiiioutclufotiology. But 
it is not uea'jfflury to wlopi quite ro violent a remedy. 
'Uie (Jiffioultios of the Egjqjtian chrcoioltigT are not 
spread vmifortuly over the ontiru |)eriod covered by die 
hirforv; they diminish ns wo dwend the sireani of 
time, imd for the jieriod iiceupicd Iw Manetlios ‘ New 
Empire‘are not much gowter than those whicli meet 
us iu Aa^'rinn, Phqinicinn, or Jewish history, where it 
in the 11 filial practice of hisloiiaus to grapple with them 
and reduce them to r mii>rmtim. V\'e propose, there¬ 
fore, to endeavour, in the reiiiaitider of this cluspter, to 
murk the iimita of tlie ui«?(:rlniiity wilii respect to each 
of the three periods into which it has been customary, 
from tiif time of Mawellio, to divide the iiistoij of 
Ancient 

L "Wiiii respect to the latest period, or tliat of die 
New Empire. This period includes Uio last thirteen 
dynasties of MftiietJio, or, if we terminate tlie history 
of Ancient Egypt with its conquest by Cambyses and 
the PeT8ians,it reaches from the begiuning of Sfnnetlio s 
eighteenth to the close of his twenty-sixth dyiutdy, 
coiJtainiiig thus the liiatory’ of nine dynasties. These

As. however, there ore still 
writers of repute, who ussign to the Shepherd kings n 
period of above five centuries, |)raciic{dlv the additional 
iinccrlamty to the unlearned mi tat be adiiiitterl to be 
one of aitout thi'ce centuries.

The moiioments belonging to 
the amnent ktngdttm elimler mainly about four dynna' 
tie^^fac fourth of Mmtetlio, the (ifth, the sixth, lUiJ 
the twelfth. A few belong to the eteventh nnd the 
thirteentit, Tliere are none ivhich i»n be positively 
aligned to kiiigs of the first, seix>nd, or third; ami 
thus we have no direcr. proof of those (]yi}astiea having 
cxiatod. E^gyiJtiaii moutmietttfd history commences 
■witli Scnefmi,’ who seems to correspond to Manetho’H 
Soria, the first king of ilic fotirth dyunfrey. The fourtlt 
and fifi.h dynasties were certain!j consecutive; and the 
sixth probably folio wed the fifth. The seventh, eighth, 
ninth, and tenth may b«ve been—probably were— 
collateral. None of the kings belonging to ^etn have 
left any monuments; Manetho hns not condescended 
to record their names; and it cannot therefore but be 
sutfpec;ted that they were really sccondnry kings, oon- 
tomporniy with t^h other, or with the momuchs of 
the eluTcutli dyHilary, perhaps Cfven -with the early 
nionarchs of the twnslftJi. Aguin, the fourteenth 
dynasty is hji iinkitown as the fltrventh, eighth, ninth, 
and tenth, and muet be placed in the same categoTy. 
The monumenld thus confirm six only of IMnnetho’s

kings to iiave liecti eon tern pom rj'; and it b ihcrefore 
quite open for au historian u> nuimtain tlnit nil the 
ilytiiutiofl nre both historicnl and oonsecpttve, hi which 
case the conrhifious of Marietic would be reasonflble. 
The support given by the monuments to some of 
hlatiL-thoV early clynmtics hditg taken to corrobointe 
the whole, atid the entire fourteen dynasties lacing 
viewed na oonaecuUve, 2 ,SU*» yoiTsr, nr un avemge of 
2 ih) to a d5'na£.ty, will not be ninnifeatly excessive, Jt 
ifi probable, ihcrefoix*, that Egypraan ehrotiologiate ivill 
always lac didded into Uie advocates^ of a longer and a 
shorter chronology, the esiiniatc of the fonner chirs for 
the commenoement of the luoiutrdiy exceeding that of 
the tatter by aotnelhing tike two thousand five huiKirod 
yenrs. 

Exact chronology is, iKy/md nil doubt, n most im¬ 
portant adjunct to bbtoiy; and, where the foreign 
rclaiioua of a state form a main elonnint in its life, and 
the parallel histories of distinct countries imve to be 
taken into accounr, exact chronoli^y, or an approach 
to it, b a necessity for tlie proper uuderatanding of the 
uoitrae of affairs, and of the bearing which oventa in 
one coiuitr)' had upon thoae in another. Cut, where a 
nation b isolated, or wlierc its hbtoty at any rate is 
tmmixed with other hbtories, and (lows on in its own 
separate channel without contact witli nuy neighbour¬ 
ing stream, the need of exact chronology is much less, 
and a considerable vaguenesii in the dates may be tolo- 
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tsiicd. It is posjilbk to liavD a very fair kuowi(Mlge of 
tlie geueml cLaracter of a river—of ibe tiireciitiD of 
its eourstj, the Jmc and finality of Its waters, the 
ct^uiiblcaess or vantibleness of its tliivv, eveii of llie 
i^ouutiie? upon its h ankji — ^without esatit acqnamUuioc, 
pf anyitiitig more than a very vagUij notion, of iw 
length. It is the same with history* If tve can obtain 
a cleat' knowleilge of the condidon of a people ut 
(liflercnt perioila, if we can lepreiJeut llic diJTcreut 
phiiBcs of its life in the onler of thdr ocourreii<^, if 
we can—to sonic esitonl, at any mte—percelvo and 
apjireciate the etiufies wliidi prcjduoeil Uic various 
nltcmtions, we may present an inetructivo picinre nl’ 
ihem — cminfose an ngreeitble arid useful kiatory—even 
thougb we can only ooiyti^ture vaguely the length .of 
time during w'hioh each con*lition luBted. It is this 
which nil liiiitorian of Eg3T^ must aim at 

elletitiiig; and ii‘ he siiccetrds Ju effeciiitg i^ hc must be 
satisfied. Tlie chrouologietil riddle ia insfohible. He 
must set it iiside. But he needs not Umreforv to iset 
aaide that immense Qia«s of rnateriul, jJOrtsesaiiig the 
highest interest, which the toils of LTavellera and ex¬ 
plorers, and the patiunl lubcfum of pluloIoghtA, have 
af^r^uniulatud during the Inst rjcutuTy. The * Old Em¬ 
pire* of Mknetho Ls a reality. It lives aud moves bclbre 
us in the countless tombs of Ghkeh, Siiccundi, ami 
Beni-Iluj^], on the rocks of ABsounn and the Wady 
Maghaml), on the olielisk of Hciho[iolis, and in nume¬ 
rous ttneient {lupyri: its epochs rere wed marked; its 
[icrsonoges cap^ible in many cases of I'teing esJdbiied 
distinctly; its life as dearly ^wrtruyed as that of tlie 
dnssical uations. And that life is wortli studying. 
It is the oldest presentation to us of civilised man which 
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tlie vrorld oonUuns, being certjijnlj- ontcrior, much of 
it, to the time of Abnihiun; * it In given wiUi a fuincM 
and tmmit«ncti& that are mont ran*; ftnrl it b intiinsl- 
cally most eurioun. A pictura, tlierefore, of the Old 
Em]>ire maj well bo required of tlje hintgrian of An- 
duiii F^>t, and will be here attPiupted, not wit h-

Im 
iMmuieucement, ctjtr. b.c. 1640, is doubtful to tlie 
extent already allowed,* but die uucertaijuy of the 
chroQulogy diminishei! with each sutycssive dyiia.*ity; 
and when we reach the twetity-aecimU, it scarcely 
exceeds twenty yc.*ira, since the syncbrouism of Sesou- 
chi9 with EebalMuim fixes the coiumenireinent of that 
king's reign to aouie date between a.c. 975 and bx. 955. 
Frum tile Bccessiou of Tirhakab the chrooologir^i diDr* 
cultica atniaai dbappeur. and thenceforth exact divies 
will take the place of those vague tuid merely approxi¬ 
mate ones which arc neceasary for the earlier periods.

subjects the long Hsi of thdr royal predecessor®, end 
for this pnrpow? rariwinbed such teToaina of the *01d 
Empire * as had survived the * shipwreck ^ of' iliu atate 
brought al>out by thoee foreign invaders,^ they under¬ 
took e task for which it may be doubted whedier there 
existed dny nufficient materiab^ ^^ayptinn civilisation 
had been annihilated by an avalanche of barbariims; *

vomplete an overthrow and destruction of all that bad 
gone Ijefore? names, reiiderod conapictioufl by 

the tai-ivttcheg enclosing ttiem, existed no duvibt in 
large nuniheiB, as they exist to xiiis day, on monnmenta 
which had escaped tlie wear and tear of time and die 
ravages of the ‘Tartan of iho ixjutli; ’ ^ but what due 
could then* have been to tbdr true order and proper 
arrangement ? what meatw of dlacoverliig tlie real lek- 
tioufiblp of the kti^>9 who bore them ? E^piian nio- 
nurchs did not, ordinarily, glorify their pi^deo^sont, or 
even pul ou raeord tlte uame of their true falher. They 
merged Uieir earthly Ln their heavenly parentage, aud 
spoke of Homs, or Ita, or Ammon, or Phihah us ilmir 
faUicrs, toUitly ignoring (ho real sire &om whose loins 
they Imd sprung. Private persons, m msdipdoBt 
upon their tombs, miglit sometiiiica indicate the succea- 
Mon of two nr three mouiLreha umler whom dioy 
fioumhed; but thin wonkl be a vary jmrtial and tu- 
compleu? means of nrriviug at the truth, and it would 
be altogether wnntiiig for tlie earliest period.* It would 
seem that there must have been a large uuiuuut of 
arbitrariniajj in the order wlutdi waa aa^slgned to the 
naniea recovered from the monuments, as there cer¬ 
tainly was in the number of the ancestors which tlie

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Still B certain order, |iresM:titiiig fewer variations 
tlniiri miglil hu^'e been e^ecied, seems to have been 
arrived at, juid to have become, utimy Kite, itic officially 
recognised one: and this order, though ii bns no 
claims to be regnnled as historical, umet, mtder existing 
clreumstaujccs, be j)luced before the reailor. both as 
being the basis on wlilcli '^'tirioua ^Histories of Egypt ' 
are built, ami as that which is supported by the lar¬ 
gest amount of authority. It is nut certain that all tlie 
kings on the list are real personages, or that some of 
Uitwe who are did not reign coiitemporaiicously; but 
on the whole tliere b groitml for believing that tlic 
great innjorUy of them were tings who actually bore 
sway ill some part of Egj’pt befute the erection of ilic 
pyramids; jiiid though the bare names tell us little, 
and llio liiMlitioua which belong to them are almost 
worthless, yet a oeitaiii interest attaches even to mere 
names of so nutdeui a dale, and for the full tmdentmid- 
iijg of the later native kiiigdomit is important to know 
what its belief was as to that more amdent monarchy 
from which it claimed deaecnt, and with which it 
strove to establisli in every way u solidarity and a 
eontmuity. 

TIig flubjoitieU b a tabular arrajigement of the 
early Egyptian kings, ttooordlng to the chief native 
authtmtiea. It is, in Its principal features, based tTpem 
tlie table lirawti up by de Eouge in his interesting 
*^Bese)vrehe 5 ,* but embodies correctians wJiicli he sub- 
setjueiitly tnude, and u few alteraiions of names Irom 
other aourc®.

second king of the nineteenth dynasty; ** it is ftnind 
agaixi in the list of Eomcscs D. at the Itamesseum ; ‘ 
anti appears also on n fragment of the Turin [Mipyrna. 
iiut we have no evidence that it was known in Egypt 
earliei' limn almut n.c. 1410, 

Of tlie kiuga Tom, Atct, and Ata. Ik 

tliere is no other record tlian the occurrenc-e of their 
nnmes in tlie list of Seti I. and aome supposed remains 
of them in tlie faigments of tlm Turin pupyrua,* The 
Oteeks seem to have cxpressetl ull tlirce imuies by the 
forai Atbdthis^ or Athothes,* which seems like a 
Grecised form of the god of learning, Tlioth. It was 
|X!rhujj6 with some reference to this connection that the 
first AthothLs was said to have been a phyaician and to 
have written hooka on anatomy,*

Tfie ifisUi king, Meribipu, the Miebidus of Mmietlio,^ 
bus the angular honour of bdng mentioned in the 
Turin papyrus, in dm list of Sett I,, mid in that of 
fiuociirah, ji» well us in tlie catoJoguea both of Mix- 
nciho and Eraiosthetu*». The list of Sacciimli pture# 
lum at the liead of the whole series of kings/ as If ho 
liwl bctiu tt tnoniutdi of more than common im|)orta,iice. 
But nothing Is recurded of him, eiihcr by Mmietlio or 
by any other andent writer, to justify or accoimt for 
his bdng held in peculiar honour; iiomaudon ia made 
of him b the * HituaJ/ nor lia.^ hU nanio he-eii found on 
any moiiuDieiii of die Early Empire.

MewpLifl,* and his son TcUt the builder of the rovnl 
pulogo in ulmt cl^, and a writer of uiuiiomical books.^ 
Hosopti, or Hesep, was regurdod as iLe author of so urn 
chitpUirs of the psUgioua work known 4w the ‘Ilook of 
the Dead.' * Under Semempses, or SemcotetT ^ho was 
perhaps a king of this poriod, there w'aa sold to have 
been a grout phtgue.* Dj the lime of Butxiii (BofiihusJ 
tlje eartli guped noiir the city of Buboatis, and swallowc<,l 
uj» a. vnsi number of [>e»oiia.^ TTiik uii (£aiecii6s) Ui~- 
troduiusl the worehip of the Apb-bull at Memplus, the 
Mnevk-buB lit Heliojjglis, and the sacred goat at Men- 
dcs. Biuriulor (BluOthrls) niude a law ilmt tJie crown 
ahould bo allowed to descend to women.* Ifefer-ka- 
Soktiri was a giant; ' and under Nefer-ka-Ba (XepheT' 
cher^) the Nile flowed with honey for etev'cn days.® 
irnder Nccherophes (Nebka?) die lihyoiis, who had 
revolted, made their subnusslon on account of a sudden 
mcroBse ia the moon's ake, widi-Ji tenihed them* 
Tosorthnis (Sar-sa?) was worshipjied after hia death os 
llio I!^yptiau .dUsculapius (Aeuthepi) ou account of his 
medico] skill t he paid attention to bscriptiotus and 
WHS the first to eonstmet buildings wiih polished 

Such are the traditions which have alone come 
down Ur* ua will) respect to these early monarchs. TtieiT 
value would be but slight^ even were they to be de- 
pendml on ; as tlm case stands. It is difimulE to assign 
them any value at allA^ They come to us, almost 
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wiibout exccplton, from Sbneliio, wlio-wrote two than' 
w»»d years sifter the time, suid who, in his ncootmia i.»f 
fsir more recent reyjns, is frerjijently eontrudicted by 
eoutcinpormy montsmeriL;, No doubt Mtinethtv found 
these tmditiana in Egyptian authorities; but liis cre¬ 
dulity was greot,^ Lis iTiLicsi] disc^unment smsiU, hia 
(liJigeritse in resamih less ihsui might have been ex¬ 
pected* To rely on Miineiho is to put tniet in a 
waiter to(> iiegUgeiit to ciire for triiih, and, hml he cures!, 
liwi uncriticd! to discover it. 

It is ti relief to mm from the scanty accounts left 
IIS of fjjerhnpcii) apoeryphiil kitiga !o the ctmdition of 
the Egy]>tian psjople at tliis siarly perisxL The people 
certainly existed; nml though not very niiu'Jt msiy be 
known of iJieir condition, yet an interest attaches to all 
that is known very grsifltly beyoml that whiodi tielongr 
Ut kings uiiJ slytmatics. Wc profmae to consider tluiir 
conditifHi imdcr tlie tlirsKi boails of art, religion, and 
mode of life, including nmnneT> and custoiiia. 

Tlie liisWuy' of Egy^it will always 1^, to n very 
large extent, ii history of art. Art had, so far as we 
know, ib: birth and uorlieat development in the valley 
of ilm Nile, luid grew iiji there by a nutmol and gra¬ 
dual progrsiss, -without being affectod to au apprudable 
extent by any cxtnuieous influences. The eurliast. of 
the arts to start into being no doubt arcKibartiirc; 
and its first. ompEoyineut, there as elsewhere, was in ilie 
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consmiction of linbitaticms capiible of afibrtlitig shelter 
from the soUr ntya, g^nd fnoDi (he occaaloim], though 
not very frequent, showier: of hnil nnd raLu.* T}ie ear- 
iiiist of the Egyptinii hoiii^ seem hj hiive been of wood, 
wliich was ensler bo work tJjaii atone, (iiut which wgis 
furnished in tolenibie plenty by (ho palm grovea tliHt 
grew luxuriantly in nneient times, probably along the 
whole course of the river* Ludieutiuiia of the choraeber 
of the huusca nre furtiiidied by some of (he moi^t rD' 
oient (omlis,^ which, though <x>nstructed in stone, beer 
tracer, like the tombs in LydR,^ of a pm^exisLont 
Wooden ui'chitecturo, whinh hsia un{H^'i«ed its foniu! 
ypon the alien jnatcrioJ. The rounded moss of stone 
whiidi forma the lUtlel above tlie doorways of the eitfly 
toniL^* can has^e derive! ita shape from imriuiig but a 
remiiiisceiice of tlic unsnwn palm stum wliich served 
the iiur|j(iae in the priuiiJive manrioiia; the long thin 
liilasivra and nrehitravES nre eJenr iinitatiotts of wood- - 
work; and the latticed windows, most diflicuit to oon^^ 
struct ill atone, tire sudi us would lie produced by tlie 
simpk^t |>osaib1e arrangetuent of woodett bars. We 
may gatlK'T from the combs that die early houses were 
not withotit oniumeni. Alterimte pilasters ami de¬ 
pressions, adorned with a species of pan elling, extended 
(It would seem) aloug the entlro ht^^ode of a house; 
the door was placed in ihc ujiddle, and waa narrow for 
its hf^ght; over die door was :i latticed tviudow of a 
considerable 8ize» whidi gave l^ht [irubably to a cen- 
Itul hall, while the rooms on either ride of die hail 
were also lighted by windows, which were small, and 
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placed high up in the walls. TIic rwjf wouhl appear 
to hiive beea flat, and was formed probablj' by ijolm- 
treea split in two, aod thou covered with a couliutJ' of 
mud or cement, 

I'flom tJie idea of u hoiiso for the hving the T%^ 'p~ 
dans possetl rapidly, mid at a date so early tlmt Ve 
ttinnoi possibly fix to the idea of a house for the 
dead. Their religiou9 notions reqtunjd that this last 
should bo us pernmnent as possible; and it aeomf* cer* 
taiu Umt, long before houses were built of any other 
material thou wood, atone was tairefully qtjarried uiid 
squared to bo oinploycd irt the consiruetitm of the 
* eternal aUxlea * ^ of the de]«ined. The enrlfest siqiid- 
cbix's uow extant ore stone btiildmgs, looking cxteimtlly 
like small houses.* They atmid isolated, like the monu¬ 
ments in our churchyards, each coosistiiig of mi oblong 
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chamber or chamber, endoflod willi massive walls, 
which slope externally at au uiigle of 75* or SO", hut in' 
teruftlly are perpendioilar. A ringle door, in no wa? 
concealed, givea entrance into the interior, nud it ia fo 
tlie oniumenlation of this doorw-ny that we have the 
representations of houses in wood. Tlie chamber is 
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roofed over iviEh large flat stones; and, if it exceeds a 
certain sbie, the roof is siipjx^rtcd iiiteiJjiUlj hy a taas- 
slve square stouo ]>ler. In tlil'i Ample and primitive 
construction wo have the germ of the pyramid, which 
grew up out of it by a number of alight oliangee. 

One of tJieso cliaiigca hdonga, by general consent,* 
to the period of wlueh we are speaking. la the * tower ’ 
or ‘ pyramid of MeytUnm ’ ■ we see an ealaTged edition 
of one of these early tombs, tliflbring from them itt 
greatly iucrejtsed sisre nucl solidity, »s well as in the novel 
feature of superimposed stories in a retroming series, 
the endre number of tlie storiius being tJiree. The 
Mcydoiiri pile hea a grnntlcur of its own, Ecmplaced 
upon on isolated rocky knoll of some considerable 
height, and standing in the middle of the grassy plain, 
* wliich, green m an omerald, Htretchca eastward to the 
holy stream,*® it has a pirmid iind imposingnppeanmee, 
and in almost any other comiixy than Egypt would 
be jrousideted a motiuraent of high architectuml iin[>or'' 
tance. The bsise measurea 2(K> feci eadi way, and tiie 
height <if the edifice* w lit lie short of I'iS feet. The solid 
contents amount to ttearly three niillioiui of cubic feet. 

Tile great ‘ pyramid of Sneoarait,' as it is callevl, 
which is also thought lo belong to tliese early times,* 
shows a hirtber advance in architectUTal skill and 
power on the part of the primitive builders. Uke the 
Mevdoun building, it was a tower in stages—die uuiu- 
ber of the stages being rix—and, as in the Jleytlouu 
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Intiltlijigt ihe «xtcnui] "vnins alopofl IcwarJa at a aliglit 
angle, 'lliifl odifice ts oven more imposing Umn that of 
Mcydoun^' siiioe it rijjes tu a height ift nwirlj" 2(M) ftoi, 
and coTcrs eii area of 13&,000 square ftsii, insteai] of 
Olio of only 40^000. It is enijilaced ujjon a nx'ky pln- 
which iuMt an elovution of nearly n bundred feet 
aliove tlie Kile valley, lunl l& a CunspIcuouB object on 
till sides. 

Such, so far as apfioars. was the furthest point tu 
which orehitoctural skill was carried, by (he F4^'ptiajifl 
of tlmse early flays. They did not erect a true pyra- 
jiiid. They did not venturo lo build ‘ui porfieu- 
dicukr stages, niey did not give to tlicir work tire 
minute nuru aud finish of kter times,* Tlieir loftiest 
crectioim were leas ihruj half the height of thoau de¬ 
signed ajid executed subsequeutly. Gently, tontalivelyT 
the builders advanced from the email to the great, 
uiwftya uiming at solidity nud jHirmaiietice, t?omfMira- 
tivdy careless of onmmctitation, and looking to obtoiti 
the iD^pTCsaive efibd, at which (Jiey aimedi by ake oud. 
mitsjiivenijss rather than by elegwuce or beauty. 

Glyptic art was also known, and pmetiaed within 
curtain limits, at (Jiis early period. 'Jlie mosi ancient 
Ituidts are adorned intumaliy with the seulptured fontir 
nf the owner, his wife, his children, his attendants, 
rcfirescnted in the low relief peculiar to F^yjit. These 
foiTtis l)avc ull the ordinary defects of EgyjJliaii dru>v- 
ing^the hanl outline, the stiff^ Ibubii, the ill-made 
hands, the over-long feel—but are nut greatly inferior 
even to tiiose of litc bi^i ejM.iuh. Tliere is a more 
marked inferiority In the representiidous of uiumals, 
w])idi arc nui only stilT but ungainly, not only conven- 
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iit>niil but absvirtl.' Grouping seems to be mi unknowii 
iUea; each figure stands by tiiMilfHf or is followed by its 
counterparty the same form being repeated ns often os 
b requisite in order to till up v<u:ftnt spaces on the walls 
of Uie sepulchral cliambers. Sculpture ‘ in tho round' 
wns also nUetnpted by tlie priEuiiive artists; mid liTC or 
six statues exist whicii tbe liest I^yptologbts nssigu 
lo It time anterior to that of the Pyrnraitk’ Of tUeso 
M. Lenoniiaiii remarks thut, ‘ on studying them, weol>- 
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serii'e a rudeness and indecisiem of stylCtWhicb make it 
dear Oiat tii ihb period Egyptian art was still trying to 
find the right jiath, and had not yet formed itself ftiUy/* 
A single mosaic, supposed to be of the same early 
date, tends to rabe the art of (he time to a higher 
le^eL llmgsdi says of it; ‘ The double picture, a 
Little smaller than tlie uaturid size, siiowa a man and 
hia wife in a dignitied attitude flitting by the aide of 
one Jinother in a choir of tim form of w die.

tewin y, topics of Qny prefcnaio,, were not erected, 
or we afjould have some remains of them. The oldt^i 
casting ^jjjtinn temple belongs lo die nagii of Che^ 
f.l.ren^8hafre), the builder of the Second Tyremid ; 
and, dioijgh tile claasicaJ writcreascnlaj temptes to ear^ 
«J«i several certainly exiatod in Kfaufii's 
time, yet Ujeir fabric mnst have been alight, and the 
reh^on wind, conmted m the public wo4ip of gods 
secondaiy. Ko doubt Phlhah Ra, 
and^ Thoth^^bly Oairis, hK Athor. Hor.is, a^ 
Set ^teteivcd some worahip, and there may have 
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been bmltlinga dediimted to them as early as there vr9» 
monarchy in Egypt; but tlio teal practical reJjpon of 
the jirimitive period was that w'oralup of attcestors* 
whereof we have siwkeu in the previoics volume ^ as an 
iniporiaut ijortioii of Egnitmn religions practice. The 
sepulcliral chambers above described were the true 
temples of the periodhere the worshippers met from 
time to lime for satted ceremonies; here hymns were 
sung, offerings made, and sei"vicefl conducted, from 
whieji both the dead and the living were expected to 
derive advantfige. The worshippers regnrded their 
sacrifices, libations, and offeringa as contributing to the 
Jtappinesit of the dejmrted, nud looked to receive from 
tJiem in return spiritual, or perhaps even temporal, 
bcuefita. They viewed their ancestors aa still living, 
tmd as iutci^attxl b the condition and prospects of 
their descendants; they regarded them a» mvcatwl 
with a quasd'divinity, probably addressed their prayers 
to them, and, like tlie Cliinese, appealed to them for 
help and protection. 

Hence it would seem tliat from the first there lay 
at the r<>ot of the Egyptian rciigjittii tlie lielief in a 
future life, anil of happlnesa or misery beyond the 
grave. Embolnibg was practised long before the con* 
stnietion of the PytamUb, and mummies wturc dc[*osi- 
tetl in stone aarcopbiigl, wiih a view to their continued 
preservation.* The * Hitual of the Dead had, we are 
told, its origin b these times; * unii, whatevw siibso- 
queut refinements may have been hitroduced, it would 
seem to be certain that the fundament sd coniiepiioua 
of the cotitbuaucc of the soul after death, its passage 
through the Lower World, and its ultimate reunion 
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with die body whicli it csnce inhabited, muirt haTebcen 
CDtertained by nmnbeis from tlie very firat Ih^- 
nidgs of ihu luttion. Wlieuoe thtyie dcK.'trinee were dc* 
rived, wlio ahall say ? There is no hmoan name which 
stands in Uie history of Jigyiitiau opinion wliere the 
name of Zoroister sininls iu Persia, or that of Moses in 
the history of the Jews, 'Jlie composition of the * Book 
of the Beuil ’ was oacriiied, in tJie main, to the gods.* 
How it hftjipcned dint in Egyinijui thought the ftttnre 
life occupied so large a space, nnd v.iiA felt to be so teal 
and so substaniiai, while aiiiong the Hebrews and the 
other fieiuites it remained, even nfter contact with 
Egypt, so vague and shadowy, is u mystery which it b 
impossible to penetrate. \Vq cun only say that so it 
was; that, from a time anteiior to Joseph, or even 
Abraham, the children of ilixnum, m their bright end 
fertile land on rilher side of the stroDg^j]owing KUe, 
thought os much of the future life as of the presciiL; 
that thdr rdigiDus ideas clustered, miber about the 
tomb ihitu aliout the temple; and that dieir worsiiip, 
domestic rather thim nadoual, lliough it included amotig 
its objects some beings regarrlcd as wholly divine, was 
direcieU especially towards the spirits of those who had 
l»eii their ‘ fathers b llie Ileah,’ and were thought to 
liave a tiaiurnl interesl in the wclfim; of peraons sprung 
from their loins. 

There was anotlior worship, tdso of a practicol 
character, whidi belongs almost certainly to this early 
period—the worship of ihe reigning monardi. Each 
king was rogttiiled as an incarmtiion of Homs,® was 
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aligned a priest or la^eiits,' anil a temple, or at any 
rate a diapcl- was aiylcd * * the uct*>riOQ9 Horns, 
*ihe divine lord,’ ‘the ever-Uvlng/'■* His subjects 
worehippCHl liim, not only during hw life, hnt his 
death. Hie priestliood once inatituteil m » kings 
honour was maintwineii everafterwaitis; fiaeriiices vrgrc 
offered to the lioTunct sovereign at stated Intervals; aut 
lij this way each oocuparit of the E^ptian tbroiie, im- 
Itiss some revolution oceurreil, continued, to ' ic m 

iwnietiwl reraetiibmnce.® ^ 

life in Eg>U>t under the early hiugs was simpler 
and less varied than it becttine at a Inter periotl. but 
uot very raarkctlly diJlcreat. Towns ‘ C5dsle<l at the 
fiinhest date to wliicli our maiojials carry ns tok, an 
the dirttinctiou between lown and country life v>a9 a 
necessary couBctjnciu'e. I n the town dviclt lO moa 

HTch. the courtiers, die royal atteiida^rus, the artisans, 
the djopkeepens; in the country, large landed propn^ 
toTTH llieir sen'ants, ngricultural labourers, covvlicrda, 
TMirliaiis lioatmen. Hmded property was lierwlitaiy, 
and all upiwr class was thus mainlaiiKai, which re¬ 
garded iuself uis a nobility. Boyal Mood often Mowed ui 
the vehifi of these pisons, who are frajuenUy ^d to be 
Suieu^rM, * grandsons of a roounreh,' ® Their weidih, 
which was eonsidctnble, fuabled them to ii.ainuvm ;j 
uumerous household, which coiisiateil IwUi of uittle mid 
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femiik aervants, and raiched in some inalancoa the 
ouiiil)er of thirty.^ Little was spent l:]y them upon 
personal iliaplay. The dress of tlie tip{>er claffl, ereii 
considcrnbljF later than the time whereof we are speak¬ 
ing, TiiTie wondcjfuUy tample and unpretending, pre¬ 
senting little t*anety, luid scarcely any omanienL^ The 
grandee wore indeed an elaborafe wig, but that was 
indi^xmsabio for the sake of cleanlmcfis j ® otiterwise 
his attire is almost iiujMiralJded in ancient times for 
simplicity. A sliort tunic, probably of white linent 



Tctichbg from the waist to a little above the knees, was 
ordinarily his sole garment. His arms, chest, legs, 
even his feet, were naked, the use of sandals not 
being as yet known. The only decoration whicli he 
wore was a chain or riband about the neck, on which 
was susjjended on ornament like a locket.* Li h« 
right hand be carried a long sutfl* or wand, which ho 
seems to have used as a waJking-stiek. Such was the

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great tioblc'a ordinfliy apparel, hia * undress ’ coatume, 
to use a moderu t-spressiou; when lie vemuied bejoud 
tills, and allowed Uiinself to indulge in tlio rcllnement 
of ^ dresa,* he exchanged \m tunic for ft ftomewliat scnniy 
robe reaching from the neck to the ankles, rcfplaced 
Ills chain and locket hy a broad collar, and, having 
udomod his wrists with bracelets, was ready to pay 
visits or to receive polite company.^ Tlie costume of 
h>s wife, if he hsippencd to be mani<Hl, was not a whit 
more elaborate, She wore her hair long and gathered 
til three luaases, one behind the head, and ilie other 
two in front of either shoulder. On her bwly she had 
a jingle gurment—a short gown or petticoat reaching 
from just below the breasts to halfway down the lower 
joint of the leg, and supporHsl by two broad straps 
passed over the two sbouldeTS, lier feet were bare, like 
her huabtuid's, and, Uke him, she encircled her wrists 
with bracclcK* We have no represent a lion or account 
of Ihe houses in which these persons residetl, Pro~ 
bablv iliey were plaiij in clnttactur; but their furniture 
was uot inartistic. The chairs on w’hich l>oth soses 
sat — or rather stools, for they had no back—were sup- 
polled oti legs fasliioned after tlioijc of animals, and the 
extremity of the seat oq cither side terminated in a 
lotuo-tlowcr.* Tables seem to liave been round, and to 
have been supported by a single pillar in the cetiirc. 
Couches are not represeatod, but they prolrably differed 
little from those of later times t and there bad already 
been invented the peculiarly Egypihiii piece of funu- 
tuic known as tlie * head-rest.* "* 
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Tlw animjib d^jmeslicatod at this enrly period were

Grauite, indeed, wils not tmule- 
usieofai first; a compact hineatoue supplied its place.

inventiveness auccectled iu findhig ineana to sulniue 
even Uie most intractable mater'mla; and we abail find 
the Pj’remiil kings employing freely such stubfaoni sub* 
aiuncK as syeuite, anagoniie, red graoite, and greeti 
basalt. 

To eondudo Uus brief review of a time on wliidi 
the I^ypiian remiuns throw l«it « tUm and uncertain 
light, it muflt be noted llvit the lueroglv'pliiea) system 
of writing was already not only invented, but elabo- 
ruted, tho interior of the sapulchral cliambers being 
covered with long inscriptions, which give the titles 
uud employments, describe die domaiiia nud other 
jiOisessiona of the decca.sed, if not witli the copiousness 
and verbosity of a later date, at any rate with con¬ 
siderable fulnesa of detail. 'Die biertftglyplis ihemselves 
are somewhat rude and wanting iu finish 5 but the 
laugusge ia said to Imj completely fomuHl; the differ out 
kinds of hieroglyphs, j^boiic, <lctonniiiative, pho¬ 
netic, are all iu u.*ic ? the vuiucs of the diaracters are 
fuEcd ; gratnmatioil modificatiouB lure indicated by signs 
which for tlie moat juiTt continueil in ifse; and, m a 
general way, it roay be said llmt ‘ llie liicrogiyplucal 
writing reveals itself to us iu the monumenta of the 
first dynasties with all tliat compUcaiiou wJiich belonged 
to it down to tlm last day of its cxistouce/ ’

HlSTOnif light dtiwiis, aiitl trials hutorio pcjttooftges 
begin to more before us, 'wtih the accessiou of the 
(lyniisty which Maiietho styled ' ibe fourth,* Manetho 
pkciHl at the lientl of this dynasty a king whom he 
ctilliid Som; ami though the name ilMiIf correapondit 
mther with the Sor * of the Turin jiapynis, and of tlie 
table of Saccarab, yet, as the plnee assigned to him 
makes biro definitely the jiredocessor of Supbis (ELofu), 
it would aeom that we may properly itlentify biro with 
Seneferu, who beyond all doubt occupied that position.^ 

Seneferu n\ appeal^ to have auweefled Iluni, but 

u> hare exceeded him in the extent of his ttominioiiB.^ 
He liad the character of a good atid beneficent king; 
ntid it is in tiarmony with this description of an %yp‘ 
tian writer, tlnti we find him tu hia lifetime taking the 
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tide of neb ma*,‘ or ‘lo«l of justioe,' wUioh was mvt 
one commoaly borne by Egyptian sovereigtis. ^oefi^ 
is the fiwt 13 gyptHui monarch wlio has IcH beluaJ him 
an inscriptioa,* and the first of whom we have mouu- 
meutal evidence that he made wiu- iteyoud hie o^vn bgr- 
dore, and established the power of Estover a foreign 
coutitry. Thus be was great both at home and abroad: 
he dwpensed justice tolus subjects with such wisdom 
and iraprtiality as to acquire a chamcler for beticfi- 
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ceuoG; and he employed the E^pliftit arms Wyontl hia 
frontiera with such success Unit he could cJuim alau the 
title of ‘ coa(]tieror.' ^ It must (dways be ‘with n pro 
found Inierest that travellers contempliite thiit rock- 
tablct in tlie Siunitic pcuinsula which contains his 
name and titles, icgetlier with a repreBcntatioo of hijt 
prowess as ho engages with and felltt a foreign lulvcr- 
sarr. The tiiicf with whoru he contends is die abeikh 
OT fjrince dm or ♦8liophertls of rhe 

East, * who fli that time held the mountain country 
betwwji die two onus of the Ikt! Sea. AllmrteU 
iliitiitiT by die mioerul treasures of die region,* the 
Egyptiau monanJi, * King of Dpiw ami of Lower 
Egypt,' as he proidaiiua himself, ‘ Lord of Justice,' and 
* Von^^uisher of insadvoraur^',' carried all before — 
dcfejited luid dis].>enied the old inhabitauLs of the 
country, received dieir submissioii, and wtabiislnid a 
militiiry ami mining post in the liean of the region, 
wliich ivns thenceforth for oenturlcs carefully gunnlet! 
by an Egyptian garrison. The remains atUl to be seen 
in the Wiuly Maglnirah ithow the strong fortress widiin 
which the Egyptian troops were Lodged, die deep well 
wiibio the walla which sonurud them an uiiBdJing suii- 
ply of wafer, and the neighbouring temples of their 
native deities, wtamein the csjialriaLed soldiera might 
have die enjoy men L of the womJiip to which they were 
aocustoimid bi their own land.* 

It is not certain that SeuBferu adorned Egypt with 
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any buildfoips. Tlie Mf?j'‘.lour» pilo Ima been ascriiied 
to hillIxit stwntely ou stiJficiein. data* Various mem-* 
Itcta of bis family were iuierrwl in tlm tombs of f'iUizch \ 
ami it is in tins W'uy that we make acqmufltftnoe with bb 
favouriU- vrifu, Mer-tbu ft; * his son, Nefer-mut;* his 
^audsoti, Shaf’Scnefem, the son of l-bis latter;^ <uul 
hi* eUlest dimgliter, Xefor-t-kau, who was bimed in 
the same (omb as \uv brother.* It luifl Iwen sugijestod 
that his own inummy was iJeThap (ie],iofiit«t in the 
lower «h0iiit>er of the Great Pyramid,'’ which in that 
ease mufli be sup^Hjsetl ti> hsive lioeti oommeiiwl by 
him; bui there are no sufiident gtoutids for this sii|i- 
{HjisillOll.

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Scnefcni >vfls not tliought to be old enough l« eserciso 
tliu fueirtionn of royalty when Seuoferu iliod, SJtaf- 
Senefeni seenw to have held a high place ui hia cfiiir!:, 
iitid lo have died, while Kliiifu was aliU Uving, before 
the ncoeesloa of Shufirau 

!n Khijfu must be aekiiowhidged, If not ihe greatest 
of kings, yet <iGrLiinly the gnsjUesl of 

tiun builders, and a sovereign of cxtmorfliunry cjiergy. 
From I li e eotitiiptiou of the steij-pynnaid of Snecarah, 
whielj was tlie liighest (light of Egyptian aiebitcciiiml 
daring at tiiy time, to that of the Gnat Pyramid of 
OhlacL, was sf) vast a stride, I hat the nuHiundt who 
look it niust be credited with a grandeur and elevniion 
of tiiongbt approacluiig to genius, To more tluiu 
doiddo the height of the higliest previous building, to 
multiply the area by five, and the mass by ton, was a 
vemure into the untned and llie unknown, whirlinone 
but a bold tnlud could have concidved, none liut ho 
iron will ftoiild have resolved lo execuU;, So far at 
couct'piiou went, Klinfvi nmy huve been w-vusied by liis 
architect; ^ but the adoption of a plan fo eximordi- 
narlly pratid. (he detcminatioii to entbody the con¬ 
ception in solid stone, tliis munt have been wholly Ills 
own iH‘i, hb own doing; antj it imjdies n resolution 
and a Htrcngtli of mind of the liighesi order. The fact 
must over remain one to exciie our profound astonish- 
ment, tiiat in Egypt, almoat at the commencement i>f 
its biaiory, among a people Uving by Llicmsclvra and 
deriving no itistriu'tion from without, a king—for there 
is every reiiscm to believe that: the whole work w'uh

is q^ulte in iicoordaiiue with the probabilities of the etiKe, 
t hough scarcely deserving to be accepted as mat lev of 
{x^siiive history.” An oaormous am omit of unskilled 
human labotir, gnulunlly wdviuicing Uie work by ex- 
|>enditure of more brute sirengtii, is necessitated by the 
L'ircumstaiices of the time, and fitc eouditious uiidei* 
^rhich the pyi'amid was erected. A cousldemble em¬ 
ployment of very liiglily skilled lalHiur upon those 
wonderful pissages and I'linnibers, whicli form tlie Trtte 
jiiurvel of tlie buildiug,* must also he nigardeil as cer¬ 
tain ; and it **eemii to follow that such a work eonlil 
not have iTecn cniTicd to its completion without im- 
gagiiig the eocigiej of almost the whole tutcul of the

during lliD pjriod of iin entire genemtiou. Great 
sufleritigs would tmtimdly' net-ompaiiy sucili fui Sntcr- 
fereneu witli men's luiinral cniidoymenL't, and siicli n 
conceulmtiou of vast Duinbcrs u|wn n limited ftren. 
'Tlie coQstnielion of Uic 8iiez Cnnfli in the years iSGo— 
1 son eo8t die lives of tlionssoide, wlio perisheft threugli 
wiiiit mid discftHO. It enmiot he supposed that it was 
in the infanDy of the wnrl Vs history to exeente 
n far vaster work without similar calumitiis. Henoe 
prohubly the ill-repute wbiL'Ii nitaclied to Kliufu, and 
the other pjmiaid-ljiiilrlen, iq after times'—an ill* 
repute winch, though falsely expinineif as resting upon 
religious grounds, was itself ti fsict^ not doubtful nor 
(Jispuinble,* 

III very irutiu such eonsiruotioua as the Pyramids, 
ImwoTor tiiey inny move our udmiralion ns works of 
art, in their kind, utterly uaiouiahing and iitiupproiioli- 
uiiliS arc to the politician and tlie momlist mijtcrtibJir 
insmtioes of the iengthi< which n paltry ogotism will 
pit for the pratificatiun of self at tiie expense of others. 
All hill! die same IK-Iief witli respect to a 

future life—sd) equally desired the safe constTVntiou of 
liidr earthly remains through many ceuturies.^ Yoi 
tile Inilb, even of the rich, were content to liave their 
remain!* deposited in a deep pjt^ the mouth of which 
was clfjscil and concealed from view by having one of 
tlie walls of the aepuh’hnd chiiiuber or eha|icl huilf 
over it, Unf; thf*lilgy]Hmn {rings, or at uny rate the kings

There ary 
sevemt monunientjil cridcnces of tliia lunnai'ilis 
lixistenc-e,” and the idftCe assigut'd to him in tire 
lists necms to ho the corrtict one t 1ml his reign must 
liave been unimiKirtanl, and was probfibly extremely 
brief, to be eounteil not by years, but by monilm. 
At Ilia demiw, the throne wus oceupied by u son-m- 
hiw of tim grojU Khufu, a mtmiirch who bore ilui name 
»*f Shufm or Kludni, «*■"—, llut Clmphtvii <jf Ueri^lo* 
tns® ami the Cbibiyo# of PliKlorus iiiimltis.® 
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Shafrrt is ilie first of iJie Egyptian kings wJiose 
fjcrwnnl appcijirance we can fljsiioctly aiitl iuUy reaJ- 
Im.

Shnfra stsems to have been marriwl to a daughter 
of bis predecessor, named Meri-oiikb-*, or Meri-s-ankh.' 
Her trjmli has been found at Snccnrali, and has on it an 
inscription, by which it appears that she bore die utfice 
of priestess to Thoth, uml also to one of the sat^d 
anininls legtirded as an inenrniiiion of dnity." i*he 
claims nssomatiou ivitb the ‘lord ol dnulems, ■iml it 
b thought Ui he not improbable that eiiafra reigned in 
luir ritilu ml her thttn in his own.® It does not ni'pcai 
fi-om I he monumentii that ho was in any way related to 
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Ktmfu, or timt ha had [ii Im veitiai otiy rojal lifrxxl ^ 
and thu ooiijwiuiie is tiiatie that at this aiidatif c|XK‘ii 
tiuTG was :HXuu spcctnl right of daughters to sacficed 
their fiuljert either in i>w*fetfiace to aoivs, or io cjusc of 
ditir beini' the elder ciiLlclrqii.

She wuA ' exalted to Uie higimet degree of dignity to 
which it was possible for the wife of an Epy^jiian 
mouaruh tci attain.'^ iVssocinkHi with the 'lorti of 
diiulums,^ she litul the entire oontrol of the royaf 
gyiii»ceiun» or ‘ house of the woman/ cnjoywl two 
priesdioode, aud was deep in the couddeut^e and high 
in the (utout (.d her royid oousort, She tiora Slmfni 
at least two aojis. Otic of these, vvliu liad llie iiunm of 
Xeb-m-akhud^ i# represented tu* his fat liar’s ‘ Imir/ * 
He was [I superior priest of the order of Ileb, a sucred 
scribe, and ‘clerk of tJte elo‘x’t' to iib rmlier. Five 
estates, of which he wns the owner, had nil fiecji pre- 
stiiiced fo him lij* his libantl [jjirent, and hud nfceivett 
names in winch Shufm wus an eJenieni.* Another son, 
S-keni'ka-nv. possessed fourteen sucli propertioa/ nnJ 
must Iiiiva been one of the wealthiest landed pro¬ 
prietors of the time. Ue enjoyed his wealth for a 
long teiiu of yeats, Ib'ing to a good old age under five

The iaimcdintc Buccession of Mencheres (Mcn^ 
knu-m^ * itimt to Sliafrn, aiserUtl by IlenKlotus* 
niitl htaiietho^'is indicated on the tomb of S-kein-ka-m,* 
and lionfinnetl by the table of Soti I. at Abydos * Yet 
hero ngnin we are luiuble to imce by nieaiia of the 
montimcuis nnyblixHl-relaitonsliip, aial can say nothing 
of die oouiicctiim between Meukiium and his predo' 
wsssore beyond the fact of thert'e Imving been a tradition 
ihflt lie <lcscciided, not from Slmfra, but from KUufii,'' 
the first null grwitest of the pyriimid kings. Rjni jind 
bred up during the years wjinn die whole thought and

ilie fact, dial the entire series from Sotitiferu to Unns

The reign of Usnrkaf whs short, and naihstinfpit»hed. 
He built ft small pyrmnid, which he wdled t \th «#ii,

he conimiitcd to the cliarge of n prieal named Khnum- 
hotep. In this worshi[> he assmaated wiih himself the 
gixhksis Athor ■ Among his Other titles he look that 
of ffor art vtat* or ‘Horns, the dispenser of jnauee, 
whicii would appear to imply that, like Seneferu, he 
rt-ardtid it ns ono of hia f:hief duties to havejnatice 
carefully and etricilv admiuisiered throughout the 
oomiiry under his rale.

The suecessiim of Siilkura * j 5S^^ to Usiirknf ta 
suHtcieutly csuibtisbed by tlie tomb of Bkutukftm,* and 
i& furtber siipjxuletl by tiie tnbles of Eiavcnrnh und 
iis well ns by Jlauctho,* if w« admit Ills

trom the brief and Ijald account which ia aU llmi 
€ran be given of ilieac kings, unlesss we snireiider ihe 
reins to the itn&ginaitim, and allow ourselves to dejact 
from fancy the scenes of their life, and their civil or 
niilitaiy employ men Is, we may pii-« omre timre to the 
general condition of Egypt during the period, and its 
progress in arts, In religion, and in refinejnent of 
maiiiiera. 

It is the glory of (he period ihnt it carried its own 
proper style of architecture to absolute aiul uusurpa^- 
able perfection. Tlie weak and tenbitive elTorts of 
primitive times were suddenly thrown aside; and the 
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early kinga of tlio pciiotl fttlvauceti by nutkeious 
Iratp from biiiUlitigs of iiiotleninj lUmotisioiif^tiol Ite- 
vontl tbe cousiTuctive powora of iirohitoftts in most civi- 
iiijod countries—to those gigtintic piles wMcJi dwarf nil 
other structures* and for ske Hint niiisa luive, up to 
the present lime, no rivals. Khufu luiil SI infra foil ml 
huildera willing and iiUle to iiurry out their desu-es for 
tombs tliiil should shame all pnst and ft^diice to despair 
ill! future nrehiteets. They tbuiul men who rould 
carry up Milid stone bniklings to the beiglil of nearly 
Mill feet,* without danger of instability, or even any 
iiirreasctt risk from pressure or settieiaeut. These 
buihicrs were able, first of a 11* to eiii[ilace tlieir t®ti- 
strunlions with nstroiioniicid exactness; seooittllj', to 
employ in tliem, wherever it was needed, masoiuy’ of 
the most masstive nml enduring kind t thirdly, to seemv 
the cluimbers and passages, which irerc essential foii- 
tiirea nf such stnictnrea, bt* contrivances of grout 
iugemiity, ^icrfiictly adapted to their pur|iOfle;* and 
fourtlllyl by their choice of linos and proportions, to 
(irodwi works which, through their symiiuttry and life 
impoaiiig majesty of their forms, impte® the speiTtatur, 
even ;U the present »lay, with feelings of awe and 
admiration, such a-n me scorcrely esdlei] by any other 
archilectuml eonstmctioiis jo the whole world.^ 

It b not surprising tluit (he estmordiuury burst of 
archiieclurut power umhfr Eliufn mid 5?liafTa was fol¬ 
lowed by a reaction. Fashion, or religious prejudice, 
still rwiiiired that the body of a king should be en¬ 
tombed iu a pymmkl ;^ nud from Meiikiiura to Uiuut

Tlie senlpture of the |»TTanml penthlis nlw reinark- 
iiblt!. Sliafm, ibo probable builder of the temple just 
descriltetl, oruottienlcJ it wiOi scleral statue!} of him¬ 
self, which !ii a later time were ihmwti into a pit or 
well W’ilhiu the Inuhiing, and for the most part, most 
imforiutuiU»ly, broken. One, however, survivea, perfect 
in nil its parts excc|>t the l>eap(l; * and llie up^ter Italf 
of another la in tolerable prcaervatiim; ^ !») thnl tluf 
glyptic art of the time can be pretty fairly eatimaietL 
Sfune sUiluia belonging to the reign of the later king, 
Ibitiuser, have also Ijccji furnished by tlie tomb of Hi, 
and afford the eritie ftirtber mateiiul upm which 1.0 
form a juilgmeut. The opinion of experts seems to be, 
that all the specimens have considerable merits The 
figures are w‘cll pro[)ortuauHl 5 the foccs carefully dabo- 
rated with nil the minuteness of n jkortniit.; tbo 
osseous structure mid the muscles arc siifljt:ietitly iiuli- 
cattij ; the fitiish is high, and the exprt^ion calm aud 
iliguiQed. There is, however, as universally m Egyp¬ 
tian sculpture, a certain stiffiicfs, and an undue for¬ 
mality. The two feet are equally ad van red the nrius 
repree side liy sii|e along the thighs; the bead hus no 
tnclitiLitiou to either aide; the Cmc looks diret-llv in 
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front of tile figure; tbe bcarf h wholly ctinventioual* 
If we compare the atntuea lu quesiloit witTj even tfie 
archaic Greek.’ we shall find ilietn exceedingly inferior 
ill all that constiiuies die excellence of art. lintiimuy 
!>e questioned w'hetlier Egypthw art, iti the mnLler of 
statuary, ever went lioyond, or even wpiBUcd, the pro' 
diictiomof this csarly period. *Art he this time/ ns 
T^enoimniii aiyV ‘ niUlns the rn<»Hl retiiiirkahle 
degitfo uf perftetiom It b Uiorrmgbly realisde; it 
aims, above everjtlijnp, ut rendering die hare iruih of 
uatijjc, without making any sort of attetapf to idenluna 
it. The ty^ie of iimn which it picscnts is characterbK-tl 
by Bomothiiig more of stinatness imd of nuloiie«j tlmn 
are aeeu in Uie works of tin- luler sdioois : the relative 
pTvqaulIons of the difibreut pnrts of ilie body art’ IcisJ 
accurately observed: (he muacuinr pnyecthitih of the 
h^s mid aim ime repicwnititl with Uro much exagge- 
nitum. Stilt, in this firat and absolutely free develop' 
luenl of It^yptbu art, however imiiejfwt it ww, tiioru 
lay die germs of more than Kgypt ever actually pro- 
duoBii, even in her imiet biilliont epochs. Tlie art linil 
Hfe..^i life which nt a later date wai cltokc^i liy the 
simcklus of jiitccniotoi tymnny. If the Fhiiniouic or* 
lists imd preserved this secret to tlie time wlien they 
mitpiirvHil llmtr imcqualleil excdleiices of liarmouv of 
pixipfirtion and of ronjesty—qniiiities M'hich tlicy fKe- 
scssed in a h^rher dt^ree thfm any other pcojile'in the 
world—they would Imve mnde ae much progress a.s the 
Greeks; (wo thousand years befonv it was reaclukT by 
the Greeks, they would have auained to tliu absolute 
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jjerfcctlon of artistic exccUeucc. But their natmul 
a]>t)ttidcs were to a corteiu extent amotliered in the 
cradle; and thej remained imj^erfeeu leaving to others 
the glory of reaching a [toint which will never be sur- 
pnssed in the future.' 

The principles laid down in this extract will apply, 
to a Certain estenl', to tlie bas-reliefs of the period, and 
not merely to the sculptures *in the round.* While 
theae fall sljort conaideraldy of the later ligypiimi 
efforts inr variety, in deliciMiy of touch, and In vigour of 
comj>osjlion; they have a suaphdly, a imlurahic^ and 
an ap|>camnce of life whicli dcBerve high praise, and 
which disappear at a later date, when the tadexMe 
lows of the hierntie ‘ canon of proiiortions' come into 
force, and the artists have to walk in fettcTB.* Sot- 
>vitbsuuiding a coarsencas and ctumMuess In some of 
the human fonns, arid an oocasiunul nneertajuty in the 
dclineniion of llie animal ones, tlie sculptures which 
ornament the Uimbs of Gldiseli and S.accarah, and w'hich 
con be ai&igneil aljnust with certainty to this perifxl, 
arc both intcicsilng and pleasing, Tb^ elioiv that 
E^«yptmu art is alive. Is progressive^ is oimitig at itn- 
pravement. The form*, especially tlie animal forms, 
axe better as we proceed; they show greater fr<jedom 
and variety of altitude; and the new attitudes are both 
graceful and true to nature. At the same time, there 
is no etiuining after effect; the niodeaiy of nuium hi not 
miimged by the artists ; there-is still abundance of the 
simple and the cun vent loiud ; die whole effect is quiet^ 
tranquil, idyllic; we seem to see I^qniau couiiiry life

TJie diddon of classes, and the gencml habits of 
life, conduued nearly us before ; hut the wealth of tlie 
iipjH^r class tncroiLsed, and with it ilio extent of their 
huusdiolds, ami the number and rarioiy of ihofr 
lohiets. Iju;ge lauded estates descended from Cither 
to «oii, of which the cultivation necessitated the ciu-> 
ploymeut of hundreds of hdx>iirers or slaves* These 
requij'cd ntimcruus superijiteiidents; lUid the general 
business of ilic fiuiu necessiuted the services of some 
ten or s dozen scribes,* who rendered their oceouiiis to 
a steyrard or bnililT, The chief trades needed for pro¬ 
viding the nof^ossartes of life were established upon the 
estate: mid the cjirpenter, tiie potter, the lailor, ihe 
worker in iitetal, die furmtun^intjker, and even the 
gliiss-bloiver,* aenin to have Imd their plnee among 
the dependents of every opulout liuuily, and to have 
itvorked for a sirigle master. The estate itself consislcd 
of two {loitioua—arable end pasture lands; the former 
cultivated in grain and vitgetaUia witJi great care, the 
latter utilisml for the breediug and fattening of rattle* 
Domestication had bj thistinie brought into subjccdou 
not onl)' cows and o*xeTi, but goats, sheeji, several Muds 
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of anteJope,’tosia?, ami iit kiwt wv'tii kmtl« of birds * 
iachtd<Hl ducks, pigoons, niid criiiujs <fr 

lieroDS,* »oji(?flier with otlitu- siwci^ not to b« ditttiuctly 
reccgidsed. Tlio ilomcAtic fowl was, liowtfver, still 
uukuown, nnd iodeod Tcnuujiud a stnmgcr lo Egypt 
iliTougbouL iJio yutir© pvrirxl of iudt^peudoncoi* ’i’iie 
wcaltU of some biudowucrr* etiiisl»i(c*ii to a Inigo egrtent 
in thevT animals; we find one ni a very early daU: wbo 
)yjs»ii6sud above a Llioujaual cows and oxen, liesHles 
2,'2S5 goals, 9“4 sheep, and Tfifl asses.* Pet aniniids 
were also much alikiLed, ond mcludeil, tjiJaiUes dggs, 
the fox, UiB (itPu, liiw monkey, mui tlie cynocephnlous 
npe/ 

Ah iinportant produce of llic fann was wine. Vines 
w(:re tiaiuetl artifidHlly," and the juice was espressed 
from the jjpajjes either by treading,* or by raeutis of a 
wimsepreas.* Mer pasaing thmugh the vat, it was 
dniwn olT and storwl in itapboi'm, iVofit was shiJi* 
deiived from the wild creaiures wbidi rriitjuent 4 ni the 
marshes or the waters included witlvin die property. 
I'ish were caught, split, and dried in tlie sun,'* after 
whiclj they became an artide of eoimuerce j wild fowl 
were taken iu da|i-nei8, and either killed or subjectctl 
to a proce^ of domestication.

Nile widi its ennuis formed the chief nieims for the 
irausjxirtotioii of famtin]^ proiluce, Loi^c boutai ivcm 
ill iu<! from n very early period, aotne being mere row- 
boats,^ wliite oihenf were provided witli mnsts, and 
could hoist a big square uiainsaii.* The ntunber of 
rowers was m the early times from eiglit or ten to 
eighteen or twenty, but at a later date wt* find as many 
ua forty-six,* the sail mis hoisted, the rowers 

onliiiurily rested on thuir oars, or even sliipped them 
nnd sat at their cose; but someiimes both sail and (airs 
seem to luivn been employed together. A heavy kind 
of barge without a sail was used for tiie transpr>n of 
cattle and of the more weighty murchondise,* and was 
pioiielleii by six or eight rowers. light lioals were 
1)1 so otnployetl to a large extent for the rouveynneo of 
aidtimls, for the saving of Liitlle from the inundation, 
uud for sporting and other ptjr|»osea,' 

Tile uJJiusetnents of the upper classes seem 1o have 
conslstMl nmiiily in liutitlng, fowling, auii listening to 
nmsic. iHigs were still of one kind only—that whirii 
Las been culled the ‘ foac-dog' or * wolf-tiog,* * which 
hiis long pricked-up ears, a light body, and a stifHy 
oiirkd tail.* This was udiiiiLted into the houscj and Is 
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reflocteO as in a tuLrror. Delicacy may be sometimes 
flluxiketl by tbe result; but wbat is lost in refinement 
is Rftinetl in tniiLftilniiss mid accuracy of representation, 
la religion tbore Is :i1bo an aclvnnoe, but one that is 
less satisfactory, live Pantheon increases in iu ditneii- 
Mons. Besides the gods of the primitive time'—Ibi, 
Set, Thoih, nor or niimiachis, Osiris, Isis-Atbor, Fhtbah 
or Sokarit and Aiiubis — we find dial i net traces of the 
woralup of Nul, Seb, Khem, KncphfXeitb, Ma, Sjif, and 
Hekn,* Alhor also is recOgnifiC'd as a substantive god¬ 
dess, distinct from T^s 5 * and Sokari apfiejirs to be 
distingtiiahcd from Phlhah* The esteem in ’vvbicii Ra 
is held has grown, and one half of the klngn bave 
appeUadons which are compiled with hbiiame.® The 
title AH /f«, * son of the Sun,' begins to be used ns a 
royal prefix,* tiicmgb not yet regularly. Tlie divinity 
of tiic kings i* more pronoutiowl. They take the 
dcdgniuions of the groat god,’ * the good god,' * the 
living Uonw,’ * the good norus,' as well ns tiiose of 
* conquering Homs ’ and ‘ son of the Sun.’ They add 
divine titles to their original names, as Kliufn did 
when in the middle of hia reign he beentne A’’nm- 
Khufu. Tltey institute the woraliip of their own di¬ 
vinity in their Ufotime, appoint their sons or other 
grandees to tim office of their prophet or priest, anti 
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loiid ihe persons so appomUsl wit!i furtlicr farouw. 
At the same time, however, they thetoselves worship 
the gods of the coutitrT, build temples to them, and 
assign lands to the temples bj way of endowment.’ 
Triests and ‘ propheta ’ are attached to these btiildings, 
and the * prophets' ktclude pomoiis of both aeses. The 
doctdiie of the ftitore life and of the jwesage of the 
soul through the Lower IVtjrld acquires consistence; 
Osiris tak^ his ptucc os the great Holer of the l>ead; * 
Amibis sinks U> n tower position; and the ^ Httual' 
receives fiesh chapEors.’^ fliiiilly, tiie animal-worship 
comes to die front; Apis has liis pnests and priest¬ 
esses;* and a 'white bull' and a ‘sacred heifer'are 
also mentioaed os invested with a divine chamctcr.^ 

.iVn advance is also made in dviliaation aiiEl the arts 
of life. Dress, on the whole, continues much die same; 
but the tunic of die iiigher classes becomes fuller, so as 
to project in front, mid latterly it is made considerably 
lunger, so as to dcst^end halfway between the knee and 
the ankle.* Its colour is either yellow or white, or 
l«irily one and [lartly the other, the yellow portion in 
such coses Ijcing often striped ivitb lino of r^.’^ The 
collars wont by men become more complicated, and 
have sometimes a clinin and j>eu()ant attacJied it) frtint. 
Men are aijso seen witb fillets adorning Lbeir heads; * 
find women have head-ilresses of vutious kiuda, some 
of which are exccedlDgly degant. Their long gowns 
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comiuoulj- seen «Miiig under the chair of \ts [Uiisrer; 
hut il irasalsoJrequGntJy emploTcd mthediaavof wild 
mumaJs. The imtelojx; was no douhi tlie bejtai chieHy 
hunteflf Hod tiie dp<ry must have been eioeeciuigJy fleet 
of fool to Jiave rnn it down ; but the chase apjjeaw. to 
have included other aoiinnls alsfj, as Ijares, jerbowa, 
|)urcupiii89, lynxes, nnd even hedgehogs! ^ In senne of 
the hiemtic j*flj>yrit packs of bounds, numheriijg two 
or diree hmnlrwl, are njentioued ; * but these belong to 
a later age \ tjuder the fourth nnd fifth dyuesties we 
have no evidence that any individual hunted wth 
loorc iJian tltmo or four dugs at u time, or imlced pos¬ 
sessed II greater maivber.

stick. Tlie throw^-stick of the early times is either 
ihc curved weapon common later, or a sort of double 
bludgeon iiretfeuiing u very peculiar ap|>camice.* 

Music was an accompaniment of I he banquet. It 
w'aa always conceited, and in the time of the fourth 
and fifth dynasties consisted ordinarily of the baimony 
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of tliree iiitrtrumcnis, tlie burp, the flute, aud the pipe. 
Bauds unmbcrct] about four or five peisous, of wfiom 
two were harpers, one or two phiyera on tiie flute, mid 
one a pi^jer. Two or three others assisted to keep 
time, and jutTcased the volume of tKiiiiui by the loud 
clapping of their hands.’' AJI the musicians were men, 
fjometiines dancing of a solemn and formal kind ac- 
compauied the musical perfonnance, btilh sexes taking 
jairt in it, but sepauitely, and with quite tUflereni 
gestures. 

An amusement, hui a very occasional amuflenient, 
of Uie upper classes at this time would seem to have 
been literature. The cominjsitiou of the ortliiiiiry in¬ 
scriptions upou tombs, and in septdchral ehuinlwrs, 
l>elougod probably to a pixtfessioiud class, who foUowcti 
convcutiottal fomis, aiul reiieated with very s%bl 
changes the same stereotypisd phrases ujxm monumeni 
after monumeuL But, now and iheti, there was a 
jjroduction of samething which approaeimd more 
nearly to a literary character. The ‘Book of tlie 
Precepts of Prince l*iah-hotep,' though the ouly estaut 
work of the kind which can be referred to this period, 
13 probitblj a of perfomiaiices, not very un¬ 

common, wiierewith tlic ridter and more highly edu¬ 
cated classes of the time occupied llidr leisure, and 
solaced Uieir dedinifig years. It is elated to be * the 
teaching of tliegoveruor, Plali-liolep, under the majesty 
of King Assa — long may he live I' The object atinfal 
at by the work was ‘ to leadi the igumnni theprindple 
of good words, for the good of Uuise who lisioii, and to 
sliake the confidence of such ns wish to inlxinge. It lays 
down, primarily, the duties of sous and of subjects, who 
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an; aJikv eahurted to obedience andflubruj^isiou. 
ohecli elite of a docile son,' says Ptnh-hotep, ‘ is a 
blessing; ibe obedieuL 'tvalks in liia obedience. De is 
neady to listen to all which can call forth alfection; 
obedience is the greatest of benchts, The son who 
accepts die words of his father will grow old in con- 
yefpietice. For obe<lleuce is of God} disobedience b 
hateful to God. The abcdience of a son to his futher, 
this is joy , . , such a one is dear to his father; and 
Ills renown is tn the mouth of idl those who walk u[ion 
the earth. The rebellions man, who obeys notV he 
goes on to my, ‘sees knowletige in ignorance, tlie 
rirlnes in the victa; he commits ehulv with lioldncia 
aU manner of crimes, and here in lives as if he were 
<]ead. WhiU the wise know to be death ta liis doily 
life; he his way, liidcn with n Jicep of impre" 
cations. Loi thy heart,’ he adds, * wfush away ibe 
impurity of thy mouth ; fwllil the word of tliy master. 
Gtwd for a man is tlie discipline of his father, of him 
from whom he has dertvetl his being. It is a great 
satislaaion to obey Ins words; for a good son is the 
gift of God.' .4nd the upshot of gj) is—" The obedient 
will be liappy tliiougli ids obedience; he will attiun 
old age, lie wiJJ acquire favour. 1 myself have in Ltiis 
way become one of the ancients of the earth ; I have 
pssed IU> yeara of life by the gill of the king, ivud 
witli die ap[)roval of tlie aged, fid tilling my duty to the 
king in the place of hia favour.' The moral level 
attained cannot be regarded ns high ; but os a (uunpo¬ 
sition the work is tiot devoid of merit. The bolooce 
of ideas and of phrases rocalJs the main essential of 
Hebrew iioctjy; ‘ the style is [loiiited and terse, the

The advance of Imcuiy is seen in the riiirnlver and 
Toricty of the dishes serretl at the sacrilidul feast?, 
wlinre the joints may be coiitited by the do^eri, ducks 
and geese by the half-dozen, loaves by the score, 
and rolls by the hundred, iirdphone by the dozen, and 
where the vianrla providcil comprise also flsh, hares, 
onions, eggs, and fruit of a variety of kinds.^ Acconlirig 
to tiie b^l English autitority, the h^pchiii lord of this 
time *n« more disdained t!ie hymiia for fom] thmi a 
modem epicure the semi'Cnmivoroas bear; but he 
abhorred that wuiversfll animal, the and nEglnacted 
the sheep; veal and lieef, not [K>rk or umtton, were 
the princi[jal meats that appeared at hia table. Tlie

«ml herons he sotnetimos ule, but hia principal poultry 
consLated of diffijreiit kiada of duriw niid goose, the 
dieimlope^or vtiljianseramongiH them. The dove and 
the pigeon passe«! into hia flesh-pots, nor wna the in- 
eipiJ fish of tlie ]SiIe unknown im hitn. Hi** bread was 
mndc of baricjT, but conserves of iktea and various 
kimis of biscuits or pastry diversified hts did; and of 
fruits ho hnd gra|xni, hgs, dates; of vegetables, the 
f)»f»ynis, the onion, and other greens. Wine and beer 
were IwrJi dniuk at the period, in ftilditioii to water 
and milk/ * Among the degaucies of the lionqiiut was 
the use of flowers. Lotuses were carefully gathered 
by his flen'ftuts tu lint (auKls iitul canals, were wreutlied 
round the wine-jar and the water-jar, twisted in gar¬ 
lands about the bead of the liost and his ^niesls;, dec«>- 
rated iimny of the dishes, ami were held in the hand 
a-: a noiiegay.* Instead of the stwl which bad <-on* 
tented his anoostoni, he indulged not i in frequently in 
u chftir with a low Iiuck hi id u ttijuare arm, on which 
he rfoted his hand or elbow.® \TiiTiea ho loft the house 
for on airing, he was somoilmes ainveyed in n species 
of fwdimqtJiii, wbicli w,'« pUced between two poles like 
n sedan-chair, and bonie on the shouldei^ of hia sgr- 
vaijte/ Hti eiicouftiged art, tihd emploj^ed sculptors 
on iwrtrait-slaiucs of hiinatdf or hia wife,® which were 
cither of wood or stone, and in tl*e latter enso wore

The ooiiilition of rhe lower orders was probably not 
vorj* tlifioretU bj thd primitive and ttt iJit; jjyrannd 
except tluHiJ'j two n-ign?. Wliile Khnfn and 
Wiirfra were on the tlimne r.bca> must liftve been ixm- 
.-(ifiemUlc opprcsfiloji of the poor,* and sufiernig eaused 
then.'by, tbrougli the forcc?d licboiir whioh they nmsi 
iitn'e employed, i.Le imlicaithy eoncentratioii of vjist 
njiiAfes of aen on f»arileuliir •iites, and t}je accident 
iJiwjmrahb froTii theeleFadon into place of huge blocJis 
of lirtone, when liumim nitlier than medmniciil fwwc.r 
was the motive force applietl. Btit the Ics-ser erecriona 
of tlio other kinga may have been reckoned an advan' 
tage by the Ja bon ring da«9, tw fimdihijig an o^upation 
imattciidi.Hl with much danger, and misrng the mte of 
wiigea by tbu demand which it jijvj^luced ujwn the 
labour tjiarket. The incrcfl.stii weaiili uf the tiohlcii, 
arising a?* if did chieJly from the great prodnctivene.sii 
of the soil, and frojii skill in its cultivation, together 
with success in the breeding and treatmont of CiUi.le, 
Tit ns t ahfo iiave tended to rai,w the labourer’s position, 
and place him above iljo fear of want or even of rcid 
[aA'crty. Tlicre is reason to believe that up to this 
|K‘riod of Egyptian history there was no hu^u employ¬ 
ment of slaves; were of riire ixinirrenrjo, amJ 
wlani they took [dace, not ninny prisoners could be 
made, for the ttibea iipou the .l^ryptiau borders were 
none of I hem numerous: slaves might oocasionulJy lie 
Liouglit, but diese passed oommonly into domestic ser¬ 
vice ; “ and the result Tvas tlnit lioth the cultivutioti of

On tlio 
whole, it would seem to be certain thati down lu Lbo 
death of Memphiii was tlie great eent of Egyjiiinn 
umpire; while with the accession of the fijith dynaaiy 
there wa^i n shifl of .power tC tlie soutliwun!, Abydott, 
or iwme place in its neighbourhood, becanjo the riai' 
dence of the kings ; the quarries of l?l-Kaiib and Oam- 
nuuiiilt were worked iMtctuI f)f ihose of iMukuttam; 
the vidnity of Abydos beoimc tlie great buTlabp)ftr.e 
of the time. There wan, however, no disintegratiou of 
the empire; MeiitpUis continutjd subject to Um kiugst 
who ruled io Middle Egypt; and iMlh the extreme 
north and the exU’cnit'south owned tlieir jxnver. Their 
moniuueiitA are found at Tmii# and ai Aeouiuj, il- wcJl 
as ftl Hnmmnrimt, El-Kaab, and SauiolHjl-Meitiii; ‘ 
and they were uvidomly mnatcni of Egypt in its widest 
exUnit. from * tlie tower of ^end’ to the Mcilitm-ninean* 
Whtit was the extent of the ruled, by the 

great pyramid kings nud tiic other niomirehs of the 
foul’ll! and fifUi dymiaiios is more donbtfut, Aa these 
mouarchs worked tlie mines of Wady Moglifimh, we 
must suppiae Uiem to have held under their aiA’ay the 
entire low tract cast of die Nile fioro \Eemphis to the 
Syrian Desert; and they may have been nnistera also 
of the Della, niid of the Nile valley its Ihr ns the caiu- 
rncts. But it is important to note that we have no 
proof that they were. Tie momirclis of wliat we have 
called * the Fynimid periwl ’ are only proved to have 
possessed the tract about Memphis, and the lino of 
coutUty connecting dint tract with tlie muics of Wudy

under their rule. With the sixth Jynajilj' we lini'e the 
first eviilejjce of a miiied liHjTitf of nionandw who 
reign aver the entire Nile vnlicy from Eleplimitlno to 
the marsh tract bordering upon the Aleditemuieiui Sea.^ 
At the same time we come upon the first cvidctiee of n 
decidedly martial spirit,* of exjieditiona on a large 
scale, of elaWatc raililary training, of the attentitm of 
the nsition heitig tnnseii to nrins from agriculture. It 
Ls a reasonuble ccnyecUire that the kingB of the sbcih 
dyiitisly, more warlike than tlicir predeoeasora, may 
have been the first to make ilnit united Egyjn which 
we find existing in their duy* and that their foreign 
conquests may have been tlio result of a previmiD in¬ 
tern ji] cotifwlnkiion of the jwwer in its own 

proiHT territorj. 

Ihe Edxth dynaaty is mainly c^jrnpoflcd of a group 
of four inomtrchs, who bore the names of Teta, Pepi or 
Merira, Merenm, and Neferkara,* The lufil tlirce wterc 
near relations—^Pepi lidng t he fatliur of botli Merenm

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mid Xcfetkunv, who succeeded iu due order to their 
father'i) Boveraignty. WhetJicr TcU lielonged tn the 
iwuie fmaily b uiioerUiio, Tlte E^itinn kings of the 
early period vctj raxely note their relotiouahip one to 
anoiliGT,* iind it b Quito nti exceptional eircurnBfjince 
that, wo aiv uhle to trace the futnilj connectjon of three 
eoiisccntive monarebs in tbia dynasty. 

Bouidus the four diicf mnnarclis of the time, around 
wliom the history cltieters, we have (hroe other momi* 
Tiientai namea, appitremlybdon^ng toilie same ptriod, 
llitf exact position of wliich in the list it is djiHrulr v.i 
determine. These arc Ati, Userkiim, and Irahotop, 
Ali, apiieors in an iuscriptiou at HammamUt. sot 
up iu lib first year,* which sJiowa him to imvu built a 
p>Tamid called Rui-u, or dint ‘ of the souls.' In style 
the inscription so eluHiIy resemlites those of oilier 
kings of thb time that it b supposed to prove htiti a 
monarch of (he dyiiiisty,* though probnbly one whtMc 
rolgu occupied but a short tbie and Wfus not of nay 
importanccv \Vlint exact jtrwiticiii should be given Iiim 
y to question. Some critics, nsaimilating lib nanje 
to that of ilie Mftncthouiiui Othoest, aro indinetl to put 
him first, a ad to regard him as the founder of Ujo sixth 
djmiisLy/ Otlicrs would give liim the second place in 
I he ilynagty, tlirectly after Tcta,* in whicli -’use it would 
Ik* nntuml to regard him as ideulicid with Uaerknra,

Qiiiittiiig from further oonsifleTution Uicse iiiEignifi- 
ciiDt and doubtful mouimdis, we dud I regartl tlm &ix!li 
dj'tiasty ua eoiislsdiig of four ehief kings—Teta, I’epi 
(sMerira), Meri'iini, his son^ and Neferkum, Mereiitu's 
brotlier, and of a single ipieen, ^Hloeris (Nct-akeri), 
who termiiuited ilic senes. 

TeU*t who succeeded Uiuis, cither directly or 
after a ^■eiy short interval,' ivas not a monarch of any 
distiiietton. lie built a p3Tumid wlili'h he called Tuf- 
fwa,* ‘die (most) lasting qf places;' tiud he conferred 
fa VO lira on an ofTicer named Sabu, or Abeha, wliom he 
made his eomjutuiou In bb voj'iiges, and otheiwbe fii*^ 
tiugukhed above all the rest of his courLloi^.* He also 
muat be uUowikI the creiht of having recognised the 
promise of more than ordinary talent in a youdi of the 
oiffiiiul class tuiuied Una, whom he selected from the 
finis h of Candida tee, moJ atUiclted imtuediately to h» 
pewon. Una, who became the right hand of Teta*e 
rticcessor, I'etu, aud of Pepi‘s son, Mernnra, received 
hia first promotion from Khig Tela, who coufemsl 
iipou Imu the dignities of * crown-beaier,' ‘ superiiiten- 
dent of Uie utorehonse,’ aud ^ registrar,' or ‘sacrcil 
tsciibe, i.if the docks/* 

Pepi, the probable suDce-ssor of Teta, rejoiced in 
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llio two naoves of Pepi» wirl Miedm, by 

which be Bcems to liuve ilejjijniated Jiiui^lf itnlifp» r- 
ently. In one tablet ^ we aee two rtpte^eutatious of 
hi til, tKHitctl back to buck, dml aocomjioutcd by inacrip- 
tioiui cquitUy descriptive of royalty^ hi one of wbidi 
the iinme Pepi, and in the other the imme Merin^ ia

jirodiieroita and a long rci^m, Umugli certainly not the 
liuudred ycara assigned him by Manetho,- ahice Una. 
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who was grown to nmnliood iiud lioltl hlgli oiHca in 
I lie reign of lii? pmJfMX'i*sor, ouliiveil liini by sgvcmI 
year^, nml wad nner lib death in the eniploymeut of 
his son and successor.^ Hia eighteenth year b the 
highest meriliont»I on Lite monutnents; ’ liut it b pro¬ 
bable that he reigned longer. Pepi b the first king of 
Egypt who exhibits a marked warlike tendency. In 
hb sea>nd yeai' ^ he made ait ex|)cdition against the 
Mentii, who had recovered jawsesgiun of the Sinoitio 
jiemnsiitii, un^l. having reduced them, ser. up hb lablet 
in a somewhat ummitd furoi * on tlte rocks of die 
Wady Uagbsrah, Kot long after, he ttinied his arms 
agoinai the Am u and the Ilemahn, two peoples living 
ill tlie Ninds of the deaert U» the east nf lamer Egypt.* 
Regarding these enemies a$ really formidable, Pepi 
exerted lilmseir Lo collect and drill an army of imuHu;d 
0120, coiintod by tens of thousands,* lib fmt levies 
were imule in tlie north among the uattve Egyptians i 
bill looking upon the forces thus aa iiisu^ielcnt, 

he determined to obtiUn the strength that he deemed 
requbite by calling on the negro tribes of the south to 
furiibh him wUli a contingent, Ttic date At wltidt 
these tribes were made subject to E^yjit is uacerbun, 
but it w>i9 cloarly before ihe time of Pepi ■ and hia 
power over them so comjdctel}' estahlbhcd that hu 
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had oiJy to demand troops ami they were iumiahwl 
Prom Arerei, firoin Zuni^’ from A mam, from LVmii, 
from KiiaUr and from Tatom, the swnrtliy iNinda 
gathereti themitetTcs ttigeUier, niitl liuieriiig soiithmt 
Egypt placed rliemsclves nl tlic ilisiitidUoii of fhe 
Flmruoh* They were ao douht ji wild imd rfis unWIy 
crew; mid k was of tlio flrsi tiei:esaily to set otUeers 
over them, pmil stil^ieei thi^m to tt irouise of drill, in 
order Uj render their serrices of any viiiiie. The per¬ 
sona entrusicd u'ith tlits doty were a soiut'wlmi motley 
lissoiiibliige, Tliey e«Jt]?isu.tl of the noiuarebs, die 
cbanceliurs, the close frioucls of the |}akce, the iiiipfriii- 
tendeiiK the nders of the luimee of the Korth mid of 
the 8i.iiith, the {mperintendenL^ of the poltl region, the 
iiuperintondenLi of die priests of Uic Siuth iind of the 
If Orth, the superinlemleuts of tJio rL^wicr,' tind of 
various other * oiheers uf the Soiilh, smt] of the Nordi^ 
and of die cilies.’* WliCtlier the drill wlihth totik 
place under their nuspti'es v.'ae eflectuttl or not it is ioi- 
(losaiblu to siiy. The trcMDpN, however, when rcgnrded 
as suflkienLly tTaiiiwl, wtare voiieentrakti. Tlmi. the 
oQidul above meolhmed, and the historian of the cam¬ 
paign, {irepared the commiieoiliit, 'wuirinj; out his 
sundnls' in hhi iwriduous pafomianre of tlje 
aliottcd him; nficr a march of ainie (jouritlerable 
length, the countiy of ihe Ucrusbu was renched, und 
die war began, ‘ The wnniora imtiie,’ snya Una, * and 
destroyed the land of the Herndiii, ami niturtued hmu- 
ufitely home; imd thijy immen^niiu, aiidtoofc[Aitybiaajoii 
of tlie laud of the HitriLHlia, and returned fortuuntely 
home ; and they came and denjoIiaheJ the fortresses of 
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the Ili:rualia< aud returned fbrt.iiT.atcly Tiomc ; find 
they cut down tlio vintsi aiid ihelig-tweStJUidreiiiiTOetl 
fortunately liome; uud ibey bot lire to ilie lioni:<e», and 
retviriued Fortunatnly homc^ ; and they kiJlud die eblef 
incin by tuna oT thousands, and retumeti fortiimU.'ly 
liome. And the wsiixiors brought back with tlinni a 
groat number of Living euptivea, which pleased the 
king more duiti all lUn neat. Five tiiiiee did die king 
send me out to aet diitigs right in the Lund of the 
Ilerudm, and lo subdue their revolt by force : each 
time I anted m that dm king was pleased with me/^ 
Even yet, however, the war weis uoi over. 'Xlie enemy 
collei^ted in a Imct knowu ob Tak]iel:ia, to the north of 
their own jiroper couttiry, aud took ttp a diresdcmug 
attitude. Once more the %yptiau army was sent 
against them, this time conveyed in boats, atui gained 
a complete victory; the country was subdnui to the 
extremu froutier towaitls the nordi, and acknowledged 
die supremacy of Pepi/ 

The locality of dm nnni[miga is somewliut doubtful. 
It Inis bean I'qmnled m either Syria or some pordoo of 
Arabia PctriBu/ and Pe[« has bceu supiioeed io have 
sent his trixipto their destination % sen* Bill the 
lutefit critic suggests a district of die Delta as tlie true 
scene of the .'itrtigglo, believing tlmt die more tiordiem 
portiou of this tract, the couiitiy rouml Jjifce Mem 
zaleli, wm at ihhi time occupi(?fl by the ancestor of the 
lledouiit tribes who now inhabit die desert id Siiex.* 
Ill this t^ise the boats employed would memly have 
dcscfaided die Nile, or liavo traversed portions of the 
lake just mendoned. 

The elrcuiustiiiice!: of the cspeditioo give riso to 
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certain reflections*. In tlie first place^ it is remarkable 
that we firal tlie negro races of the Mituth aWailv still- 
tilted witlmul any previous notice, in any of the Ksiyp- 
litui reiiiains, of tJie lime or circuniatancca of ilicir 
subjugntioii.. One writer, •ledttg the diflictilty, boldly 
.•jiates that * PejH reduced tliese enemies to obedience; ’' 
but tills (act, which is not mentioned by any aiiUicrity, 
lias been evolved out of liis inner consciousne:^. W"e 
find the negroes already obedleiitflubjoclBof Pejii wlien 
they are first menlioiietl os cotiUng into contact witli 
him t iin<l hw eniistmeiii of them as aoldiem to fight his 
liaitles would seem to imply that their subjngatum had 
not boen very re«*orit, ft is necessary to stip(iose thut 
some tiionnrxdi of the fourth or fifth tljmisty had niado 
them subjecis, witiiout leaving bdiind tiim 

any record of the fact, or at any rate without, leaving 
any record that has escitpcxi destructinn. 

In Uie next place, it may raise some siirjjri<je, tlinti 
when there is a mention of so many nations a.s near 
neighlKiurs to Egypt upn tlie soulii, inHhiiig h siu<! 
res]‘ieciing tlip Cushites or Ethiopians. In later times 
Cushite rciees bordered Egypt on tlie south, and fierce 
wars were waged bciwecu the Pimraotis and the Ethio- 
pinn nionniclis for tlje masteiy' of the vaficy *>f the 
ifile. But in tlie time of Pepi the Cusldtcs Were evi- 
deutly at a distance. The conjecture is made tliat lliey 
had uot yet iiumigrateil into Africa, but still remained 
wholly in thedr otngmal Asiatic seats, and only crossed 
at a Inter dmo, by w ay of the Stmita of Ttab-ehMiimleb, 
into tlie truei ti|ioti die [tiichlle Nile which tlii^ sulisc- 
qjucnlly inhabited,* But jierhaps iJua la too violent a 
ffup[»o.siiioii. Xlie negro races mentioned in the in- 
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ecription of TJtia need not Ijuvo uiliitblKxl i\ TCiy lai^ge 
tract of eoiiulTy; and the Cuahitt^ Kiiiy have held nil 
Abyssinia without obtaining mention in ilm inscription, 
of Una or even attraetuig tho atientioii of Pepi. 

Tlprtily, die (jnestloti may be asked, \Aliii were tliu 
Herualni ? De Itong^^ tniiislates the word ‘ lords of the 
sandis,' and auggests tlK^tt lliey were a Syro-Artibmn 
mce,^ bill can give no gtogr:i[iliiuor other illiiat rations. 
Of course, if die tvord U Egyptian and descriplivc. not 
ethnic, it is in vnin to look for parnlleU tfi it among 
rciil ethnic apiieJhitives. Ijitev mentions of thoTlcruahji 
]ilace them towutda the north, anti give them u [xrO' 
ductive in I id,® such as om scarcely be found in thb 
direction nearer Umn Palestine. 

Like his predficesaor, Teta, and like moat moiiarchs 
of the fonrilt and fiHh dyiiaadee, Pepi (!ori.*sinitt«l u 
pyramid, to receive hb remams when he should pa® 
from eatih, The name whidi he gave to it was Men- 
nefer,' the good almde’—the aamc degigiiatiou a.^ ilial 
of the old capital. MempfuB. which had now probably 
coased to be the residence of the court. The white 
stone sitreaphngus, wHch he intended to occupy the 
sepuldind cliainljer of this edifice, and which no doubt 
iiltintately received tlie royal mummy, was conveyed 
by Una, at hi^ order, from the Mokaiuun i[nartles in 
' the great boat of the inner |ialaee,'" with its cover, a 
dioor, two jamlxs, ft ml a basin or petlesbil, to the site 
chosen for the tomb. Other works assigiiwl to Pepi 
arc rt'puirs to the temple of Atlior m Den derail,* 
liiid one or more edifices at Tania iu the Deltii, vrhich 
he ndorned with blcxiks of pink syenite brougiu fmm 
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the quamcs of UpiierlS^iypl.^ Ilo aLso uaioetl sculp- 
tnired to carveil on Uie rocks of Waily Miv^liiirnlj * 
and Hiinuiuiiruit;* and made use of tiisj quaiTies of 
EI-Kanb,^ wlicre miiueroiia inscrtptiorB contiuji Jib 
name, imJ record hia grwii.tieiw. It was prohaldy in 
conjicctfon with these iiiniiy worka tlmt Pejn iiuceivcd 
with sucli extroniG aatiafiiclinii tlie prisoricrs taken by 
hli troops In thtdr camimtgna agninst the Heruahu • he 
obtained tliereby a iricisL welcume addlUou to the Inidy 
of Ltbuuten wlddt vtus engagod coiaitiintly in hb 
builcUngs. 

Tlic tiduii Biifiuincd by Pepi jiosisess in sonic eases a 
pix'uiiar ijitercrt. Besidtei (lie nsuid epithet# of * King 
of Egypt'and‘lord of the double diiidem/ be calla 
liimself * lover of the two lands,' * lovor of his race,’ 
* son of Alhor, tiListrcsa of Iiendenih,' ‘ lord of all life,' 
and ■ the triple conquering lloiiis-' The ' two la tub ’ 
arc no doiibi tipper and Lower E^’pi, and the ‘ nice' 
Intended miiy be dtiier hb o^vu family or tlie nation of 
the Egyjituuis; tlie tdaim to he *kjji of Athor' recalls 
the similar djum of Kluifu, who, like Popi. lulonted 
tlic temple of that goddess at Denderah;'^ ‘ lord of ah 
llfu,' tiiough not a usual titlu,^ b one to whidi we can 
quite uudersuiiid an h^ptlan king laying clulm; dm 
only tide difficult to es]>km is that of * liie trijn/k con¬ 
quering IK^nis,' which docs not occur eidier earlier or 
Jaicr, Ik lloug^, who notes tliat luaiiy of the later 
kings assiiiiiH the title of ' double i:otiquering lioms,' 
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ill ooiuiccUon 'vitii llicir sway over tJie two Egy|its,‘ 
suggests Unit the ‘triple Ilomti’ of Pepi eonijiins nn 
alliisioTi to hia having extetidcd lii« rule ova: the negro 
temtoty south of Upper Eg 3 rpt:* but it is fKjrhnp* 
more |iiol«bk* ilml ii triple tliviaion of I^'pt Itself ia 
glfljicotl nt,* and that Popi, who hdd lib court iu Oeu- 

trjl _the later HepuinciniiB—meant to indicate 

his fiovereigtity over the Delhi and Uie Tlieliaid, us 
weQ ns over that region. 

Tlie glories of Pepi's rdgn were, it ia probablct 
due in some ilegrt« to his ministers, Una, wlio had 
owed hia first elevation and promoiion to Pepi'e prcik' 
ecsiwr, Teta, ttmtinued in high favour during t he whole 
of Pepi’s reign, and held under him a nutiil«?r of most 
important appoiniinents. He wna ♦ prophet of itie 
royal pyramid,' * royul secretary * and * keeper of the 
ifccreta,’ ‘ sole coropauion,* ‘ 5in»eriTiteodeiit of the dock/ 
urid ‘auperiutetKient of Uie land of Khent,’* After 
being employed io the procming of the royal snreo- 
phngus with its appurtcMiitiix'a, he was given a isim- 
misaioti of a militmy' chameter, which- associated him 
closely with the vnrioiu expeditions against the ilerudui, 
and gave him some grounti for claiming the final uatt- 
oesB aa hw own/ Ankli-Mcrim, burkd at Saccorab, 
was ‘ governor of the ijuunies oppossite Memphis,' and 
‘ chief director of public works' nndcr Pepi: Pepi- 
Eekht waa ‘chief lusif* utid ‘governor of die town of 
tho pymnid.’ ^ 

In bis fcinily relaiioua Pepi wus fairly fortunate. 
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ills firai wife, appears indeed to have died 

txjfore him ^ but }ie did iiul prove iocoisaolidilo. He 
coiitnieted a eecoiul marriage after a time witJi ^Lakh- 
ues-Merira, a miUe lady, ihougti not pf royal birth, 
who bore Jiim at least two aoiis, Mereara iiud Xefer-* 
kaia, and outlived luiii by sevend yearg. Anklines- 
ilerim wuH buried m the eemetery of Abydos; and 
her tomb bears an inscription, iu whidi she K called 
^ royal wife of Merira, great iti favour, great in grace, 
grout ill {ill ihinga, companion of Horus, mother of 
^-ronra, king of the two I^gypts; and ,„othor of 
Jieferkiira, king of die two Her fuiher, 

ffljiyi, WHit losided with ffivoura hh itiifl 

his grfuidsons, ivlio made him * chief of the io^ti ©f the 
ijynunid, ’ lord of the diadem*' * commander of the 
great men both of the North and of Urn South,' ^ coin- 
uiandam of Die chief cities of Lower Egypt/and ' chief 
of every dignity in t lungs divine.'» 

On the dentil of Pep), Mer-en-^ra, *4 elder 

of his two sons, lujcttiiie king, hlerqnru’s disposition 
seems to imve lieen altogether peaceful. Scarcely had 
tie mounted the throne when be gave diroetjons to 
Tjnn, whom be hnd made governor of Upper to 

euijdoy hinuielf in the quariying of blocks of stone for 
the pyramid, Shu-neicr, which lie was lieiit on cfin- 
stiiictiiig for his own Unnb, ami in die obtaining of u 
handaomc .■Kircojtimgus, together with a granite door¬ 
way and doom for the sepulchral a|iartineiit «f the 
pyramid.^ This <Kmtiiiis«ititi execuleti, TJnn was iimne- 
diiitely ortlered U» procure n great aljib of alabaster 
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from tlie qunrrit's of Hnt-mll) (Orabos P), to form a 
seimkliral Uible or altur,' imoh usupjwiiiw commonly in 
the represeutalioiis of Oie aticrifiekl fenala in tumbi*. 
At tlie time he ’wiid reipiired to lx?gin ilie con- 
atnicdoi) of docks in the country of tin.' Ua-uat, whieh 
were no doubt ooruifcted with the Nile, atul were in- 
tended to shelter the trailsiwrts which it whs necessary 
to vrin»loy in Uie convey mice of Uic granite needed for 
the royjil pyramid. Wood wiia pleutiful in the Ua-mit 
ccjiiatry tmd neigJibourhood; the uegroifd were 
fiietidly; tmd the diiefa of Areret, Uit-niit, jbnum,. and 
31ft furnished timber in such ahnndance (Imt four truie^' 
ports—probably great mfta *—were construe ted in tlie 
cjcmtijG of n year. These were loailcti with tlie granite 
blocks prcfiareti for the i^amid, and, eafely prtfasiiig the 
cuUuticts at the height of the inundaiion, conveyed 
their bur<leii to the site whidi Mcrenrjt had chueieu.^ 
It Tvaa probably during the progrcaj of Una & lal^ours 
that tlie king iu |>crsou visited the quoiries of Aissouau* 
near ELephaiitind, aud set up the tablet, i^iU to be Aceti 
in that locality, on which he diatinctly states that * tlic 
king himself bc>tli came there and returned.'' 

It is ihfJiight that ilertnra <lid not rule very long.® 
TTe was succeeded by his yooi^rer brother Nelcr-ka-rfi, 
to wliorii the fnigmcnts of tlic I’liriti ^aipyrua 
appear to assign a reifm of twenty years'® ITe mo 
made a pyramid, to whidi he gave the munc of Men- 
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mikL, ‘tlic ttlxxlo Hly; in nnlcr to show Wa belief 
Uwl lifb renlly, iind not detitb, dwelt m llte trimb. 
NeferkorA iDmiitAined the l^yjttinTi dutiiinkm iti the 
SUiiiUic petiiiieiiln, und sent, a frommisaion tbciv iti Ills 
second year, which cimsiated of twelve [lenioiia, who 
hitTc left a memoj'i 111 w hich h siiJJ to he «eoit njioni the 
spot.' li h remitrkabic thiit ihu memorial places the 
king and hie moLlicr nlinc^t ufjon n par, a» if they were 
lx>i!i reigning conjoinlly. Neferkfins is dwiraeterisca 
as ‘ King of rile two Egypts, master, and conquering 
Flortis; liis mother as • royal wife of Merira, king of 
the two Egyjjtfi, njid royal motlier of Jfeferkara, king 
of tJic two E^ts.'* She appears to be ilgiiml upoti 
i.lio rock,* while he is not ligtired At all; ant] itlp.>gather 
her ^jsitid]] otr the tablet is quite as important and 
pronimetit ns his. Wo soiuu here to luivc evidence 
that female inJttJcncc was making itself felt in Egypt 
mom than foiTnerfy i nritj that the w'ay was being 
pavctl for the admissiun, na conatitntitmal,*^ of ejrcitiaivt* 
female sovereignty. 

The surcessioij sifter the dtsiih r>f fTeferkam h 
dotdnfuL Tlie contemp imry tx-eorii,-^ fail at this point; 
litit MandUo,* Tlerodotnis,* and tJio Ttirin [sapvnis,^

Manetho makes Nito- 
cjis itfl builder; “ Herodotus, who iiasiigtis it to MeU' 
kaura ^Myccnjiiei), reports a tradition, as prevalent,* 
whidi made it the work of a woman. The pcailior 
construction of Uic pyramid lends itself to the Uieoiy 
that iu. tta present §Iiape it is the work of two distinct 
sovereigns.^ If Niuicris Is to he regarded as really the 
finisher of the edifice, she nansl be wnsidered n great 
queen, one of the few who Imve left their mark ii]>yn 
the world b)' the construction of n really great monu- 
mciit. The pyramid of Meuehcres, as designed and 
ercctotl by him, was » btiilding of but moderate pre- 
tensious, oonsidemhiy le»( thnu many of those at 
Abousr and cIhcwIici^,^ which have conferred tio lame 
Oil their constructors, ft was the addition made to 
the pyramid by its enlarger which alone entitled it to 
take rank among ‘ the Three,’ 1.1 lat, ever since the time 
of Heftwlotiw, have been separated off from all other 
edifices of the kmd, and placed in a i'ategoiy of their 
own. It was, moreover, the casing of the ciduigeil 
pynunitl, which was of a beautifiil red granite up to 
half the heigh U® tliat caused tiiis pyramid to In? espt>- 
ciaily Rdmired; and the casiug was ncf^cssorily Um 
work of the later builder.

She 
is said to have succeeded a brother, who liad l»et» 
muidercd by his subjects, tuid to liave avenged hb 
death iu llie foUowitig exlraordmary fushion ; —^ Tlaving 
consLructed a. spacious imdergroiuid ehiunber, under 
pretence of mauguraitiug it, she iuvited to u banquet 
there those of the h^yptians whom alie knew to have 
had the chief share iu her brother's murder, and, when 
were feasting, suddenly let the river jn upon them 
by mesuis of a secret duct of large size.' ^viug so 
done, she smothered herself in a idnunlier filled with 
uahes, to escajic the vengeance which she rt^ardcK) as 
awaiting her. It ts dliTicidi to that any sove¬ 

reign would, under any circuitistaueca, have pursued so 
roundabout a method of avenging u predecessor i it is 
oertalo that iho lEgypthius %vore wholly averse to siu- 
cide; such a suicide as that related lias ni> pitralle] b 
mundane history, attd is about as unlikely a deatli for 
any one to select as could be imugmed. 

Still, it is tltought that, however bicrediblo tlie de¬ 
tails, they may yet mark sm Iiistoric fhet, viz,, that about 
this dme * murder and violence prevailed tii the I^p- 
tiim kingdom ’ — there were many * comjK-titors for the 
throne,' and their rivalry pi-odU(‘ed convulsions, amid 
which * die veasel of the State ountbuolly approached 
itcarcr’and nearer ‘to deetructioii ’'—^themonardiy was 
ilisint^rated : aovcrfll amid I kingdoms were formed; 
dvlJ war raged, imd muoumenta wliolly ceased; it was 
only urter a conBidenible interval—an interval which 
iherc lire no means of meiisuring — ^thiit unco more a

Some of tbe beHt ^yptiaii 
atatufis, as one on wbich tbe gallery of tlm Louvre tape- 
tiilly prides itself^ are of tliia pen«l.* The subjects of 
the iMS-retiofa, die modes of rejiresGOtation, and Uie 
general dm wing of the ligurea are tnucb tlie si me up 
iluring tbe preiinous dynoaites i but the treatment is in 
some respot^tui bottcTj True relief occasionally takes

Tf 
the * of Lcaruiug * is rightly ascribeil to tire sixth 
djuasty,* we muj note as an advance the inercasetl 
length of literary compositionfs, and the empIoyureuL ijf 
a Ibnn of jroetry wliidi did not consist merely iu tlte 
balmtce of sentences. Wc have also to note as lielorig- 
ing to this period the hirtJt of history in the !>hapc of a 
IhograpUical memoir of some Imigtli. compo-ied by an 
official of high rank, and inECi'itxrd upon hla tomb.’ 

A furiher advance of the religion io the way of 
exiiaiision and tlic mtdtiplkation of gods is also ilis- 
cemibte. An altar dedicated by King Pepi, wbicli is 
now in the Ttmu Museum,* seems to contain something 
like a fitU nccomit of the goib rectignisedat this perio<l, 
and 50 Qiethiiig approaching to an account of the esti¬ 
mate whidi xvfts r^rnmonly made of tlieir relative im- 
imrtance. The altar is dedicated to Phthah under the 
form of Sokari and tiih god, with his wife Seklict, 
occupies naturally dm forent'^ ]x>sttioii on the luonu- 
ment. It would be tmsafe, bowever, to coiiehulc from 
this, that Phihah mis rccognhscd as tlie chief gfid, sauce

Phthali is placed Thotli, tmd next to Thutli a rare 
deity, called Petmutf, who ta aaid to ‘ dwell in the 
houses of the Ocean.' ‘ These three gods arc figured, 
and not merely [uuneci, on the luQuuintmt; they occupy 
the luat column of the inscription, which may lie ealtcd 

* the column of the dedication,* and thus stand quite 
separnic from tlie remaining deities, witli whom they 
do not eiiier into comparison. Tlioth, however, ha» 
his place among these, appearing not in tlic first cO' 
Imnn only, but also in several of the lenuiiuiug ones i 
and thus his place among the gods can be determined.. 

The gods generally upfK^ar to be divided into two 
classes, the universal and the load. The universal, or 
those woiship{>eil in common by all ttie EgypttaiL<, 
are, besides Satemi, ‘ Heming* (who seems to i)e placed 
first l)ec.tiuae through her the gods Acer prayers). Turn, 
Khefira, and Shu, tlio Smi'Goda,* Shu be^ accom- 
panied l;y his wife, Tafiic or Tcfnnt;* then, the deities 
of the (feirid legend, Seb, Kelpd, Osiris himself, las. 
Set, Ncfihthys, mid Horus; * nest, Ito, witli whom are 
joined iJiree alistractioas, Senpa, * the Tear,* Hot, ' im 
Age,* and Jem, * Eternity ;' after these, three other ab* 
stractivns—^Ankh, ‘Xjfc,' Tut, 'Stability,' and Aut, 

* Triumph :' then, Thoth under two forma; * and 
fmiilly, an imnamod god, called' the Great One of the 
five in Api-Sekhet.' These deities seem to admit of

Ansotig tbu local gods, wlio Are omunertited after 
these^ many occur more tbao once, os being objecto of 
woraliip in more tlum one city,* Tile most important 
of them are Phthab, w'QrBlup[>cd in Memphis; Num or 
Khnum., in Elepliautin<l; Sabak, at LetopoIlB ond elBev 
wlierc; Atiior, at Mcitea and Denderali ; Baati, at 
Jlubustis; MentUt at Oas or Herfflonthia: Neitli, at 
Tcna or Tliia; Anubia^at Sep; NiBhcm,* at Aukaf; 
jiud Kartek, a form of Taourt,^ at Fatek. The gods of 
the first list idihv oociir in the second, since many of 
tliem were the objects of a spatial local wonslup. Ab¬ 
stractions also occur in this list, and genii, such as ‘ the 
Four of Amenti.' * Altogether, including manifest ab- 
atnictiontt, there seem to be idiout fifty objects of 
woTship mentioned, of which some twenty-five or thirty 
are proper deities.

be conjectured. M. Leiiormant auggests* ftn iiivimion 
luid couiiiieat of Eg}^pt by some foreigu people, which 
held the rettl donunioti of the (Wintry during the in¬ 
terval, whatever it was, but allowed native subjtset 
monftivha to maltitain » preauioiw niul inglorious fiway 
at Meaijihia and iu the Eastern Beltit j but Dr. Birch 
observes* with reasoDj that it is * difficuh to believe 
in a conquest., of which dierc is no hbrtorienl retotd, 
no tpflcffi upon the montimenls. The asserlLoii that 
tlif akuUfl of mumuiics belonging to the eleventh and 
Inter dvriaaties are setisibly dillereut frotu those of 
the period termhuitintr with Dtmasty VI., mid indicate 
a decided tnoditkaliou of such us would 

naturally follow on the iutroduciiou into the populaiioii 
of a new element, uith which M. Xxjnoruuiiil su[fporta 
his theory,* coiroliotutioij by other writers, and 
u> certainly not the statement of :i fact gonemlly ud- 
miued by Egyptologew.

Wien, however, ni tlio close of the sixth dynasty. 
Egv-pt iieeame disintegnUed, and moiiurchies of no 
gieai strength were established in ih,' Dclkt and at 
Memiihis. ft ooeurred u. the autlmrities nf Apt thar the 
city over whidi iliey presided had as much right io 
extjrcise sovereignty as HoradeojK-lU Parva, and that 
» tiiild ftssertioQ of iiideiwndemre would probably tw 
suoeeasftil, might even lu' imdtifpmod. The M.--iuphiii(. 
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kinf)? of tlie seventh and eighth dynasties wt^ too weak. 
theUentdcopoUtaii^of ilie iiiuth and tcntli looreniotet 
to Attein|)t mlerfetieiiee; and Thcbeii became a free '^ty. 
the eaplnd of an Independent monarchy, apparently 
without u straggle. 

Wlio the individiud wus by whom Um feat was 
acconipliftlietl. and the founda^ons laid of that second 
and more brilliant Egyptian civilisation, which cc]ipHc-<l 
the glories of the first, it is imixjsdble even to com 
jcctui^. According to the Tuiin papyrus the eleventh 
or ‘ lirst Theban ’ dymuntj comprucil six, according to 
Manetbo * it consislC'd of MXteeii, Phttraohs. The inouU' 
meutnt traces of die dynasty, discovered hitherto, apptiar 
to hIuiw m setieii of eilher eix or eight niouort'h^’ 
who bear ultematcly tlic names of Enuntef ur Antef, 

or I Miiut-hcpt or Mentu-liotep, 

or .Bill it is (loiUi possible dial die 

series is incomplete, and far from certain that the 
idlernntiun of name was scnipuloualy muhitoumd b'oiu 
the bcgtiming to die tmtl of the dynasty. A king 
named ^nkh-ka-ra seems to have licloaged to it,* who 
is not proved to liBvo borne, besides, either of the 
usual Appellatinna, 

The first king of die dynasty who is known to ns 
w&'i an Antef, whuse was dUcovered by tome 

Arabs in the year 1827 near Cluruali to the west of 
Thebes.* He c^^l himGelf * king of the two Jl^'pts:' 
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and his nimnriiy, whidi was found inside the coflln, 
Injre Ihe myoA iltaflem on its bend.^ It. was unwTopcd 
in the pasteboard twvering which has been CAlInd a 
* c^niiagc,* mid the wffiii was of a primitive eharoeter, 
l>ei»ig aooo|it*(l out of the trunk of a tree,? tie b aup^ 
posed to have been succeialetlby a Muiitudiotep, whose 
uaniL* occurs iu tJiu ‘ Table of Knniak,' but of whom 
we liavo no coniemponiiy monumont. This first 
Mentii-hotep was followed by AntL-faa, or‘Antef the 
Greftt,* who reigned at least fifty yearn * njid was buried 
in a flimple pyramid of brickwork at the fixrt of the 
western or libyan moumaiias in the volley known os 
El-Aftfwwf, near tJie ruing of Thobes. The brnib of 
Antefim^ ‘,onitimeotcd by asoulpiunsJ tablet, 

uf which the upper portion is lt>st, was recently dis- 
covered by M. Marieite. Tlie labfot* shows him 
stiiodirig among his dogs, and waited ou by hb chief 
huntBumnt fwm which we may conclude that, like 
more than one of the ancient AssyTiati numnreha,*^ he 
delighted m the chase, and regarded witli aflectiou and 
pride the liiithful onimals who were the companions of 
his nmusemetit. Each has his name engraved iiliove 
lum, accom]«uiied by a briif explamitioaTwhich shows 
that the dpgs were viihied for their hunting qualities, 
and Used in the pm^uit of tlie antdopx* mid «tlier 
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«]Uii(1rupcd». Tltcy jir? Fi>ur in nutubcr, anil cadi Uof 
a diffeixrnt kind.

1 luailc n great ofTeiing iliere of oseji, 
C0W9, and goals. \Vlioa 1 reUtnied ftotti Sebo, I esc* 
cuted. iJie orflers of lii« majesty ; I brought him back 
every sort of product that I met with iu tlie havens 
of the boly land. I enme back by way of Uak and 
Eubin, Olid btoiight with me from thoee places precieua 
etoruM for Btatues to temides. Kever was such a thing 
done since there were kings. Sever was anything of 
the kUul uceoanplistied by any member of the loynl 
lamily ailice the reign of the Sun’God, Ra. I acted thus 
for the king on neconnt of the gnMlt. afTcction wliich he 
oiiU'rlaitifid for me.’ The route pureued by Uaniiu as 
far ns Seba uppears to have been that wliidi leads fhjtn 
Clobt or ffoft, by way of La Guitta, to Cosseir.* Fioin 
Sebn, where he built his miuspona^ he must have pro¬ 
ceed^ Miulhwaid nloiig the African const until he 
tcflcheil the fertile region with wbioh it was hie maffter’a 
object to estftblisli coiumimicatiotiB. He tliere probably 
found nn at which he was able to procure not 

only the products of the Somauli oouiitiy itself, but 
aki those wliicU naiiou* of the far East brought from 
Arabia, Persia, and perhaps even Indiii, to lie ex¬ 
changed for the commofllttcs of the regions watercti 
by the Kile. Yemen and Hndraniaut, Opliir, Bahrein,’ 
Babylon, perhaps evraa Taprobanil and Malacca hem 
found 11 mart for tUeir valuable wares, and purehascil 
with them the mnmirtuctures of Egypt, *he hard woods 
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of the AfiiiMoi forests, BJid thf} swjirt Hud etiilwiirt 4ftve^ 
of Ntd>iu atid Borigolri. Tlie line of tjiiflif* Uiub csib- 
hllffhwl contintuid in ueoilunng the^rWe of 
lian period, and even iiiio Greek and tloman timea. 
' It was the higTiway wliieh, leading io the harbour of 
IjCucos-Iitdciv (now Cossdr). on the ifod brought 
the wonders of India and Arabia to Europe i it wiw ihe 
Ttwid of tlie mei^ibant^ of all rountrii^ it* ihe iiii(?ieiit 
world—the nations’ biidgc l)oi ween Asia and Europe:*' 
A tfpeewl iutcrest k udtkti to Siinkh-ka-ra'!, oata- 
blLduMetil of coRimunieaUotis with die hind of Pm it by 
the drcimurtaure that, aeeordiug lo IJgyjjtiatJ Uuilliion, 
Puni wusthe oouutry froui wbidi they liml dertvedjwrne, 
at miy rata, of tiioir piindpat gods. Athor especially, 
‘ the mother,' ibo * misiresa of hearan,' wiis ‘ Queen 
of the n<ily Ijnnd,' *Aijstreait and litder of Punt.’^ 
Ammon was eomoiJmus called tlu; * Mnt’ or ‘ King' ut 
Piiiit, atid Hi'Jnia was hottuiiretl hh * the holy momirig' 
star which rose to the west of the Icincl of Pmit.' * 
Aixordinp to Bmgseh, the hlOetnia d warf, Bes, ‘ mh*' 
shajLien, oud with ajiis]! tioniilmjmtce,’ wa? hIim* origt- 
iially H dcniztm of Putit, the ‘oldest form of the 
pndhetid ' lliere, imported into Egypt ai an early date 
from this ihstnul region, and thcnoefor^vftrd a fuviHrHhs 
object of domMtic w<vrship, recpigiiiHcd as 'the gtHl of 
Joy, of music, and of pleasure, the iliviniiy who dmwjii 
away cril,* and therefore as suited to preaiilc (*ver the 
toilet tables of great ilames, and the arts by which 
beauty is preserved nod caliimcaL*

There is scune indiciitioit that shoes 
now tiogau to take the plae* of aamhils,* that glnss luul 
putteiy increased in elegaucet* and tlmt the Cifadbjs of 
houses wereoruaijicnted with Sjieeiid alten- 
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tion ac«m» (o have been to the breeding of dogs, 
which occur of at Icfut fonriMbmit kinds, correspond-' 
ing to our greyhound, tnastiff, wolf-ilog, and ordinaiy 
hound,’ The finjt named was used in the cliase of die 
gaaeJle or antelope; the second b n lionse-dog^ and

the Aoutli-* Eagerly seconded by hia young son, Usnr- 
laaeii, who fioin hia carliost youth showed tin uii- 
iiiistiikAblv tulent for war and a |iOfitt)ve love of 
fighting,^ he inftiilet] blow after blow U|ion those 
citcmica, and forced them to acu of submission. Btlll, 
hts itiilitaty cxjHidiuoiia do not seem lo liave insulted in 
conquest?, ami their aim was perluqis rsidier to [irotcct 
Egjqii from iiredatory incursious by striking terror into 
tlteLrilM^u|K>n that frontier, tliun to e.'itcnd die lK>tmde 
of die Egyptian dominion. Amen-cm-bnt was coaiout 
to ‘ stand on die (old) boundaries of thu Inuil, and 
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keep VTfitdi on bojxlcw; ’ ‘ to rule dl I^gypt' from 
Abii (ElqiJmntin^) to tlie Athu' (llie region of

of the Muiicum of Eoularj, ajipears to have held a nink 
in the kjugtlom second only to Unit, of the king. He 
filled at one and the same time tiie olTiccs of luinister 
of justice, home secrotarr, chid* commlsaiouer of pub¬ 
lic work^ direct<>r of public worship, ami pctrliaps of 
farelpn secretaiy and minister of war.* ‘When he

the whole, oiii* upKHi which die tnonitmeiits throw little 
light. As so often hnpficiis, u dynasty of utiiisnul 
vigour aiul energy espires iitriid clouds and darkiies : 
abniiruud efTort is siux'eeded by duhteas and inaction, 
life and movement by exhaustion ; uor is it until a 
fajtiiklerable space has )fn^'tl that Iht? ruU of hblory 
miee more unfolds to its cveute of interest niid per- 
aonages of in]{H)rtanf'c. 

ll has been said that Egypt under tliis dytiiiaty 
enjoyed its ajiogce, and thut ib» nvilmtion atbiincd now 
the fullest cxi»(ri^^iun which it ever reachud under llte 
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PlinmtjliJiJ Tliere ij* corwidemljlc (iiffictiTty to bakticing 
tme [x^riotl atiotliw in the hii-tory of a civillged 

state, and in deciding when, on die wJiole, the highest 
perioction was arrived at. In nur own country the 
Eliji;iSietluiii Hgc litis its admirttrs; the nsign of Uueen 
Anne ia by some regarded tia l.he true Augustmi period ; 
while there is ii cluaa whidi tnfliuUinfl tliat no former 
Heriod equals the glories of the present day. There arc 
various gn5un<Ia on which die times of the eighteenth 
and. nrtietf-tiuth dynnatic? may l>e uphuld as the culmi- 
imtiiig iierwHl of Egj'pdaii groatiies^, nlikc in arms and 
iu arts; hut die eulc^?y wliich has been |uis£ed upon 
the period of the iiivelflh, even if it l>o undue, has 
ImyoiiJ a doubt jwine imiwiiani grounds on which it 
may supfiort itself. 

Ctvdkation, as obaervei! in tlic preceding idinptcr,^ 
tcHik frr'iui the time of tJiu eleveutlt dytutsty, and under 
the |u-esidein:y of Thclxjs, a pniclit^ and uiiliuiriiiu 
The great cdTorts of du? pi iticijml monnreits of 
both the elevtiiih nml twelfth dynnstiea had very 
markedly this charaetcu'. Kew open lugs were tuade 
for inide, new routes eabiblislteti and providutl with 
wells ntid guards, ftirts built to ehedt invasion, minus 
w'orkod, the Jfile carefully watchet] and tnuusured, tmd 
finally a huge reservoir maile, and a giginiLic aysteni 
of irrigitliou eaiablisheil in die Fayoijnt and along the 
whole of the westem bank of the river fhjm Ikml-Souef 
U> the shoreii of tlte Mi'iitlenuneun, Commercial iu- 
tercourwj was at the same time cstehliahed with the 
Nubians, w'ho fumisJial cattle, gold, and slaves; with 
Uic East African tribCA (and through them with Ambia, 
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and purtiiiiiK India) for spices, gniiia^ rare woods, 
precious stones, aud wotidetfitl uiiimals; and wil.li the 
SjfTtuna for koht or stibium,^ kiktium, ntid balsam ‘ 
Foreign qmignmts were readily receivwl into tin* 
coutimv and brought with them uovehies in dr^ and 
«‘iistums, jwHinjw soiiieiimes nevr iSTeTitioDs or even 
new nits,“ Luxury iiicicatfed. Palaces were 
and adorned witJi goUl;^ carpets iv'ere spread upon 
their ftooni;‘ and tlie number of «jurts and chamtiets 
WHS inul ti pi i «1 Iscyoi i J former precedent ® Va rieties in 
Unas wetv intnMliurcd. White tlie simple linen tunic 
still contented the grcnl mass of men, there wi^re some 
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who BiTccted n more «Iubomte style of costume, and 
wore, busidcis du> iutiiu, it over llicur elioulilers, 
nud » dticoml tunic, of ii thinner inateriii1,over the llrat, 
or even it long robo, roacbing nearly to the auklea.^ 
lirncelets ami ankleta n'cre lolnid wUh prwioita stones, 
and the former worn by btjth men and women, but. the 
latter by women only/ lUc}) had sometimes artificial 
IxmnU, which seem to have bet^n Httadnal to Hie 
wig/ Tlie low-backed choir without omii} 'wns stll) in 
common use; btit anoihcr is seen, wbteli haa^n high 
back, and also arma* Houses begnn to lie adorned 
with colon mules, the pUhirs of wlitdi imiuiu^d tlie iotiia 
blossom. Keld a()urts were puraued with increosetl 
anhiur, Gontlemen of llie highest rank not only 
indulged in fowling, its fonuerly, but sji«irctl liiilt willi 
their own Iuind,imd hunted the lion^ and theanteki^ie.

are remarbiblB for Itnnnony, clegunuc, and ddieot'.y of 
workmanship,® but iinve lest vigour, tew renlity and 
life, flisii tliosc of the tirst period. Cou^entioiinlisiri k 
more apjmrent in them; hiomtic canons are iu force; 
and each figure U deTfigneii with strict regnrd to an 
cstnblished taw of proportions, Scnlptwre *in the 
round’ readies a higher degree of exeelleaco; anda 
fnignicut froiu A cdossul stiitut* «f King Usurtoeu L, 
dliH’ovenid at Timb, and now in tlie ikThn Museum, 
b viewed iis' itie cite/itffiixtre of Itie art of flic flret 
empire/ atnl as leaving little to lie desired.^ 

The chief modifications of the religion worthy of 
remark are, first, the distiuct elevailun of Ammon to

to one of bigli nttik nmong the luiivenal divinities of 
tJie country;* iiml thirdly, the more positive ijud 
gentiftil recogiiiiioii of llic absolute divioJiy of the kings.

protiiiiience given to the duituri of the Fuyouni by iJie 
inter uiotiarcbsofihe dyiiiuity,smoethe CRxiodile-headed

viewed ns aaereil tlicm, Ammon’s elevation is more 
diflji-uli to nocoimt for, since be does not ap|Msar to 
luivc been ancieiiHy of much jicooimt in Thtlies,* if he 
w(te even known there, which b donbtful.

The ij'Wf^Mliviintj' of I be kings had ulwajrs been 
As^eil by ihcmaelve?. nud no (ioiibt in the hingunge 
of uduintioti familiar k' courturrs it had frociasitiitidi}' 
beim admitted, even hom &ti eartj date. But it is not 
till the time of the twelfth dynasty that aehtiowloilg- 
meuts, made in the? most naif and inuixtciit fiishkin, 
become comtnoit and iwem to be a matter contse. 
‘ TiVhen I was brought to Egypt/ iaiys Sanelia, ‘ it was 
iifl ihougli tt gcKl was in it—a land auuU m one whidi a 
b(‘uef)C4^iit god pri,'i4ltljC3 over—liO spnke to me< and I 
nnwereil him, saying, ** isive us!" His son comes: 
home . ... he tdwj is a god/’ And Again,lie nd- 
ilressi'S the Pharaoh ns follows—*■ Thy tniijfaty i^ the 
goofl gotl . , . the great god, the equal of the Suq- 
Ootl/* And MfLen, at Llio tuviUiliott of ihr iiuuiaix'ii^ 
he lYrtiinu to Egt'pt from IStloni, he retniirks—^ When 
I came near him, I fell u]»n my bcliy aniitzed before 
him. Thif gini addressed me mildly/* Similarly, 
Kiiiiiim-h<itep declares of Uiuirtnsf.'n L, ‘Tlic god Tuiii 
he is himself,' * How ftir these nckiiowledgmcntA ■were 
mere ftaitcrr, bow ftir they rqum-ntial tlm sitieere 
belief of the T^gyjrtiuiLs it is im|tossible to determme; 
but in cither case they must have exorted an injurtoua 
itiHiieacti upon the minds of tlie monanihs (hemaetves, 
who were ]ilifted up by tJje high titles bestowed on 
them, and became impressed with an, undtic aeuse of 
t heir own importance and dignity. Tin* pride which

Il ia not uuUhely ihftt in iostiuices 
they ixnitctHlu^ one agniuat another; itiid tome of 
them eertaiiily, many of them jKjesibly. roigneil no 
more Uiuii a few tnonlha or a few ilaya, ftn the i*:lier 
liiunl, there seem to have Itcen, in the curlier part of the 
thirtccntl) Uy nasty, aoine monarch a of note; am] it ia 
thought tlial for a rerhrin number of years the ilynasty 
bore sway over the whole country, tUsniption not 
having set in until they had held the ihruiie for two 
ceniuiies or two centuries and a luilf.® SinJi isijeuia- 
tioiia of time are, however, ot«-:ewlingly imcertam. 
The kings of the period, as a general rule, k-ft no 
mt^ummeutB i tind, iiritj] foreetl by the curiosity of Ihc 
t'lreeks to tnnke chrouotogioal conjectures, the F<gyfi- 
tiatis themselves had iiu etfttmntt* of the dumdon i^f luiy 
dyiuiaiy, much less of these nuilisi ingniidied ones. 

It is (Ulhctilt to conjeedtre the caiisi>« which, after 
«o glorious a dyiuuny RS the twelfth, aiuldeaily reduced 
Egypt under the Uiirtecnth to itnpi>teiice atid dumh- 
ncs*. There i$ no indtceiion of foreign invnsiou, at 
liny rule for a century or two afler Amenenihat IV. 
and ^itiak-ucfnhr,! set up rheir tnoiiuttieuis at tlm 
edge of the L^ke Moeris; but from some cause or oliwr 
u gJip occurs in ilie Egypiimi reconK ami if it were 
not for a single frngilc dotiumcnt—^ihc papyrus of 
Tvirin—the vciy names of the kings would have been 
blotted out, Inicmul troubles are snggesUKi as the 
nuwt prolNible cause of tlie long sitemte; and the latest

liave come Howm lo us. They must have inaintaliied 
pendateijitly die wur^hlp of Sidiak, the LTOcodile-heedeil 
god, aifected by tlie pi^cediug dynasty, since at least 
seven of ihein lion; tlic name of SiiUiifc-Lotep, wJjicL in 
tratiBliited • servant of Ssabak ’ by Dr, ilmgscli; » and 
ihey must also have been devoted [ulhereuls of lia, the 
Sun-Gctd, whoM name is fotmcl to have fonned ati 
clement in at leafit iwo-tturds of the royal appellations 
of the jietiodi Antnion^ mj die otbci* luind, mdess idcn* 
titled with Ra, of which there is no evidence, must 
have been in comparative dldavuur, atiice Irb name 
oocttm but once tu the eniire lUt, and then nearly at 
the commencement, where we come ujjon a Eji'Ameu- 
em-hat. Nui and Ncfer-Tnin seem also to have rooeived 
rwogniliou from tie dyiutaty, who, so fumy the evidence 
ot their mnue.^ g'XSr admitted but u narrow Panllieou.

Ssibak-hotep V., who suoceede*] lib brother Sa- 
httthor,aiul look the tiirotuMiamc of Sha^uefet^ru, o ■ 

left fiji inscription in the bknd of Ar^go near li^mgola, 
and set up his sialiie at Bubastis in the Delta,* thus 
showing that he litid posaosabn of tliQ whole valley of 
the Nile from the borders of Eiiiiopin Uj the Mediter¬ 
ranean. He was followed after a short intervivl ly 
SalKik-hotep VI., who reigned ns Sha-ankb-ia, and 
tlwhcnted a memorial t4j the god Khcm at Abydtw, 
which b now in the Museiuu of Leyden.* 

Tlie iiiinietlinie successor of ^bak-hotep VL waa 
anofJier king of tlie same timiie, dislingoiahed by the 
addith^nal desipnatioii of Slia-liotep-ra, * *^11^ . This is. 
till' lust inonardi of die djunsty who liorc the favour¬ 
ite deeiguadnu. He mgtied, according to the Turin 
papyrus, .^mewliat less ihao five years; and after liis 
deciwuHi Uie crown seenw to have passed to a difihrent 
family. 

It may have been about ihia time, whea the 
dyniisiy had held the throne for one or two centuries, 
that pressure began upon the easleru frontier. A 
nomadic race, whose proper Imbitnt was Syria or Korth- 
■Westent Arabia, increased mjiidly in jiower siud popu- 
Uition on lliis side of Egypt, nnrhafsnmi ngan aggruas ive 
attitude, tlireatctied to cfTcci a lodgment in the more 
eastc'm ]iortion of the Delta. Alrtawly, for a consider- 
able [leriod, there had been on this side an intlus of

Tlie itnnilgradou of J.ocob's sons ivith their exlcnsiTe 
hoiiAfltiitda’ is but a ahigk uiebmce of i%'hat was por- 
petujilly occurring iii thia quarter. We have aJrtiuly 
ncticetl^ another example in the arrival of the thirty- 
MTi'cii Amu wclcoinetl by Ehnum-iiotep in tlie sixth 
year of tTsurtiweu O. So nutnoroiu wore the in- 
comers that Semitic names obtained a place in the 
geographic nomenclature of this pori of the country/ 
aiul a certain number of Semitic wonb even crept into 
the l^'pLTuD lEuignuee.' The Semite «!eiti(is also 
AeetirtHl a f^tnio amoiiiit uf recognition from the 
Egyptian hterarcliy,* wjio were never iiversc to mi 
increase in the iiu[[)t>cr of objects of WOTahi[i, liini gnvu 
aa liuipittttilo a reception to Ihml, Ashloretk^ AiuiiliE, 
Hesepilf and Kiun, when they knoektal at liie doors of 
the Pnutheoti, as the civil niters did to ttte kirnimeu of 
Joseph or to the Amii uuUer AbujtjiA' 

The state of things Lima existijig was well calculated 
to fidcititatc n hostile occupation of dm rnone eoBtem 
portion of tite Delta. Already the populutiou was linlf- 
Ainutic, and pretuired to iuibniit itself reutlily to Asiatic 
rule. So long* however, as jicacc reigneti at Tltehea 
iiiifl moiuinths, acknowkilgetl as sudi 1^* the wliuli* of 
K^pt, hud it in tlteir power to direct the etitirc force 
of die couiitiy ugfiinst tm invader, invasion was not 
likely to take plia'c. Tho Atiiii of the Hast, wliuther

Whether the tim neault wal the revolt of 
the Wesfom Delta, ajid tlm ^^cond the conquest by 
foreigimrs of the more esstom im-ta, or n-Jiethcr die 
ortlcr of these two movemetita was inrertcfl, and foreien 
jiivaaiou produced a domestic revolt, there ore no eulE- 
eiwit ilaiA to determine ; but it would that, forig 
before the feeble imd multitmiinona princTJs of Ujc 
thirtwnili tij-ruLsiy hml ceased to reqm in Thekis, (he 
WestiTti Delta had heoosue independent under a Ime of 
native pnti^ who held their conn at Xois,* and the 
hjiJtoi Deiiji hud lieen occupied by bivudm of noma¬ 
dic halms^ and probably of Semitic race. At we

Tiifi conc^ucut of Egr^vt by An alien people, who con¬ 
tinued tn be the doininnnt |>ower iu tli© country for 
libtiTc two ocDturies, wa# OKsertctj by Sfouetho in the 
miutt {Kii^dve ternifl/ and, though long^ (nis4.1oubtcd by 
modern critic«,* ha© become tlirougli recent discovery 
nit acknowJwlged fact. The Middle Empire of MancUm 
—a time of humiliation for the :^yptian 8 , a .time of 
©taguation, bon-cn of urt, barren of liletabjre, barrel 
of inonumeiits—is at the prcseni <liiy admitted on all 
liaritl},*;and coutrovLTay m shifted to the quesiiotw of 
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Uit OHtiontilit}' of the conqiUCTiots, the inn: chfirncitor of 
their tloiiiinntinu^ and liio real Itftigtli of the lime that 
it lasted. Two luitive doeuinenta, ouo oii stoue, tlie 
f'tiior oa puiiynia/ hnFe prored bejoiid a questioii the 
6iet of the fi irctpi rule ; two names of the iiiien nik-w 
have been recovered friini ihe luseriptioiia of die 
eolintrj '; and though a deep obseurttj' stilJ resls iifwu 
the period, iijiou the peraons of die conquerors and the 
t'irciinmtauees of the conqiical^—jin ol^seurily wliirh we 
can (stmrcely hope to see dwpdlefl—vet * die 
Etii|Mru' has at imy rale mow ttdten its place in hUlory 
ati II ileliuite reulity requiring iKnnijderatioii^ inquiry. 
and, so far as is possible^ description. 

It would seem tlml a dark oJoud hiul lung lain 
ftlong die tiorlli'-eiiMterri rrouder of IJgypi, in that 
tolerably htoud iract which joins Africa to Asia, where 
alone the huitl of Mkniini was readily assailable,’* and 
whu'h it wan iiiqm^iliTe to block Hgnitwi n dctcimiiiutl 
etteniy< On ihb side had hml her first w'ars. 

To gain and hold tlie minend treasures of the 6tniiitic 
peninsulti, it had been iieoeasary to reduce to subjection 
its existing occui«itits ; and so for back as tlio time of 
Senefcni* the natives of these fjorts, called by tlio 
E^ptiiitis sometimes xV.ni[, sometiiui^ Pet, somciiiiies 
Mentu, bad tieeu tUtacked b}*t]iu iimisof thePbantolis, 
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tleapniLed of tcnitotT, and forctid to ncknow- 

IcdgmcQi of subjection. At this early diite the Asiatics 
WL-re few and weak, tmd llm J^gypthiufi exjicriancvcl no 
dUGciUty in niidiitoiiung tbdr unUiority over the Suiaitie 
region luid tile line of rotid wliicii led. to it. lint by 
die time of the tivdAii dyntety jM>[mlatioa had greaily 
increasMsi b tliese latrta ; and wo have found ^ Amen- 
eni'hul L compelled to builil a * wall' or fortress Uptitt 
his luirth-eosteni bojuier, for the ptnpose of ‘ keeping 
00*1110 Sukti^ w!ii> had, previously to bis reign, ocenpied 
iha tract ilirecily to iho cost of the iJelta. Sul««;- 
quently two other races arc noticed as making tlicir 
api>earauee in tlie same iiuarter. These are the Klumi 
or Klinln, a uiAntime and coniniertriai peoplct w-lw 
seeiii ut Imve made their way atong the const from 
Fhilistio, or from e%'co furtlitr nortbi ajid tbe

the tract directly south nnd acmth-casi of the Dead Sen. 


The wonl Kliuru, ikn— ia perhaps connected 
with tlie Hebrew * Clierethilo,' but die eibtiogrnphic 
ap[]1kiittQn is wider, and die Khitni may bo best re¬ 
garded us the Syrians generally * or tlic inhabicanta ol 
dm maritinio tra^U extending from die mouth of the 

Oromes to Like Serbonia. Tlie Shosu, iiiikft— 
were most likely Arabs, imd oorres^ndet] to the mo¬ 
dem ll«louins of thb region; * they are espodally cou¬ 
nseled with Aiimia or Eciom,^ and appear to have 
roamed over the whole of die desert rt^ioii lietween 
Palestine on the one liatid and Egypt upon the other.

Uetwceu the Ktiom aud the E^pdauii there hud 
long bteu ooaiincrcud dealings: * luid this Asiutic 
people hud cuiue to be wtdl nct]uiuuted wilit die pro- 
ductiveiicisa of Itgyfji and the accumulated >veallh of 
the Ji^ypttojis, wliich waa euch iia natural ly to provoke 
the cupidity of their les^i forttiuate neigUbours, The 
Shaau, and the other Asiatic tribesi who were in dose 
contact witli tlie Kharu, and probably allied to them in 
bloody though diiTering in manner of lifc^ would Jeam 
from theae last whut a variety of templing treasuoss 
was stored up In the Ejgyptian jjakcea and temples, 
wliai tioiiuilcss docks aud hei'ik crtipj^ed tlie rieli jias* 
tures of tlie Delta and of the valley of the Nile, wluit 
ilelicoto fare constituted die ordinary diet of the in'! 
hubiianiE, vrlmt inugnidoance of apjuirel and furniture 
waa lo iMf seen in their dwellings, ligypl hatl for cen¬ 
turies a^ercuied a fascinutiun u[)Qn the Ajiiatic mitidf 
and, as we have seen,’' liad attracted to herself a con- 
linttal flow of immigtaiita, wlio hoped, by aiJopting the 
£gj|itian mode of life, to jwrticipate in die wesdth and 
the luxury of the old mhabttonts. Tlie feeling whicli 
led iitdividuals awl households to ijuit their Lomea, 
FenoitQoe their ixnintncs, and ilirow in dicir lot wiiii 
the sons of hlbsrtdtn, must have bccu altnred iu some 
degree by -whole tribes loui nations, who could not 
expect ti> be welcomed if ihoj' presented theiiiaclvofl 
CM mwms at die frontier towns, or to obtatu a lodgment 
witJiin Kgyjjiitui territoiy oihtTwhw than by force of 
arms, I'wo such lodgtuetits, os ol^er^cd hi the Iasi 
chapter * seem to bate lioeu eSected while the thir-

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tcGtitli tlynAiity still ocGupted ilitf Tlieban throne—at 
least thb nf>(>eaTs to ns the most probable account that 
can be given of ilanctho's first luiJ scx^oad Shepherd 
dyuasticfi—but Uio great invnsioo did not arrive till 
later. The great invadotL, which resultetl in a con- 
(]ucst of the entire couniry, is cormectod with a ijeriain 
Saitejs or Set, who Iwlojjgs to a dynasty the last king 
of wliicli was Afiophis, a niouarch whose reign almost 
immediately preceded that of Aahmes, ihe Jimt king ot 
the Kew Empire. It ta iinjiossible tiutt two dynasties 
«»f shepherds Ciio Imve followed after ApopbU, We 
must therefore either place these dynasties in the 
trotjblet] lime which pr(;ccdt><l die great invaHion, or 
look upon thorn as wholly fictitious. 

If some an mil nomadic tribt^ had siii’cccded hi es- 
tabiLdiiiig tliemselves in itidependeuce within the limits 
of l^gypt Profier, either in the Sethroite nomc, or fur¬ 
ther to the south, in the vicinity of the Bitter Lakes *)r 
of Lake Tirasih, a great cticourogemetit woulil have 
been given to the other races of the iieigliliourJiood, 
who had hitherto looked ujion Egyjk sis itivulncmble, 
ami, however their cupidity may have urgetl tlmm, hatl 
liecn preveiitejtl by their fears from venturing upon an 
aitocb. Desirea bug repi:t^>d would have had the 
rein given ihcm, and would have blossomed into 
hope; a vague ftieliug of esjiectation woidtl have been 
awakened among the tribes; a willingness to coaless.*, 
a lendency towurtla union, would have shown itself; 
and, when any powerful tiibc put itself forwuu^l and 
a^umed tho^ lead, ihere would nattmtlly have been a 
wide-spread inclination to support the bohl adventurer, 
and rally to a standartl which was regarded as about 
to conduct to victory, plunder, and happiuesa, Somc- 
Iliiug like n coiifetleracj would have been readily 
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fanned, and n force would thus have been gatliored 
which no single nalloD of tJjoee porta couLl have rai<Ml, 
Ajid with which the full power of Egypt might hove 
found A dilTtculty in con lending, if the oircutnatuaces 
ImJ been aiich os to allow of her full power being put 
forth to meet the dnuger. 

But, as we have already seen, this was not the case. 
Egypt had eufiereri disintegration. Two nnlive tlynaa- 
ties were maiutainiug tliemselvcs in difTeFeiit [»iirts of 
the territory, one at Thebes, the other in the Delia. 
One foreign kingdom, if not two, had been set up 
wilhiii her bortlers. Tliesc kingdoms wciv bostile to 
each other, and, it b probable, wen? continiidly at 
war. Moreover, at Thebes certainly, and moat likely 
At Xuia also,* the stnte of afBiirs uiujetilul—tmimlt, 

dlnturlBuice, civil war, open murder, setTet assassin at ion 
prevailed. A prey to internal disorders, "E^pi invited 
uUauk from wflhuut, accmnig to offer hersDir aan ready 
pri.^ to the first comer, if only hu had at his coiiimEind 
31 militaiy force of fair quality auil tolemblv iiumeroar. 

That an attack liaine, anil a conqiicat was moiU-, 
from the tract wliiub joins Africa to Asia, ia certain, 
but it is not eojiy to dcicrmiiie who were tile real in- 
vudens. Motictho apjxinra to have made i woTOiiflictinfr 
atatemente ujion the subject; he represented the in¬ 
vaders aa Phceniciojia,* atid lie represented them a.^ 
Arabs,* Tliu h^pUaiis of the time of DerodoltiH

Some have tlmught that the word ‘ Hyksoa,* 
which comes to tis from Manetho, was the best due to 
the imzale, and, expoundiug that word as * fihassu-kinga,' 
have flctilcd it that the conquerors were Arabs* 
But Maneiho himself seeing to have underatood by 
' Dykflos,^ not * Arab-kiugs/ but * Shepherd-kings.' ’ so 
that the term did not to him contaiu the idea of 
nationality, And the term tlsell is not found the 
mouuniciits, Phmnieians, hi the atrict sense of the 
word, are scarcely f*,' lie thought of, aince they were at 
uo time ' slicpherila,* nnd it is scarcely probible fhai 
they bad as yet edbetod their mignvUun Irom tlie Ter- 
aiaii Gulf to i!ie ahorea of the Meditemmeati,'* The 
hiviiderg inny well have been ‘ Syrians,' in a large sense 
of that wonl, and may have ct^me ftom Pates tine, or 
even fnim the region north of it. They imiy have 
belonged to the Cantuiuite portion of the Syrian popu-

Among the Cmmanite nations tlie most jiow'erfiil wftif 
liuU of the Khitn or Ilitlites; antl» on the whole, tJnaa 
aeem to be lietter grotindH for regarding the iiitnultia 
of at this time as predominanily llittite timii ibr 
ideutifyirig iliem with any olLcr specif irilxj or jwople. 
Set} liie leaihir of the ijivaaiou, a iiume identical 
with that of the god ehielly worNhipped by the Dit- 
tites; * and Uie oxcluaivo w'omhip of tIiLf gixl 1.4 noted iii 
the Sallier jiapyrus as one of the prijidfwU resitlts of 
the Shepherd ntle,* The Hittites were a realty power* 
ful people^ as appears by their after struggles, Iwtlt 
with the IigyptiuriH and the Assyrians, nn(l would so be 
more capable of raessiiritig tlieir strength Rgaitist liiat 
of the Egyptians, and for a time obteiniug tlie npjier 
hand, than any other of Egy^ii’s neiglibouni. A Baby* 
louhm ctmqncat is scarcely concciTublo at this early 
date, Jitid is prcdudutl alike by the names of the Shep- 
hcid kings and the peculiarities of their worahip.* 

On the whole, therribre, we lean to the l*elicr that 
the so-called EIykA:is or * Sbajihenls * were ITittites, 
who, presBcd ff»r fwm in' Syriii, or perhaps merely 
eadted liy a dedreof conquest, moved soiiiliwnj:t], and, 
obtaining allies from the ctmotries along their line of 
routi!, burnt like an avaJunclic tijton Egypt. 1'ho re- 
duct ton of the country waa, according to Mjutniho,

They took Memphis, biiiJt 
tlieui$^'lves H dty in the Setfarotte nome, and established 
a great fortified camp on the eastern frontier, uhioii 
Uiey called Aiiaria or Avaris, and ixcupieil with a per¬ 
manent garriaoii of 2!(>,O0U men.* It ia not tg be 
aup[K>!*ed tJiMt really no lesisimnic was oflhred to the 
iuvoilera by the Thcbmi and Xoite kJuga of the time; 
but it was readily ovcicoine; no grunt battle wtts 
fought ; and in a ooinparatively short sj^aceof time the 
country w'as subjugated, and tioeepted Ute foreign yoke. 
Wherever the llyksos ])CBetmted, they spread ruin and 
desolation amiuid, mitasocrcd die adult male popu¬ 
lation, reduced the wrnnen and cliildron to sin very, 
burnt the cities, and demolished die temples.* Uui 
Ihty do not iip])c:ir to have cared permanently lo oc¬ 
cupy the Nile valli^ mticL beyond Memphis, After 
Bubjeclicg the wbolc of E^pi, they allowetl ihe Tlie- 
b:iij kings to exerciiie a qu^ied aovereigdij over die 
iijqier jxift of the Nilotic region, establishing tlicir 
court at Mam phi A, and from ihcnee imling Middle mid 
Lower hlgypi at their dLscrehon. 

The chaTucter of their rule TViti at the first barbaric 
and crueL Professors of a religion which w^as mono¬ 
theistic, or nearly so, the conquerors Look an extreme 
aversion to tlie Egyptian polythei™, and vented their 
lintred by an indiscriminato destruction of all the

it were, ‘ nnntliibtrHl;' * nm! li blunk wns protlucetl 
which (lie clever HK^atifun of the eighteenth smti 
ninetocJiiJi dynoi^ut.^ found it lm[toa3tbtcs excepting by 
the frcceiniiloyuieii! of uoujcctun-imd Invention, to llU. 

Bui ihiit purely dwtructive time was tbllowcd by 
otie of retU'tkiiu fuid to some exu‘ni iif recoinitruction. 
Tlie * TntiAns of the t'oniii,' niter a ccrlniii term of 
yen ns, dining vrliich they devjvsUited Egypt from the 
Mediterrnneui} to ’Hielxs, or perhaps Lo KleidmtiLtno, 
Tfiillercd theroselves by degrees to lie Eubjecu^ by the 
superior civiliantjon of those whom dity hint coiwj tiered,^ 
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uiiJaiiopral ihcit iLrt,tl)oirol]icial Iniigiiiige, tliuir 
tiud lltc geuml iirruugi:iiJ«nt of Uiojrirwitrl ctrcTJiouial* 
In Toiiis espricaally ttmplw were btiili «nd scTaJptiin*s 
tiel up uudur the Sliophtjnl ktug» diflbriug little iu tijcir 
gcncnd uhanicttir from tliuse of tin? piirdv E^ptiau 
l»oric»l,‘ Tlie foruign lltTTip3> urc4‘tcd ihoir own ufHglw 
ut tliie wiiidi were atndptureil by imtive nrtisis 
uccunliiig to llie ca-stomaiy fulea of Egj’ptian glyptic:

MiUHit or Sytue,* and only aligliUy mwdilyiug miIa* 
hlialied Eg 3 ’[)Liaii fonns, u» by nddiug wings to die 
i^phiiix. They lived on amicable terms 'idiii dm 
eOdUiinporary Theljaii dpmaty of sidiordiiiale kiugs, 
allowed their Tvorahip of Atmnou-Ro,* and iiekl inier- 
counsc wiiii ihem by frequent ombasaie?.

in Europe. Tli«y establhdierl throiigfiout the UMTittny 
a iiiiifonit syMotit ff>r itiilitary and revenue pnrjjosos, 
and (lid much to emsh out that spirit of isolation and 
provineiiilisTu wiiieh had Liilierui lieeri die biuie of 
Egj'pk* and had ]»revciited its coalescing firnilv into a 
i^ttlcd hi*tnogetiC()iis monarchy. The luoiiiuv-lia of die 
eighteenth dyiinaty inherited from thetn a united and 
o^eutralistd %ypt, utrciisiamcd to be directed by a 
single head from a single fi^ed centre * Tiina the blow 
by (vhicb the |xiwer of Egypt iiiul iceiiied to lie ahat- 
tertid uiid prostrated worked ultimately for its advanoe-

Tlio bulk ofUia lie fttatimied 
ill D city, or ratlior pcrliaps in n grwit fortified camp, 
on tlvc oafltiirn frontier* at Avariu, an old Egyptian 
town, whirli lie rebuilt and ptmngiy fortified. They 
nmouiitetl to nearly u quarter of a million of men, and

ihe CBise, the nail nverage of the soU reigns neeti 
not have Ihhoi more than about twenty-seven 3'eflrs; 
nor tieei! the real diimtioii of the entire dynnsty have

Apepi, the laiit monarcfi of the line, Imvirig (it i^ 
prtiUnblc} TcigneiJ iti conjiinctloa with Archies for some 
tliirty or thirty-two yenr^. became sole king at a 
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rnattihi agrc. Unlike Set, wlio hatl made Memphis his 
capital ftud only vwiuil AvmU I'Kiaisioimlly,' Apepl 
held his court jienupiienU? at tlte Iftat-Tiflmed city,* and 
there received die honiuge and tribute which ivere 
odereii to him by all the varioiva district# Ixilli of lUv 
Upper iukJ the Lower ooiintr)'. Tn Upper wus 
estabMitd, with lii» ctitiBent and coiiciUTencCfa dynasiy 
of unlive princes, who aSectcil the family name of Xmi, 
niid tlie ill rone immo of lU-Sekenea, o Two 

priuces thus desiginvtetl, Ihv-Sekeucn L and llft'Seke- 
nen IL, liLid a] ready reigticd ni Tliobes and been 
burienl there in tombs whicli modem exploration lifts 
discovered somewhtif. reneiiLly.* A tliird Ra^-kcnen 
had biicceedud, whether ini media toly or after nti in* 
tervnl Is WTicertain, and now ocenpied the position of 
tributary dynast at the southern capitaL* Apepl seems, 
for sotue t3iu#e or other, lo have tukea a dislike to his 
princely vassal, ami to have resolveil to pick a (pianel 
with him by preferring unrensoonble ikniHmls. First 
of idi he sent att embassy from hin own court to that 
of ilic southern king, requiring him to reJinquiab the 
woralnp of all the Egyptian gt>ds, excepting Amen-iU, 
whom lie probably idwitified iritli jiisown sole divinity, 
Set, or Suteeh* This propt^ition "was declined, aa one 
with which it was iinpoisihle to coniidy; but the 
refusal was condied in such teriija that mnbnige i^uld 
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!ii^arrc!y ha lukeii ftt JL tleroupon AiH*[)i oonsultwi 
wiLh iliu most cxjMiricflowl of his Htlvisers, uiifl with 
(heir hf^l)! cuncoctod a aecuud iiiG^siipre. the exact pur¬ 
port of which ia uol quite dear, Ai‘c(in]iti'r to one 
imnstetort’ it bad refereuoe u> u ' wdl fr^r entile;' 
ftocordiDp to aaodier,* it was a Jemaittl for ihGstop|ia|!e 
of H onnal. Tlie luesseuger wito ciurietl the miasivo 
had ordcra lo jounie^ at hin utmoat ntid boasts 

thuL bu did not rotft by day or by tiigiit till lie Intci 
ddivuiied it. Whatever the exact requireiuuKt wim, it 
til raw Rii'Sekeneti into a state of extreme perplexity. 
He comtnunioUetl the proposal to the prijici)jd mua of 
hia court—‘ Uia uiigJity chielk, Ijia i.‘ap(ftias, luid exjieri 
guidea'—but they lii«l no tulvice to offer, ‘ They were

Sailed, Inal created fur then). Urivets otit of l^pt 
Proper Ijy a geuctid upridtig of the nniive bhitbititnis, 
at Avtiri^ they turned to buy. I'hey still iinmbcred 
24 U,OUt> uieii.^ The Eg} ptiuiis besieged them in A esriit 
wjllj un amiy twice jis [itiiiieroits us theirs;’ nnd after 
a. time their efTorts w'cre crownml with success: Avori-# 
WHS asuHullefl both by knd iitid winter. •Sliipe of war 
were launched u]K)d the canala wtiich conveywl tiio 
Nile water to its inunediute neJghhourhotHl,* and all its 
gates were blockmlod and iviitidied. After nummiiw 
a£i.'iulis iTu! place fell. The eiiptitin Aidimt^, who 'ivns 
presejit at the ctifiinre, lelU vw the [wti that lie took in 
the flic^te—how he * followed the king on foot wlieu he 
(the king) went out on Ids chariot ’—-lunv, when sirgo 
WHS hiid lo the eiiyj lie * hed to fight iu the preaencoof 
his Majesty liow at giie time hu ‘ fought upon the 
cniud of Patetku of Avaria, and oorritMl olT a hamt — 
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i.ff, killi^ nil eiiomy. And cut oIT tjis hftud and carried

a finsoner, and ‘brought him off through the Ti'ater'— 
and liow Huallyt at the actual taking of the toifm, he 
made prisoners of one mnn. and tliree a'cnipu* tvlio 
a'erc all given to liitii for slavoa.* The niirrator is eo 
ooctipied iviili liitnself and liia oivu ad ventures tliat lie 
has no wiinls to spare for any gcncpal ftccounl of the 
stejpi operiitions^ or any cooneetwl muTAlivo of ilici 
war. We gather incideniaily from hb autobiogra- 
phical sketch tliat there iras no capTt’olalinrt, such ae 
Miusetlio spoke of*—^no voluntary evacuation of the 
city by ihe Hykjw« army—Inil that the place was 
taken by storm ; and we can pen:eivc that the lieaten 
enemy dixiw off in the direction of Pnleiuiue, whither 
the Kgv'priiuis punueil dicm, and where after a time 
they cnpTiired a Eyksos eitycfJlcd SiiftrliAini* probably 
the ShoriLhen of tlie Hvbrewik* With tills event the 
Hyksnw war appenrs to have torrainatoli nml TJgyplf 
relieved for ever from this Jiatcd enemy, eutcred upon 
u canter of ffrogreft', conquest, luul glory. 

It is staiwl by George tint Syncellus, a writer whose 
cxtciiaive leanuDg and ejiiin* honesty lire unquestion¬ 
able, that the syndmmiHiii of Joseph with Apqii, the 
ia5l king of the only known Hyksos dynasty, was 
■‘ acknowledged by alL** The licst modem autlioritioa 
rtcfwpt thb view', if not sis clearly eataldialied, at any 
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rale ii.4 in tlit? dt'^ree probatand believe 

Thitt it wa» Apepi vrbn tiinde tiie giille<] Elebrow Ins 
prime minister, who invited hit father end his brethren 
lo Feille 111 l?pypt wiiii tlicir lionselioUk, imd assigncil 
to them the kitd nf Goshen tor their residence, Tliu 
Llevatioii of it foreigner, and a Semite, to so exulted an 
office hi thought to be far more likely under Hyksos 
ihiui nmlcr native EJgyptinn nde, the marriage witii 
ihe daughter of the high-prieSE of ETelIo]K)i;s to lie 
less auqm^ing. mill the Egyptian wonis and luirnc!’ 
ixmnectod with the history to iwint to this period.* If 
the view be allowed, a great oddiilona! intei'esi will 
itttach to Afiepi himself, imd great additional light will 
l»e lhn.nvii on the ultimate ehameter of tlie Hykso* 
rule, wliieh h«s been eiiowu already to have btsiii much 
mothrieil imd sofieiiod by coniuct witll tlic old eivilLui' 
tion of the eomiiti'* 

Fur the riiunudj. of Joseph is no rude and savage 
iiomud, but a mild, civilised, mul somewhat luxiu'itmft 
king. Cc hokis a grand court in a dty not named, 
hiw a nmnlier of ciiplieurcm and wnfis^tiouers/ sits 
upon a ibrone* or ride? in a rhnriot,* wears a ring on 
Ins hand, has vestures of fine linen and collars of goh! 
in luKitow on thr^ wJiom he favoura,' uses the Hgy|>' 
linn langnuge, and is in fact iindistinguishable &oui a 
iiittive J^ypliau luonorch. He does not oppresa any 
<if his subjects. On the contrary, he snatajiiit tlii,-m in a 
lime of scarcity, when he becomes their landlord, takes 
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11 oKKkratc b csjuKklly knioot to the pricsto,* 
uuil, when he recelvibt t)ie IsnteliUis, even uo«eed(i$ to 
hb subjec Is' prejudice agai niiE * &/iiifyhm'ds.‘ * If he is by 
birth nml descent one of i}ii>H3'kso9,lie has adopted all 
tite ftrdittaty habits and nii>do of life of the h^g^tmns; 
he is even, it irould seem, toteraiit of tlicir Teligioo. 
Tins tolorulioii may [i^haiis’ibe only within irertaiu 
limits; but it exteuds appunintly to tfie entire pricdtly 
order.

The great object was to establish iiiendly rcUiiions, 
nod sccitro iHidi mi immcfliate and also u eoiuuiuoiiti 
supply of the iircclous fninkilicense, which was coti' 
sumed hir^ely by tlie FgyptLiog in the worstiip of the 
giKls, and was es^ieeialir napiiri-d nt dds time for the 
due honour of the great Ammon.^ The Inhabitants 
W'L’tie quite willing lo bui'ter thdr highly valued pruduet 
for the mHirnfartures anil for the <ntru of ligypt. They 
svere :^pIo folk, living on stages boilt iqjon piles, 
ill auudl eabina, wtucb be entered only br maaiis 
of ii hitldur, generiilly built under tJie .^Uadiov of a 
grove of ooconntit palms, and in the limncdlate vieiiiity 
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of the mcGns<i-trL'OS.‘ Ii \r{ig nmoiiji the objects of ibe 
4iX]K‘ibiJ(»ii lo ^roeitre noi only incense, but u certnin 
tinrober of tbe inccniifc-btarirvg tfws, wbidi lUe 
Uam lii>|xi(l to onitirolise in their own country. At 
tbdr ntjiieai the imtives set to Wijrk, fliiU «j> us 
ninny ue thir(y-cme of die ireei?i which they jxickwi 



Tvith enrlh nboni tlieir roots in btiskela, niul, huviiig 
slung tlnmi on |»lcs, so convey ed them to the 8hi[*s, 
whero they were jilncwl Lhn deck iiiider uu 

iiwniiig.* I^rge qumililita of the iniicuso it!?elf were 
ul»o ct>Uect«b Htnl packed ui suckis lied nt the month* 
which were piled on the decks in variow |iliicesi. At 
the Mime Uuie other valuable prixlncts of the Holy 
Ijind were put on board* eapiicinllygold, silver, ivory, 
cl)ony, cassia, kohl or slihinni, n[nfa, Itaboona, dogs, 
slaves, and leopiml-skins.® A single tamed le<ni«ril 
or tigress Kiiins to Jjavc bct’iv also embarked, llomuge

the waiuierers in a gimitl |n‘Ot:o*‘toiJ to tho csipitiiL* 
whole population os me otit to meet them. A 
panule WAS miuie of the irooirt which haU nrt’omjAiiiictl 
the expedition ; the mcettBe-treetf, the stninge uiiimaU, 
the inMiiy proiliicis of the tlLttuJii country, were cx- 
hibiteti: the lame lec^jsird, wiUt his m.'gr(» ke^mr, 
billow'cd i.ilo soldi ere; iiutivcs of the mnoto region, 
calltHl Tamaliii, who IwU voluMUaily actsotupuuiwl the 
exjAHiitiou on its reittm, tM-’rfomiwi their wnrHlujice.* 
A bull WAS siierificttl to Ammon, nini a new feast insti- 
titletl® Finally, lo per|H‘tuate the great occusiiui, ami 
prevent its fiidlng away fomi huniiin rcniemlimuce, tin.’ 
entire c.\pediuoii was representtti in iin elnborAlo^'ries 
of reliefs on llm walls of iluUii^us new temple on the 
uesiern side of 'lliebes. where th<fy niiiy still be seel^ 
not ver}’ minJi nijurcrl by ihue, by the curious traveller 
nt tlie pritsent tiny. 

After esemsing the coiii[tiete royal authority for 
the sJiAcc <>f Uftecn yeur?, Untusn found hereelf iiiitler 
ilm liecessity of mlnuttiiig her yoiuigcr brolhur to a 
flliiirc in dm kingdom, and dllowed his nutiie to appear 
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on ptiblic moiiumeuti in a ijeconiiacy aud suborcliuiite 
poedtioiL* Ho liad nofw probably reached the a^e of 
or UTeniyyom; notj furUior eaeluffloti 
from lito til rone Y/oultl Lave been contrary to Egyptian 
ideas. He wiis Iherofore aot«pted into purtneTship; 
but Uiis tardy recognilioa of bis rights oppenrs not 
to have (X>nietitcd Idiu, iiud Lila subeequeut (^^I1<luct 
abows ihul he bore a deep grudge against his too 
jedoDs guarcUan. AL-tiuiteil by a strong end 
unimoeity, he entsed tier name from her uionunients; * 
and it is sinipiy trom the circumstance of his agents 
not having cut deep enough that we ere enaliled to 
tmee his sister^ curt»cr without much dilHcuJty. 
Wlicdier Im proceeded to greater lengths, and dircctcit 
iigaiiist her person the vengeance whicii it is ideur Uint 
he wTcaked upon her tusscriptionj?, is uncertain, tllie 
joie c rule of die hrotlier n»d tlie sister uppe uv not to 
liHve continued for above seven years but ‘ whether 
Thothmesw after reaching manhood, drove Lis sister ly 
force from the diroiie, or whet tier she slept in Ctsirh ’ 
in the ordinary courM of nature,' we cannot tell, be¬ 
cause the monuments ore eUent,' * She was probably 
not more llian about forty years of age at her (le<»mae. 

The new king, ThotUmes lU., crowned at length 
afrer so long n minority, took the additional title of 
Kcfcr-Kliepru — ■* die bek of beetles ‘ ®—to distiiignuih 
biiti front hiu father and brother, while at the sumo 
time he gave himself the tbrone-iiame of Meu-khepr-ra, 
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Qjf (I further dbUnctive afipeUatioii. Thotlitues 
lias bwo cidled ‘ the Alexan(3er of Kg^imii history;*^ 
and though the lutsueiutlous that this epithet awakens 
truusceiul lUe fheta of the case, and make the expresaiou, 
iu tin; judgment of sober cnUcism, oeem exa^erated, 
vet atill it places a striking iUei in a utrikiiig light— 
Tliollimes in. was beyond a doubt llie greatest of 
ligyyttku confjuerore. Devoid, so tar us uppeiira, of 
any tsilcat for oj^iiisitioii, as far lu? y>osuih1e removed 
from the rank and position of an Alexander among 
persoua wiili niiv udminlstrative ejiymoity, he hud 

ill any rate this in ccromon with the great Macedoniim^ 
that he carried the araaa of one {JoniinGut iuto the 
very centre of uiiotber^ overcame till hosiile opyiotjition, 
iiiitl hi'ought one of the great kingdoms of Western Asia 
into at least u nomtuid subuimon. Couaidermg the 
circumslttiit'ea of tlie time, there is no doubt Uial his 
expeditions, and the success which attended them, 
imply high militaiy toleiit; and though (he geuend 
liistormn must decline to rank him wilh (ho really 
great conquerors Llmt ihe world has produced—^the 
Alexanders, the Ctesars, the Oluirlemagnes—^yet it must 
be readily allowed, and aaserud, that among I^yptiiiii 
cciiiqueting kings he bolds the first place. No later 
monarch over exceeded hts glories; Tliodimes 111. la 
the nearest historical appronch to the ideal Sesostris,® 
the only Pharaoli who really penctraied with a hostile 
foioo deep into the heart of Assyria,® and forced the

The uKlo|)endcnt public life of Thothniea (Men- 
khepr-m) apjicars to We commouce<l 'iTith the year 
which he teckoiiiHl ns his twenty-aecoml. Hitherto tie 
hud miiained in a aubordlimtc ix> 9 ]uoa, under iLo 
luiclage, or at any mte the iiiduenoe, of Jjia sister-’ 
Now he was sole mouarcli, either by her decease or her 
dcpoMiion, and had the imcoatrolled direction of hb 
own Actions. The timunii hent of hiA dispositJon at 
oti«! dieplnyed itself ; he engaged in an Aggressive war 
"wiili tlie Asiutic tiations. Stfirdug from ati hlgy|ittati 
jjost culled < 'am, or Zulu,* in the uiout]) imnied Phar- 
iiiulhi, llie eighth tnoiilh of the l^-plian year, rtirxe' 
sfioiiding to our February, Jio iirvnclGd Palestine, witti 
tile object, uu is dittiuelly stated, of ‘extending the 
frontiers <if Egy]>t by his riclories.’® On the fourth 
day of the next tnoutb, Piishous (.Miiroli 21 ), the unni- 
vereaiy of hb coroimtiun and tlie first diiy of his 
tweniy-tliml year, he arrived at Ga^n, which was a 
strong city even at tiib early timc,iiud wus regunletl ns 
the key of SjTUt. Hare, Jiowever, he met witli no re¬ 
sist unce, the ruler bdng friendly to him; and having 
rested Ms troops tor the night, he marched out ou 
tiic fifth, and proceetlcil by the coEist route to Jiihutu 
(Jnmnia where lie held a council of wax to de¬ 
termine by what line the advuuiO’ almuld continue. 
Aeimrding to the mteUigeuce brought hi by his scouts. 
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iho enemy Tffts ooilecteci In a position near the dty of 
Me^Jdo, probnlily in the great pttiin of EadttteioR, 
tlio oitlinufy iMittle-ficld of tUe I^@itmina naiionf. 
They consisUst^ of ‘all tlie people dwelling between 
the river of Egypt on the one Imnd and the land of 
NabriraliD (Meenpotamift) on llte olhcTt^ the Kliani 
{SyruiiiB) and the Katn lieinp the principftl' At their 
head tlie king of Eade^i, a great llittite city on 
tlie Orontes.' Tlic direct route to Slegiddo, wliich 
passed by Aaluria and Taanach, was ntnnigly guarded t 
but Thothmes insisted on proceeding by tluH route, 
instead of niakiiig a di^mr as wished by his captains. 
TJie event justified his audacity. Megiddo was reatJied 
within a week without loss or difficulty; and on the 
iwcnty-aecond of I'ashons (April <) die Ionian king 
attacked and completely defeated his adversaries in ft 
pitchetl Imitle, drivirig them m headlong flight from 
the position which llicy occupied, and fordisg them to 
lake refuge witliiu the walls of the city. The Syrian 
camp wuA taken, together witli vast treasures m stiver 
and gold; and the son of tlte king of Eadesls fell itito 
Tliotiitues^ hands. Megiddo itself soon afkerwards 
Hurrendered, as did Uie towns of Inunam, Atiaiigas, 
and Huranhal or Berinokol. As many as 924 chariots 
and above 5,900 prisoners w'ere captured; and much 
booty in the precious ttietsb, as well m in floi^ks and 
herds, was carried olt Thothmes returned to Egypt 
to triumph, and Eield a prolonged festival to Ammon- 
Ha in Thebes, which he describes at great length in 
one of hia inscriptions." 
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The miccesfl of Thollimes In this, his first, campaign 
whetted his appetite for fresh couquesla. 'Between bis 
tweiitjHliird and bis twenty-niruh yeniY, for whldi Ins 
own omuils ore lacking, he must luiTe been engtiged In 
ihree distinct eatpedilkins, since lie iitylea Iluj cainpaigu 
of the twenty-ninth year bis It a)»{»ears from 

the lom1}-iiiacri[)iton of hia captain* Amen-ern-beb,* 
that one of these was in Southern Judaea, or the Jfegfcb, 
while hi anotlier Tliothmes (aiiried Lite E^plhin anas 
into Northern Syria, ravaged the countiy about Aleppj, 
direaleaed Carchemish, and even crossed the Euphrates 
into Upper Ucsopottunia, whence he carried off n 
number of prisoners. It was proliably at tJiht time 
that ho firsi came into contact with Lhe Ajt^aiis, who 
had recently made thomselvES independent ofBtibylou, 
and ckUtned at any rate the suzeiuiiiiy over alt Mcki- 
jMJtamia as for as the Euphrates. No actual t.'oUiaioit 
betvreen the troojia of Assyria, either at 

this time or Ht any later period of biw niign* is re^ 
corded: but his advance to CarchemUh and preten¬ 
tious to coriquestB beyotid the Kupbrates must have 
provoked die jealousy of (he Asaymri mouarcha anil 
cauHod ahinu to be felt at the Ajssyrian capital. This 
waa not noW“as acmoelimca supposed' — Nineveh, but 
Asshur (Kildi-Sherghut). Ttie Assyrian monarchy, 
till recently subject to 33«by!oi>, were not ns yet very 
mighty princes: the great palaces of Nimrud, Kovtni- 
jik* and Khorsabad, which have attracted ao mucli 
iitieatioii in these later times, wen.* not built; Nineveh* 
if it eristed. was a provincial town of Muall repute i 
the lungs, engaged in coiwtant warn wjlJi the great 
power of the South, found the miuntemuice of their 
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itidepeoilciice ti Uiak wlilch tiEtxed stroogtli to Oio 
uttcnnn$t, nnd Juid oflected as jrot no vciy importimti 
conqucstiL Ttie E^’ptian rnoitimsli, Iti cxtetidiiig ]u3 
attacks into the Meaopotainhtii ircgiotii cijcouiiteied tto 
very great danger, measured hU strength ngalnat that 
of no very po^rcrftil kingdoim Still, iri advancuig 
beyond the Euphrates, he was carrying his arms into 
nnknoiKD rcgioiijj, at the distance of six or seven him- 
(Irctl inilci from his resources, and risking an (mcoimter 
witli the forcea of an organised state such as did not 
exist in the long stretch of territoiy which lay between 
Egypt and the Great Eiver. 

It is advisable, before proreeding further with the 
a'orlike ex[>ec1it.iona of Tbotlitnea III., to gJaiice brielly 
at the general ooiidition of the countries lying inter¬ 
mediate l>ctween Egypt and the great Asiatic powers 
of tlie lime, Assyria and Babylonia. 

The strip of territory intervening between 
nnd Mounts Taurus and Amaniis, iKumded by the 
Meditemmean on the i>ne hand, and the Eupliratc# mid 
the f^yro-Anibian desert on the other, was in the time 
of Tliothmcs posscsseil by four principal nations.' 
These wem, in the aouth, the Ehalu. or Kharu, identi¬ 
fied by Dr. Enig^ with the Phuenicians,* but more 
probably a Syrian people i in tlie central purrs, tlie 
Ituten or Taiten (Lydbrns ?); atiove them, touardfl dm 
west, the Talmi or Zahi; townnis the EnphTates, tlie

peace, being regarded by them as n respectable aufl 
civilised people. Tlioir nortborn neighbonr?, the Hu ten 
or Lntcn, held the valley of the Oronles and the const 
trout tis tiir as Arudns: among ilteir towns, were 
Kadesh, which seems to have been the capiUil. A rod us* 
SimjiTa, Argiitn (Acre?), Anangas, ibnnaTn, mid 
Uerinokol. They arc represented ns of a yellowbti 
completion, with Jewish featnree and black beards 
and ludr. . It dot^s not appear that they were n very 
numerous |>copIe t but they imnscssed a civilisation of 
u toLerobly high type, fought in chariots tlint were 
either pau]t 4 .<d or covered with plates of gold, iii^ iron 
armour, had furniture of cedar-wood inlaid with ivnij. 
and maiiufaeiuml gold and ^ver vesseLi of elegmit 
forms and delieutely dutsed** The counfry of tiu^ 
Talioi, which rcnchetl from a little north of Arodiis to 
the Tnurua mountain-ronge, furuislujd com end wine in 
vast itbuudanCG/ as well os inccn.se, balNun, hoiuw, 
iron, lead, and vnrious kinds of precious stonea.^ Com- 
pared, w'itb the Klutru, Uuten, nud Khita, the people 
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M’cre unimportant. Enjjt of the Taliai and noitb-oast 
iif Llic lititcri, mulling ^nu tLu Antiliboiius to llio 
EuptiratCii, tlie gmt uitdon of the EIttuteaj witii 
their capital at Karikaitaashfi, or Carchoinkb^ on the 
right bonk of the grt^at river. Hielr oountr7 Li t;!Jlu<I 
in tJic iuBmptionit ^llio gmt hind of the Khiin/^ lu 
chief cities, besides Carchoniisht were Kiiirabti {Alepjio). 
Ttutnuita, PairikOf Khisasap, and Sarajiaina.^ Tiie in- 
liiilittants were fuli^ us civitiacd. tia their neigh bout?, 
iiiid til iJie eamc time more warlike. The^ had 
leased from a rciuou? andtpiitj n form of picture- 
writing, wliich. is tbuud not only in their own pToper 
(mtinfry, but in varioiw prts of Western Asa,* fironi 
Cnppudocui to tlie sliores of the jl^eau. In war the 
ami whereto the Khita mainly trusted wna the ebariot- 
forcc. Their charioLi earned tlitee each—-two warriors 
mid the ehitriotoer *. — wherens the^Egypi-inn diimots car¬ 
ried two only; and iJiey civuld bring into the field as 
ttiniiy art ii,aOU.® Of all Uie Syrian nations, the Kliita 
iverc the mo&t powerful; and i hey mttiniainiiid a iiefiflrate 
iintiaual cxiaience do'vu to the time of the Saigon ids, 
AotMA the Euphrates, the rolling plnii! ni the foot 
of the high mountAina- — the Pad an of Scripture 

—seems to have been kaowii os XuJiaraJn, or * the 
land of the two rivers;' but the jicople ap])ear t*i 
have been regnrded by the B^pdans jis Assyiiaiia. 
'riiere is no reason lo 1»;iieve that they were Assyriamt 
in race; but it is not unlikely that, even at this enrly 
time, the Asayrian mooun^hi!, who hod thrown ofiT tho 
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yoke of lijibylou, daiitiod a su^eminty over the upper 
MesKJpoiAmlftn os Hsibylou did over tJiose of tlie 

lower r^OU- Id retility, the tribes were Stylltic,* and 
belonged uliielly to the two nice# of the Nidiiii and 
CoTuuklia; they possesaetl little iaietnal orHaniajitiou, 
nud wtTC unuble to offer HDy gerioua or protongetl re- 
siatauce to the forces of eitlter or Assyritt. 

Fluctuating betweeia the two great powers for eeiitunua, 
they were at length swalkiwed up by ilie uoarcr and 
stronger of the two, tlie Assyriaua, who absarbetl and 
usiiiiniliiti^d them towards the middle of the uiijlh 
century befi>rc our cm * 

In bis fifth CHDipiugn, which fell into his twenty’ 
ninth year, Thothiuea directed bis attack against the 
dljea of the Syrian coast, took and sjjoLled Tunep, 
raviiged the land of Zalii, cut down the fruiUrees, 
carrieil off tlie crops, and, having laden his fleet with 
n variety of jirecioufl objects, aailiid ticick to ISgypl.* 
The next year he lurued hia anna ngaiust the more 
nortliom Kiiten, took and plundered Kadesh, Simym, 
and Anwliii, umptieil die magnjfi ues of their grain, nml, 
to secure tlic penuanuui aubtuissiou of the country, 
carried off 8-s hostHgea a number of the young princes, 
whom he iliencdbrlU retained ;n Egypt, requiring llicir 
relations to replace any who died by some other 
member of their family.^ 

A place culled Hamuitn on die si lores of the hike 
Nesmna was the chief object of nttneb in ihu ensuing 
year.* It wua captured without dilftculty, and yieldi;d 
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a booty of 404 prisoner <rf war ami thirteen clmriote.^ 
It is remfirbiblti (hut exploits of npptirentiy fttch little 
iiziportaucc shottid have been plfloed im record by iUc 
Kj^rpuiin monmndts wHti such particnlBrity mid exact- 
ness i but the fnct seems to be tb&t large (loptilfiLions 
did not exist in Sjrlfi at this pi*riotl a vjist number of 
petty (diiefe divided tbo land among litem, eadi ruling 
tji bifl own small town or village; if conferiermlonfl 
ististeU, they were of the looseesit cliuracter; and it wtis 
seldom Unit even a tempotnry league united the forces 
any large number of cities. Thus the wars of the 
li^^tuins in Byria were carried ou, in the main, not by 
great victories over numerous bodies of troops, but by 
a multitude of small sucocssi.^ and petty engagements, 
insiguificmit sei»arutely, but in the aggregate sufUciug 
to produce the submission of the inhabitants. 

Of all the campaigns of Tlioiluncs, his ejghtli, dial 
of his Uiirty-third year, ivns probably the most impor- 
lamt. Stirling from the eouolry of the IluUm,® he in 
this ex|x.-djtlnn directed his atLich upon the Meaopo- 
tatnian rE^on, which ho ravaged far and wide, con¬ 
quering tho towns, ami * reducing to a level plain the 
utrofig phiiccs of the numerable land of Nahara'in,* * 
capturing thirty kings or chiofs. and erecting two 
tablets in the region to indicate its conquest.’ It h 
poiadble that he even cros?«] the Tigris into the J5ab 
region, since he relates tliut on hia return ho passed 
through the town of Ni, or Nint, which some of 
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tLe best modem nuthonii^’ identiry witli Nineveh, 
Tribute was certainly brought him about this time 
front the ‘ king of Aodiur' - ns wuU from * the prthcc 
of SenkamT** and the tribute imduded blue atono 
(lapia-lazuli) from Babylon, and bitumen from Ib or 
Hit.* It is not to be sntitoseti that either Assyria or 
Babylonia was conquered; but a raid was made into 
the heart of Weslem jVsia vfbich spread terror on 
every side. Assyria was actually deprived of a ]xiilinn 
of her territory; swrae of her cill^ were temporarily, 
otJicrs perlm}^ p<!nnfltieutly, occupied ;* the king him¬ 
self, in his fasti I eon of Assliur, wa'« emittim with fear, 
and (anight olT the hostility of the invader by gifts 
which wero regnrUed as a ‘ tribute,* and vrhich were 
repeated year after year. Even at thcdlstnntSenkani, 
south of Babylon, alarm was felt, and nn embassy was 
sent to propitiate the conqueror by a present. 

A curious episode of this expedition is related by 
the captain. Amcnemlicb, in the inscription iqwn his 
tomb.^ It appears that m the time of Thotbmes III- 
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the elephant hauntwl tlie woods and jungles of iho 
Mesopotiuiikn regicnt, as be docs now those of tbe 
[leuiiiftiiLi of niudustun. lu die nvigbbourhoixl of Ni 
or Ktni, large lierds of llie uncoutli eninitd were to be 
met with; luid TbuUmes found leisure^ In the huer' 
vtils of lib nulitery otieruliouB, to hunt and kill no 
fewer than 120 elephants, and obtouied their tusks. 
i)n one oecusion, howerer, he was eipuaed to great 
danger* The ' nigtie' <ir leaf ling elephant of a herd 
imido a rush upon the royal sportsman, and would 
probably have killetl Idiii, Itnd not A^menemhcb druwu 
its Tugc upon himself by indicting it wound upon its 
trunk, otud so saved Im uioster. 

The Mesoivotamian campaign of Thothtnes’ thirty* 
ihittl year tini!i followed by one or two more m the 
fame country, which riveted the Egyptian yoke u|>cn 
the more western portion of tlic district, iml do not 
npp<i!ir to have much adbeted the more eastenr [larta 
of the territory. Nothing furtlior is heard of Ki or 
Nini; no mere elephants lire hunted ; no more tri¬ 
bute aniv(3 Iroiu Senkara ; the Nidiara’in, over which 
Tliothiiies pen imnently reigned, appears to have been 
limited to die tm<a betweeti the Euphrates and the 
Khiibour, cast of which hb remains cease to be 
fvuud. It wm not a }Dirt of hb [lolicy to meatmrG hb 
strength agnliwt that of dthur of the great Mesopo* 
ri iiiiiaii kingtloma, much less to iiitcinpt the conquest 
of the entire territo^ between tlm Mont Moaiua imd 
the Persian Gulf, lie was really content a little to 
outdo tho warlike exidoits of hb father, Thothmea 1., 
and aimed simply at matdag the Khnbour, insteiid of 
the Euphrates, the «wtem limit of the empire. 

Tlie later campaigmi of the great Thodimes were 
almost entirely in regions which ho iiad previously 
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fjFurrun, ajid ivere tindertakeu to suljduc revolt, to 
ATompcl tbe pajmeni of tribute, or to chastiee mamudGi?. 
EsHelitJona of tliis kind occupteJ Uie monarcli almoat 
continuously until Ills foriieiJi year,’ when he uppcHm 
to liBve ulltwed Mmself it rest Erom his inilitniy laboai?, 
and to have turueil lus atieniion to inscriptions, obc- 
liakst, and buildings. With au elrdxiniikni woitliy of 
all praise, llioiigh somewbai wearisome Ui tlie student 
of Ids times, he placed (Hi record, at Kanislt imd elao^ 
wiiere, all the details of his several camiMiigiis, aU die 
particulars of tlic booties which he bore iiwuy, and of 
the tiibnies which he exacted from die various ualiouB 
under liis rule.* It appears that, in the way of tribute 
or booty, he carried off from i.he subject countries 
ahovcIl.tMtO captive*, l,07h chariots, 3,63!) horses, 
4,4111 of the larger cattle, tnore tlian 3J»,OOfl gouts, 
ailver to the amount of 3,040 pounds, and gold to the 
nmotmt of 9,054 pomids. He also bnmghl into Egypt 
:from the conquered lauds cnormoua quantilies of corn 
and wine, together witii uiceuse, buLiam, honey, ivory, 
eliony. and oilier rare wofala, lapis-kznli and other 
preciouB etonea, fumitnrc, statues, vases, dishes, basins, 
tent-polea, bowa, habergeons, fruit-trees, live birds, and 
monkeys! With a curioeity that wan inautiable lie 
noted all that whs strange or unusual in the lands 
which he vialed, and sought to introduce each novelty 
into Ills own proper country. Two unknowii kiuiIiR of 
bird*, and a variety of die goose, which be found in 
Mesc]|MitBmin and tiansjiortcd theniie to the valley ot 
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tkti Niie, nm to )mvo been ' to the king 

ilittu luiythiug else/' His artists hail orders to make 
uirefol studies ot the various ohjccts, uud to reprc^ut 
tlictn faithfully' tijiou liU monuments. Wescseou these 

* watoT'UHes its I ugh trees^ jjhmts of a gi'owth like 
eaetUBeSf all sorts of trees and ahrubs, ienveSf Uuwero, 
and fniitsv mcluding melons and pomegmnates; oxen 
ami calves also figure* and among Lb cm a wonderful 
animal uriih tliree bonis. Tben.' arc likewise hororis, 
^parrow'lmwks, geesie, and doves. All these objects 
a[j{HW gaily intermixed in the pictures, as suited tlie 
simple diUdlike conception of the' primitive Mirtisl/^ 
Art inscription tells the intention of tlie inonareh: 

* Here are all sorts <tf plants and all sorb* of llowcrs of 
the Holy land, which the king discovered when he 
went to the land of Huten to con()uer 11 Thus says 
die king—I swear by the sun, mid I call to witness 
iny father Ammon, that nil is plain truth ; there is no 
tract* of deccptioti in that which 1 relate. Wlmt the 
splendid soil brings forth in the way of productions, 
L have bad jiortTayed bi these pictures, w'ith tlie 
intention of oObring titem to my huhvr Ammon, as 
a memorial for all times 

Among the numerous tnscriptloiis of this great 
king, ui>ne is more remarkable than tliat wliich udonni 
one of the chainbens added by him to the grand temple 
of Ammon at Thebes, whereby he aei fortii bis sup- 
]>osed connection with these monarehn uf the Old 
Hmpire whom h* acknow]L*dged as legitimate occu- 
piuits of the ii^ptjan. lliroue. To Timthmca HI, be¬ 
longs the credit of being the fimt, so far os we know, 
to attempt the task of nrnmgiiig the old kings in sotne- 
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tiling tike dirutiological older. Wlmt timtoriala he 
pQS$es».<l for Uie ^ork, wiuit Amount of ktioiir he 
cxpouded upon ir, Jiuw far it ivas on Imitorioii^ liow 
fur an ai'bitnuy ArraiigcuuniL, ore points upon nrhidi 
vurious opiojouA imj be lietd; but it La Lticouteatable 
ttuii out of Llie ciiQos of the jiost he educed u certAiu 
nictliod mid older, ivbidi in ltd tnuiu teaturea cnme to 
be lecognUed by the li^yptians themselves os nutlien* 
tic and autboritaUvo. Sixty kings, commeociug wtUi 
Scncferu, and cotbprlaing Asao, Pepi, several Autefa, 
Mcotuhoiujis, mid UsurtAseos, were exhibited in o coii- 
eocutive series as ouccatora of the reigtiing riiomoh, 
udio repreneoLed himself us miLkiug ofTeiiugs to titem, 
and thus nckuowlcdged m oiaui thuir oneestrof relatioii 
to himself oud their divimty,* Tiie * Great Tablet of 
Kanuik,’ AS it b CAlled, tnuiiE Always reinuiu among the 
most important of diose documents upon which the 
urrangeniCQt of the curly lustoty of Pgy|>t do[)enda ; 
and tlioiigh by many its value is thou^i to be sttr- 
poased by later and fuller lists, there will always be 
some to whom, on xecount of its antiquity, it will 
upprm'c itself as the most itnportant and mcnst trust¬ 
worthy of all the early catalogries of kings. 

Besides distiDguishing himself as a warrior, oa a 
record writer, as a n«tum) hieioricm, and ns a genealo¬ 
gist, Thothmes HI. was oue of the greatest of I^'ptian. 
buildcra uod putruna of art. TJic great temple of 
Ammon at Thebes was tlie sjjeeiEil object of bis fueler- 
ii]g care; and Im began his career of buihltir and 
restorer by repairing ifie duinagea which bin (tistcr, 
Uainau, had lulUcted on that glorioifs ledilice to gratify

of die ohl temple, a. inagntfiiunit fiall, or pillared 
chamber, of dimcnsioiis previously unknown in Egypt. 
This edilioe was lui oblong square, 143 fetd. long i>y 
fifTy-tive feet wide, or nearly half a$ laige again as llie 
nave of Canterbury Catliedml* The whole of this 
apartment was roofed in witli slabs of sohd stone i two 
rows of cmadflr pi 1 bra tiilrty feet in height supporte^^ 
tlic central part, divhliiig it into tlireo avenues, while 
on tach sde of the pillurs was it row nf square luere, 
slid further extending the width of the cliambcr, and 
breaking it iq> into hve long vhiins.'* In (.vnueciion 
witli this noble Ualh on three sides of it, north, east, 
and eomh, Thothmea erected furLlicf chambers and 
corndors, one of the former, aituiited (owanls lire 
Bouih, containing ill at ‘Great Table of Kamok' winch 
was <lcscrihcd tn the last paragra ph r 

Thothmea also added propylsea to the temple on 
the south,** and erected in front of ii two, or perhaj^ 
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four, huinciuMt ubulirik^. According to nn inscriptioi) 
whirl) is still cjctaui, two of tJiose moirotiths rc^rhod 
the quitu uii|i»ni]le1ci1 iiuij tdiuoitL luciixliblu lielgliL of 
108 ciiliius or 102 feet, imd rivrist Imve wdgltLii 70(1 
t)r 8tni lons.^ IW, of wliich one stainis to this tlaj 
l>clbr(* ilio Church of St, JoUq LaUirati in Rome, 
tillniiiuil t?ert(ti[i]y the Imighi of j05 feet, and weighed 
430 tons.* Theiie lost wure ii]!H.'ribett with hierO' 
glyphics which docWcil: ''fUe king hns mitoil tht^ 
immetiee olnilUks to the gtxl Ammon, in the IbnCi^'iurt 
of the honsu of tlic god, on die soil of A|>e, «s the first 
beginning of die erix^tioii of iminerise olieli^ks in 
Tholn?*.' • Fhmlly, townnb the ckise of bis rdgu, he 
repninxl end re*ereeted in front of the temple a second 
imnge of tiis fuilicr, widch llatnsu hud thrown down } 
am],' eitlier ni this time or nt same odver, he also 
ndomrsl the imilditig with statues of himself, which 
are colussal and full of dignity.* 

Other erectjori*i i:if diiii difftinguishei] monarch am 
the encliHiire of tha temple of the i^uri at UeltopoliB,® 
and Uie bbeliska belonging to the Mme iniihliiig, which 
the inuiy of fiito Jjas now removed 1o Rome, Englnmf,

have worked in 'a pure style,' itud proved Lliat Im ivits 
* not defideiit in good taste.’ * 

There i® reason to believ e that (die great coiistruc- 
timis of till® mighty miiniiivh vvi-rtL, in part tii leimt, the 
product of foiY:ed labours. DoiibileH? iiis eleven tlnnh 
Band captive*!* were for the most part held in slavery, 
anil tioinpelled to employ their euerglea in helping 
towards the aoroinplishment of ihose gnind works 
which his active mb id was couthmally engaged in 
devising. Wt find nmoug the inonunients of hhi time 
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a r«jpresontfltion * of ilio mode lo wliich tlic «irvtot*i» 
thoso foreit^ boiiUj^mcu ‘irojo mudo to !iuiiaci‘ve i])c 
gloiy of tile riiariiNli wiw luiil cunitid tiiuin aM'jiy 
ut|ttU‘0. Sorae nre scon Imending oml cutting up Uto 
cltiv; otbojs bear tboiii water frturi a iioigblK>iiTiiig 
jkk 4; otliL-rs lignin^ wiili the ii.vjsiant.'o of ii wootlon 
mould, simfie tlio day into brieJ;?, wliich drethoa taken 
and placed iu toug rows to diy; fkinlly, wKeii tlie 
brickssKu ^nffitutiiitly lisrd, tlio highest ebtss of lalKnirciM

The scene is so grnpbirr—the wonls are so forcible 
and suitable —that tnoriv have tvi.'Og'iiiMtd m this lU' 
markable pietnre tin ndiial ,jiej>rr^*ieiilaUoti of die 
oppressed Hebrews * working under the tymntif who 
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* («)iile llielr lives lilttta- witli lianl IwruJii^e iii triortar 
ond in briek,' b<sititig tlipm nud ill'using tlinm, so Hiiit

Tiioy hiivo light Knir, tiiid in 
iievcTul instouees blue eyes ;* tlioy um nssliglit iu ftivtrte 
as tlie Egyptums themnelvi?^, ntid iji few itistuncea do 
they weur ft luutrd, \Vhile, rlierefore, we must look 
with spe<'iul inti;rci?t ou u Wiirk whiidi brings i adore us 
the !W)i'i of oifTermg ihnt ticfelS the Lsrnelitt*3 in their 
hnrd bomlngc in Egypt, we nre liound lo jx^arJ it iis 
bearing only mdii'ct.'lly on this subject, niul fts priauirily 
illustmtive only of the mode in wliich prieonera of war 
were trented Iw the EgyptLius in the |«ilini(Sft dirt's of 
the Ettifure.

Among the inscriptioiis of ThotUmes are^ some wbleh 
seem to aacrilnj tb him a series of victories over the 
iiiitioiis of tlie Sfiuilu* ns well as over tlicKni of the north 
and tho north'east; but hia own ntmals are so uenrly 
complete, und his own cansiiuit presence with the foi-ces 
engaged in Syria and Mi^patamin is so distinctly 
Tiiarkcd. that it stienie impr&aihle to view tbeae sontlieru 
vlktoriGS as gained by ihe roouflneh in person*’ They 
were the fruit, it is pittUible, of camptiigaa carried on 
by his generals in the oppcisite quattcT to that agiiinsi 
wiiieli his own eJTorts wera diTvcU?d-“CaiuiJiiigns which 
resulted in the capUiro of numerous primal era and the 
cBiTvitig off of much boo^t but which did add any 
new [wovtnee to tile Em [are.

Following the 
tisnal (rrui^tice of Oriontal subject mi I ions at tlie dentil 
of tlieir conqueror, the tril»i» of Weaiem Atsjsi no 
sooner lieurtl of T hot limes'decease tbunihey renounced 
their alk^AUce to EgypU and reclaimed llicir inde|)en- 
donee. Ameuofihis in tiis first or sectuid year had to 
undertake an expedition ngtiuist the rebels, and to itt- 
establish llwt authority of Egypt over tlm entire region 
whieb Inul liecu conquered by bis father.

The proper territory of tlie KJiita was now reatJicd 
nrul invftdctl i and altltough ‘ tire well-ordcT«i liosts of 
the hemxlless light-red Khltiu on foot, oti liorscbnck* 
and in chariota," ^ guvu Imttle to the iuvuders in the 0[)en 
field, and ofered a gallant and shmt neshttAnce to the 
liisst of the I^'ptiaosH, jet here onoc more Soli wojS 
siLucessfui, and ddhitt&l titc enemy with grent slaughter, 
driving their H^uadrons IxTore him in headlong digJit;, 
and killing n vast number of the lenders, A sculptnro 
show's us * the luiserahle inliAhiiaiits of the Imirl of the 
Kliita * receiving from Seti thia ‘great overthrow','* 
A song of iiraiae wns Himiaiscd for the ■.>(’'iiAion, which 
is appended to the s^mlpture, imd runs ta follow's; * — 
* FbaiTioh !» a jackal which ntshes leaping through the 
Hittite land; he b a grim lion which frerpienla ihe 
most hidden pptiis of all regioits i lie is a powerful hull 
with a pair of sharpened horns. He has struck do;Tu 
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ilie j\siuticii; lie Inw thrown to the ground t!ie Khita; 
be has slain ibeir princca.' 

The victory tlitu gained followefl by n inaity 
of peace. Sell ami lus great adTeraary^ Mflut-enurt 
entered into n solemn ngreement, by which ‘ennitty 
wiifi turned to frieudahip/^ per|Kjniid amity and gtxul 
brothcrhwd being pnotJaimed between the two naiiojis.' 
Seti [lien out ujpou hb reiLim (o J^gyP^- Carrying 
witli him some of (‘aptured chiefs,* and with tlic 
tieads of three leading ivbelts attached to the hinder 
portion of his chariot,* ho jirocceded^ initll the pomp of 
jk triumph, through Syria and Palestine, everyivhcrc 
retseiving ihe submission and homage of the inluibi- 
Uini?;. On his way down the brojid Cnele-Syrian valley, 
seeing the forests of Is^banon on his right Inunl^ 
and notieiug ilie vast aizu and eajuicially l.iie yrcitt 
Imlght of the cedars, he ordered a halt, and called 
0j»on die liondmcn of tliu hill lrit«3 to set U> work and 
fell the stnugjjttat and Udlesl of the Lreea, that lie 
migfjl Lake tlicm wit!) him to Assvriiin 

monanchs iiT a later date acted simiJiirly.® The Leljjt- 
non limlier was especially suUlhI for the fa brief itioii of 
flnHe lofty miiiLft wliich were commonly plnccti in from 
of the propylosa of teiiifiles; and Ihc dclicfitcly-sceated 
cedar Wiaol wn^, tlnaiglit [ieculinrly fitted for the mate¬ 
rial of llic ‘ Saerctl lh>at of Aumion,' wliieh plnved iiti

Tlie defcut of tlie Hittitcs nppearo to Imve uiyolvtKl 
tlie recovery of Mcsorpouimiut or, at any rate, of stnno 
portion of it. Seti, ni giving an nfmat of lua exi>e- 
dition, decliireii I bat he ‘bad am it ten the Atm imd 
stnick to tlie gtouwt the Mentu, nnd had pbicefl his 
lioutidancs at the extrenilty of the yrorld, and ftl the 
utmost bonlers of the river-land of Saliarath/* Itt 
his list of llie coutiiicred countries, Nabornlti occupies 
a prominent place and one of its cliiefis is reju'ciTeiited 
ill I long the prisoner* whom he presents to^ Ammon, 
Miiiit, nnd Khotuu, on dm auspiaous occasion of hia 
return* As, however, no Egyiiltan remains of IiLfi 
date have been ns yet discovert in Mciwpoiamia, it 
would seem to l>o doubtful whether he really occupied 
it, or did more limn obtain from some of the chiefs u 
nominal submission. 

Besides his great ware on Ihf emitinedl of Asiu. 
Seti conducted unporiant military opemtiom- boili in 
the West and in the .South. On the western liorvleis 
of Egypt, ill the vicinity of the Mwiiterranean, the 

liloe-CTcd, ftiir-ekimicd nation of the TBhcnnu,®]J‘'juj. 
hmi from time to time given trouble to i he h^iiiiina by 
their raids into the Delta, ami eaqieditions had bwn 
contlucU'd against ihenr by several of tJic more warlike 
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Tliey were ft mui unrivilisiKl jicople* 
dwelling in m*c3, und ItaTing no otliur Hrous than bows 
and aiTOws- •i'or dress they wore n long^ cloak or 
tunic uiHMi in front;** and llicy are dbtingutahudon 
tlic E^tian mqniinicntsi by liaviTig ail tJniir Iwir 
tiliavod excepting one large lock, which is plaited and 
depend!) from the right side of (lie head,* Enoh warrior 
wore aliso two ostrich fealhers, slo[>bg iit tippoailo 
Riigh^ and fastcni.'d on his Inad al the top of file 
ettiwu. Stiti, luavanj^tiied by IiIn more famous stnu 
Ihiiucscs,^ inx’iiclgd the country of this people with an 
infaiitiy mul olinriot force, utterly routed them in « 
pitched Uuirlut uikI drove them to ftia;k Hhcltcr hi tJieir 
cuvett. whero ifioy * remaitiyd Idrlden tlirongh fear of 
tin* king'* ll has iKun supposed tlioi Uii»e ciivca 
(Hust have thsen * ill tile Allu# range;' ‘ but there were 
Troglodytes in many jiarls of Africa roiicli nettrer 1<» 
Egypt/ luid (he i'oimtry aIjoui Cyrene would idTord 
every focilify for imcll undergtonad abodes as arc hero 
imikftk'd. 

Wur was idMi waged under the uuspicea of Seri 
against the Cuahltca nf the fi^jiith, who had once morfi 
dutwn tl1(^Illileil'e^^ trunblirfome; und ineinorials of ric- 
toTT wen? ijol up Jit I'tosluf and Sesebi, At tlie hiltei' 
pluL^o Set! is iiiade to boaitt that hi» dominion nmt’hcil 
toiiibwanl * to tliv urtiut of the Winds,’* as if it esc- 
Lendeti a» far ns Africa, was inhftbiUftl. The wiirs in

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rhe (iiglit or ten moat splenditl of nil ktiowni iiroliiwc- 
lurat coustn lot ions. 

One migLi have expected ilmt so great a w'ork 
would endrvly occupy* the mitid, nnd monopoliim ilie 
n:i!$anr('e!i« of lie erector, so as to lenve liim ocHlier 
iliougUi nor mean* for oilier eowrtrotrtive eUbrU.

Ibimeses hn<l diviilcd Ins 
host into four portions.* He himself, witli the hrigude 
of Ammou, mnrehed down tiie Icfl hiuk of the river, 
while Iwtt brigades, those of Phthiih and Rt, pro¬ 
ceeded along the right bank, the division of riiiltah in 
the centre, ilmt of Ita. anmc way to theen$twariL* Tlie 
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position of the brigadif «f Set is not ilbjtliictly ronrketl. 
li rtuM? Iiove suurtetl for Kliiinbu b<fff'rc the fiilsity o 
the spies’ talc was rletciited, or it ronf Have flcltfl Jia u 
rcar^omnl to the whole nmov, and have b«ra jMsteil at 
some tiLnuitice behind the frther oorjjs. A.I any rate, it 
UH)k no pirt in llie bailie. Kliltasir commeticcil the 
fight by a dunk movement to the left, whitrh enabled 
Him to full on the lirigade of iHt as it was U[)im its 
mardw alone and utisupfa)rtotl; hia attack was nnes- 
poited and wiw irresbtible;' (wi and Howe gave way 
bt-fore Him;’’ tHo division was uilerly routed, and 
either driven from the field or cut to pieces. Intelli¬ 
gence of the ocmiplete defeat of his right wing hoving 
lieen received bv Ibimeses, who had now readied the 
position occupi^ m the beginning of the day by 
Kliitaair, he set. his brigade in tnotion, nt right angles 
to ihdr previous course, eastward; but Iwfore he could 
reach the Ortmtes, live enemy, who uinai have croi^d 
the river, were upon him, nnd the two IuhLs idiargeil 
widi other at full speed wiili destiemtc couiu^. The 
chariot of lUiiieses, skilfully guided by Ids squire, 
Menna, seem* to have broken ihroiigh the front Imc of 
the Uiitiic chariot force; but his bretlircn in arms were 
less fortunate; and Rameses found hiimsdf sepanued 
from hb army, bdiind the front lineimdcoiifronU-dby 
the se< 5 (itid line of tlic IuhOIc chariora, in a position of 
the greatest iiossible danger» Tfien began lliat Ho¬ 
meric combat, which the f^ithiiis were never tirerl 
of celebniting, between a single warrior on the one 
luuid. and the host of the lliltili«, reckoned ftl 2,500 
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cliariote, on tkc other, iti wlitdi Ramcif 4 «, like Diomcfl 
or AohilloA, t'amcdiJeyih juiii tlestnifTtioti wliidiensoevGr 
he turned liimscll’, ‘ 1 bccniiiG like tlie gtxl JUeiUti,* 
hew made to say; ‘1 hurled tlje dirt witli tny right 
hand; I foughl \rith my left hund; 1 was like Heuriti 
Ilia time before their sight; T had come upon 2,5(U) 
puim of horses; I was in ihu* midst of tiieiii: but they 
ivere dashed iu piecea before roy aieeda. Not one of 
tlieui miaeil hia baud to fight; their eoumge wa-j 
aiiiiken tu their bransta; liieir Jitnlri gave way, tin?)' 
eould not httrl the dart, nor had they strcugih. li> 
thrust with the Hjwar. I made tliem hdJ iut-o tJjv 
waters like crocialilta; tliey tumbled down on their 
fa«?« out after juiolher, I killtui them at luy p)(>asure, 
so ilini. not one luokal Imek behind Iiiiii, nor did any 
turn rtaind. Cndi fell, and none raised Jiimselfun 
again.' * 

The temporaty istdarkm of Eanvese.*, which is tho 
gifit of tJje hewie |ioeiu of rentaour, and which tho 
king himself reeonled over and over again ujx>]i the 
walla of Ills magnifioent ahriuca,* must no doubt be 
reganlotl as a fact; bnt it te not likely to have cou- 
tinued for more than a few miniues. When liU com¬ 
panions found that he wa"* loat to their sight* they 
woiiltl have m;tile llie moat fmntii; dlarfa to recover 
him, dead or alive : and if his own prowess at all re¬ 
sembled die descrjptUjii pvon of it, rla: Hiititejt must 
Jmve been apcfalily tlirowu Into such oonfiiaion that, it 
vi'<mlfl hare been easy for tlie Ti^pikus to come to hia 
aid, Chariot,,j]u doubt,(quickly followed cliurlot through 
the front line of the Uittite force ; the second line was 
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enjragcd tuttl ilefeatwJ: soon the cotifnsou boainte 
ijexjtiniL A headlong flight ttirried die entire bt>at lo 
the bBiik% of the < >ronl€9, into which jsonie predpiUiied 
theiniselTtJs, while others were forced into the water by 
(heir pui-suets. The king of Khitnbu whs lunorig till! 
tuiier, and was with difRouUy drawn out by his friends, 
eshuusted and halt deiidj wlieii he redi'lieil the enat* 
em sliore,‘ But the great bulk of, the Uitiite aniiy 
Iieri>hed, either in (he battle or lu the rivci'. Among 
the killed awl wcninded were Grabninsa, ilie charioteer 
of Kliitafir, Tamkennas, the commander of the cavalry, 
Babsiiiia, another getieral, KhirJijnisar, a roj-al secre- 
tary, mid Matsurarntt, a brother of the Hittite king.* 

Oil the il«y which followed tlio battle Khitasir 
sent a hiimhle embassy to the caiiip of hLs adversary to 
implore for peace.* His measenger was received 'ivitU 
favour. Tliough U does tioi. apjie<if [hat nny format 
irntT was made, or anj' deJiiiite etigiigemenfcj eniviX'd 
into by the lliitite leader, yet l?ainese$ cotiaented not 
to prt^ upon the vnncjnieihed monan-li, bui to wifli- 
ilraw his army and return to I^'pt. It U pos^bk 
ihat Ids victory had ixmi tiim dear, atid ilial, until lie 
had levied a new force, be was in do ctaidltion to ven¬ 
ture further from his resoimsofi or to aflitmt new peril.-. 

11 le Syrimi expeditions Earoesei U. did not 
tcrmiimte witli the battle of Endesh, or with his fifth 
vcsir. On the wntTSiy, (hey couthiinH! eertnlnly till 
ins eighth yeiir,^ etui ]>Dssibiy till his tw'cnty-firsl. 
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NFhcrt A fomtiil trtMty of pence was conc]iide«] with the 
nii.dte 9 . It is difUiiuU to determine how far dim tig 
iLis [lenod Iw carrieU Lis antw into Asin, or wliitt 
exteat of tcTritoiy he tniverned with IJs nrmies. We 
Jiave no (liiftiiiet. ovidcucc of auj expeditioiis Lavitig 
pciiettstteil Airthcr ut this time tluia Northertt Piilestiai*,* 
iJuliMtf it l>u oil one ocuatitQtt, whoit ' Tuiicp'm the bnd 
of Nfthannii,’ wus nttacked nml takea,^ Hut the ropu- 
tjttiim whkJi Bmntfiies left hdiinil him of » wiirrioi' 
king/ the title of A-tickhtn or ‘Ctmi^ueror' which he 
1x1 rc/ ami the general dnims to vicUir^' and ^nece^s 
contained in his insciipliMns, are thought to imply 
tJiai liie limits of the Itgyftiiaa power establislied I>y 
'rijoLhiiies in< went still in n ecrUdu M>»se niaintained 
and vindtcated during his reign/ Meao|K>tamia still 
ptying tribute, ami receiving I^yptiaii reiiideniK, if not 
even ]<^y|)tki) garrisoiiB, ami tlie diicFn even of such n 
ilistont place as Singara being aitJl content to be re- 
giirdetl as Egyplinu subjwis/ But, whatever vestiges 
reiamtied of the old per uni of glory and domii]hm» i( 
cannot be seriously ilonbtetJ that the real power of 
Egypt Lad now cousidenilily decUrieil *,’ ‘ tho bonds oi' 
subjection were much Jess strict, tbuj under Thutluj 
IfL ; prudeiUinJ motives consLniined die E|gy|itiam! to 
be eoutent. with very muidi — with such ackuow- 
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leEtgmciits m isiitlifiiH] their vttoity mther thnn ^viih the 
exeircisc of fi real power/ * 

Tlic treaty cottchiclwl with iht.* Ilittiies If u strong 
inrlicfltioii of the changed cireunistnitces of Epypt, atid 
her innbility to mniiitun tho doiiiuiuat {lusitloti whicJi 
she had leachud uudur Tliothmea. It waa, tu$ atrearly 
observwl * t^sed iipoa tbo princnple of an i-x&ci equality 
Ixrtwoeti the two high contraoting ]iower8. Khituair 
waa termed ‘ the great king of 3£hittt» die powerful,' 
iLuneaisi ‘the greot ruler of Egypt, the powerfuL* 
The genealogy of each wns reckoned Utirk to hi»grnud« 
Hither. Both ptuilua eitgaigiKl reeiprocaily for their 
Kins aitd their sous' sons. Ftieudahip was pledged l>\- 
1 he following formtjlji—* Ife shall l»e «iv ally; he shall 
l>e tiiy friend; I will bo his ally; I will his frioud 
l(*r ever. The atipuhittotia uf tlie alliance were tlirough- 
ot(t 111 IItied. Xhe king of the Kliita engaged under no 
drcttmstanccs to invade the laud of J^pt, ami (Jie 
king of Egypt eugagod under no dreumstances to 
invade ilie land of tlie Khita. Each bound himself, if 
the other were attacked, eitlier to come in jieraon, or 
to send his forces, to tlie other’s lUisisiaiKie. Each 
(ilftlgwl himself tf< the extradition both of ciimhiaLi 
fleeing from justice, and of any other subjectu wUhiiig 
lo tTurififor their allegiance. Each at the same time 
stipuluicd for an amnesty of ofienoes in tMiae of all [ler^ 
sons thuH surrendered. The treaty was [iliiced under 
till? protectioii of Uie gods of the two couulries, who 
were invoked respectively to protect ohscrt-cra and 
pm I rah iiifnijgora q{ it** 
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li i» evident tjiat the neknowledgment of the Hit- 
tiUr power ami the cnga^iejnenlft to respect its territorial 
limits and defend it Hj^tuit foreign atUck coiistiinted 
(111 effectual bar to the estensiou of ^^tion intiucnce 
in Asia, mid very nearly rut Egypt off from her pos¬ 
sessions on and beyond the Buphmtis. Little mure 
than a nomiiml subjection of dependendca ao remote 
could retntiin* when wlrnost the whole of tJie ititer- 
meiliate country * ^as rclinqnisUed to n rival powtir. 
Tlie Uittile empire must nt iliis time have prcBetiied 
itself to the MesopotAtnian and E^yrian nntiona as that 
which was in the ascendant, and which policy required 
Uietti to court. Egypt's day must liave appi^ared to be 
past, and Uie (jmaJler stales of Westem Aaiti must 
have begun to gravitate to the acw ceaitre. 

A conspicuous evidGnee of tlie altered condition of 
things, stn>ngly indicative of die great advance of the 
liiLljle jjower, wiu tbo marriapo of IhimesGs, in tlie 
thirty-fourth y«ir of his sole laigii, U> the daughter of 
Xliitosir, and her prockmution its queen consort 
the unmo, which she must liava newly taken, of 
Xjr-miin-nefi'U-rfL *The prince of EhitOf clad in the 
dress of iiis counliy, hiiniielf conducted the bride to 
the jailocc of Ills son-in-law,’* (lud, after receiving 
hrMpitublo eiiterittiniuent, retunied to his own land. 
It woiikl seem that tlie princess had captivated the 
heart of the susceptible moiumdi by her remarkable 
beauty on nn ot:caaion wlieu die had eonie forward in 
hm: own country to plead the enufle of some captives 
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ivtiom he wfis laclioed to treat bnrslilj. • She stood for¬ 
ward al their head, tq$ofteu the heart of Kiii^lhunceea 
—a great incoiiceivAhte wonder—n:it knowing the 
Imprc^on whtdi her lieauiy made u{Kin hint.' * Tlie 
fiucinatioii of uncotifiduits lovelinei«) is alwnjs great; 
and Eameses wa§ apparently induced to iseek the hand 
of the Hitiitc princess by the fttJinga wliieh were called 
fort}) on this ocendon. 

Besides Ids great Asiatic wan to w'hich ihe ilittiie 
treaty put a happy termirmtioii, IhiintBea oonductwl a 
certain number of campaigns in the south luid in ilio 
east- III the south lie Jiad for enemies tlie Ciidiites 
and tliG negroes, in the west tlie Tahonno and the 
MaHliunsli or Mnxyes* In both qiiurters lie **1«?*n« 
successes; but tliey do not appear to have been very 
decisive. In NortJicm Africa tlte power of flie Maxyes 
was certainly not broken, for ive shaQ find dunti iu llie 
ensuing reigu taking tlie iiHcnsive and invudiiig Jt^’pi 
in forceand on die Up|x.T Nile only sinnll and tn%. 
nlficaiit tribes — the Auutom, the Hebun, the Teufu, 
die Tenmn, and the Iletan ‘—wen? subjugated. The 
boundarica of £^pt received no imponimi enlarge¬ 
ment in cither quarter, aor \vere her Asiatic losaea 
ouinpenaatcd for by Alrican giiius. 

One, and i>erhnps tlie main, result of all the mili¬ 
tary operatious in which Jhiinesea 0. employed hittLielf 
for so many years, was the ACfpiisitinn of many tlion- 
sanda of captives, wirae Aaiatic, some African— fcwnrt 
negroes from ihe ijoudmi, Ethiopians of iiqnalblacknesa 
hut of a higher type, blue-eyed fiur-haired Marmarida!, 
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light-red beaidleag Khit«, lithe Ambs, IiGaTily-framed 
JlutBD vritJi black beards mid ftjjitwres oFii Jewish casU‘ 
Klijini, Leka, Naljiri^ Masyea—-curried ofl* fi'om their 
Itotnes by tke gmapitig coaqueror, wiiose wars were 
iiiHli.!rtukeu uBiauch with ilic object of leaking prisonem 
as from any higher considGmiion. During hiit early 
years Asia fnniialieii the bulk of those tuifortutmtea. 
Tjitcry whtMi Ilia Asiatic wars w'ere tenuiiiated'—if we 
may triiai M. Lctionnunl — ‘ man-hunts were oiganisixl 
upon a tmuistroitg scale iliroughout the whole tsountiy 
of (he Siiudtm, ii acoie quite itnktiiowii at any former 
period. The aim was no Jougor, as under the Tbotii- 
ineaes and the Ameuliotepa, to extend on tills sido llie 
frontiers of the Egjptiaii empiretao aa to absorb the 
countries ‘which fnmished ivory and gold-dust. The 
prim;i[:ml or (sfi to apeak) atJu object was to obt/iiin 
alavea. Xtwly twery year there were groat raz^iaa, 
which started from Etlilopia, and returned dragging 
after ihein .chousauds of captive bineka of all ages imd 
lioth sexea, Indcii wiiJi diains. And the princi|ial tqn- 
aodcs of tliese pegrtv-hunta were sculptut^ uix«i ilie 
walls of temples as glorious esploita I ' * 

In counecliou w'ith thb couatant introduction of 
loTge bodies of foreiguers into Hiuneses devised 

m* adopted the plan/ so familiar to Astude conqiicrafa 
ill later rimes, of IraiiBporting hia prisoners eiiormotta 
distnnccs, aiul setlhug itiem in tJiose jtorliotia of hia 
emjjirq which were most remoie from iheir origiiud 
ubodes. Whole Tribes of negroes were removod from 
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[he Suuilan ][ilo Ajih; LiUvuu!) ami AjiUtics were 
plumed upon tlie Upper Nile.* ami cw^|>e 

beciune iu this way iiu[K)aable, uml even ihc yeuniiiig 
after » l(«thome r<(Mii3i!d, in cotirae *>f time, (o die awuy 
through the weU-kuowTi mcliiiaiiijn of the hiiiiy i n mimi 
to accept the inevitable. 

It wua, of cotirsci in cotinection with liis poasion for 
' grtait worlia * that Jtamoses desired mid obfdtictl tliw 
vatst oddithiti to the «torE of ‘ tiakeil liiimat) atrength,' • 
whldi on tiio itucession he inheritixl from liia prugeni- 
tots. In the earlier times the kings had employed iJig 
great rna^ ot Llieir bt those 'vaat coiistructionti 

hy which they had striven to iinmoitolhe their nntiieSL* 
Hut with the growth of dvilts&tion new tdeatt hud 
apntng up. ,$0010 rcgattl had come to be had for she 
fticUnga mid the wiidies of the lower oitlera;'* uiul if 
the iutiuttus oi forced labour atill tegnllv lav 11 [ton 
them,* practically it wn» now wet I nigh a thing of the 
past, and no longer an acimil gttevann?. Blnvesi, cap¬ 
tives, and subject races, not of Egyptian blood, were, at 
thb iieriml, the maicml 10 whicii kui^ bent iipoit 
raising great works looked for the executioii of tlicir 
grand projeuts. Of subject moes there seem to have 
KHin fieverd in Egypt under Eiitnesea, Uic principal 
leiug the Bharuteu or Bhiirdana, the Apuiriu or Aperu, 
uml the Etebrews. Of these, tite Slimtlmui were etn- 
ployed ]>rinciiMiIiy ns auxiliary troops,' wJtile the other 
two^if tlicy were really dUlinet"-fonnetl the main 
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>ioitn»r3 fitun M'hicli foniiKl bbonr was drawn l^y the 
nioiiarchs,^ We know tliat the ITcbrewH at tlie dine 

the Esudus uumbered GOOtOOCt mlult inalea ; ^ llio 
Apiiinii, if a dUtiiiet i«iv, lutty tmve beeii uat mudi 
li:£» [lutncfoua; and it is ii not nurmiHiiiiible con*, 
joirtiurc,* ibat in the time of lEjsmesos II, tlm anbject 
rate's ti»d newly tnude CH]niv«£:i leather amouiitwi 
to 11 full tliird of the popuktion. Thus tlie riiiinioh 
hod au d^uiiilituL stock v>r mw material ou wUidi lo 
dmw, witiniui [aiuiitg any poiosure ou Itk mitivc sub¬ 
jects, or ovcii scriotialy afibciiug tlie goncfitl kboiir- 
iiijirk<‘t. 

I'he great wi>rks of Ibimcsca Merjduicn may be 
iUvidiid tuiik’F rJie tw'o hciiik of work.^ ut' lililily juid of 
oriiHtnont. To the forinut class belong Uis ' Grcui 
Wall,* hU cutuil from the Nile to the Ecd Sen, ami 
Ilk niinieruus dticH; to the lauer, his temples, lik cO- 
lo^d otainea, his obelisks, imd his toruU. I'lic Oi'ii'iii 
Wkll, commenced by hb fatlidr, Sell,* extended from 
Felusiiim ti> Heliujiolia,* a direct distauco of ubiety 
milcA, itntl was strengthened at mtet^'ab by the esia* 
blishment of fortreaiKs iij^iori its line, the * trensitre cities,' 
or * atorv cities,' meutlimed in tjie of Exodus hr 
built by 1<he oppreiised Isimeliius, being, a* k generally 
thought,* fimotig their number. The construe don of 
ihk w‘urk b a strong tnilicathm of the deetiue iu her 
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military powor oa wMcH I^'pt win now ontering *—a 
tlccUno wUicti, in ^[pito of jt few exceptlonaliy brilliant 
f>eriixlAt tuusi be eonsddGietl to have »C't iu Erttni thia 
reign. 

*Xhe * Great Cana) ’—jjerhnps, like tlie' Wall,' oom- 
laeucetl by Soli ^—« proved by the ruius upon it« banks 
liiive l^ecti in tlic ttuiiii |bu work of liimescit.* It 
was, no doubt, provided ivitb locks and sluices,* as was 
the cannl wliii'b led tbc Nile water into ihe Fnyoimi 
awl in ihi* way the difficulties connected with the tidal 
changes at Suez and tlie vurunioos in ibc level of ibe 
Nde at Bubiiatis were met and ovorcome, Itreelging 
perha|is kept tlie western imd of the c?mal open, and 
preveuteti il from being silted up by die Nile mud ; but 
when troublos cntner tliis practice wins neglected, and 
the chnirnel soon became umiavignble. Commujiicalion 
widi tilt! Bitter Ijikcs Inul &om time to iltne to be 
<i[>cue<l, and Necpi, Darius liystaspis* Ptolemy P, 
Trajan, and the Caliph Oumr * are esfieclidly mentiuiied 
as having applIiHl themselves to the work of re-esia- 
blisliing the waterway. Various points of departnre 
from tho course of the Nile wore taken at diffiireut 
jjeriwl*, die latest lieing ni Bellmys, which is nbont 
eleven miluifl south of Bubaads (now TeUksta). 

Among the cuies boill by Ttameiies IL.or f«i on* 
hiigcd fw to be f.'Onadeitsd Ids work, were Tania—dte 
great city of the Delta—^which he made his caph 
fell;* Pa^Uanieau, wiiich Is probably ihe Ram uses of

The place is pleasant to live in; iL'^ Helds are full of 
good things; and life tione jjjtsst's in constant plenty 
nuU abuudauce. Iliv CHiiats lire rich to didi; tlte hikes 
tw'nriii wnth btrda i tlie meadows are green with vqgc* 
tables ; itiiin! is no and of the lentils ; melons wjili a 
Irtslc like tmnoT grow in the irrigated gunlcrw. The 
luims are fidl of wheat mid durra, and reach os high as 
heaven. Onions and grupos grow in die enclosures; 
mul the a[iii1c-irce blonnis mnong them. The vint>, 
the almond-tree^ ami the fig-tree are found in the 
orchurds. > . > Tlie red-fi^h is common iu tin* lutus- 
raiidir (be llori-nsh in the ponds; tuaiiy vuriedna of 
[he ^me, together with CJir]i and pike (?J, in the 
canal of Fn-lmrotlia; fat fish mid Khip!<l-]xmtm faslt 
are to lie dmiid in the pools of the innmlntion, and 
the Hiiuuz-fiah in the full mouth of the* Nile, near the 
City of the Ootiqtnaror, Tlie dty canal Pshonhor pro- 
dmres sail, the luJte region of Pnliir natron. Sea-

The most reninrlodde of the U^iiiplea craned Ity 
Ilamcses nre the Imifding nt Tliebus, once eajlctl the 
!ltltftntii)tiinm, hut now commonly known stt the Runm« 
«‘U£n (which htw [mmmi already desenixid in the fin*i 
volume of this work),^ ami the extraordinary nwh- 
tcnipla of IfwnmUul or Ahii-3imbel, the most Tuagnili- 
oent specimen of its class which flic world contouis. 
The fat;(nle is formed by fmii- huge uolusw, lumli seventy 
feet in height, rejmsenting Humeses himself, seated on 
a throne, with the double crown of Egypt upon Ins 
hcml * In the' centre, flanked on ciifier side by tsvo 
of these gigtiulii; figttresi is u doorway of the usual 
Egyptian iy|ie, openh^ into a wtndl vesitihuli;, whicJi 
conimunLcat4js by a short pijssirgc witli the main 
chamber. This is an oblong square, rixty feet long 
by forty-live,dividwl into a nave mid two aisles by twfi 
rews of square piers with Ositirt suuues thirty feet liigli 
iu front, wkl ornamentml witli ])ntTited ecidpttires over 
its whole surface.* The main chamber lends into an 
inner slicme, or ndyiutn, supported by four pirns 
without Oalrid figures, but olherwUe as richly ndoi-nwl 
•ta the outer apartmein, Helund the adytum hre smalt 
nxtms for the pricsti who sen’cd in the tem[jle. It is

and ngain, like the Gibled giant, after being stricken to 
the earth, and to vindicate to itaelf again aud again 
a foremast plncc among the leading kingdoms of tliu 
world. Wo dndl find Egy|»t. under the twentieth 
dymwty oreupyiug tdmoat as commanding a imsaiion 
ua ihiiT wUieli we have shi.iwii her to liave held tinder 
tile eighleonth and the nineteenth.

If we inquire what exactly constituted the pre- 
eminence of tiicse Phnnioiiic works over die reninhiLler,

knees, nnd they too are sixty feet high. Aa I I(»oked 
back on them ui Uie sunset, and tliey rt^ up in JYont 
of the txickgTotind of tiie mountain, they seemed indeed 
aa if tliey 'were |tan of it — -as if tJiey lielongeil lo 
some natural creMUen rather Unut to atiy work of art.' 
The Ipsmnbid figures are nlmost equally impressive. 
* Kothiug ean esotiHl/ we are told, ‘ their calm majesty 
and beauty.''* ‘ The wonderful flt^nde suqai^^ even*- 
thiug 'which our iimighiatioii <!uo conceivu of grandeur

It is the orditiary ibult of eolosat to taf coarse nnd 
vulgar. Giants nro nnplenaiug in actual life, and ning- 
nified representations of our fcllow-mun leave for the 
most pnri tm iitiiaiiisfHi;tQiy inkpreseion. The great 
colossi of the best Egy^ttiiui times arc Tcdeemed from 
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vulgaritr bv tli^sir mnjcntic paw, the atilT riguliiy of 
t til dr formiv and ilie suitiip wtiii'h they htitir iijion them 
of elcniol cliRiignhsts tniTiquinU}'. Frvifoutxj repiKis 
with aomediitig of a lijok of s«tn>, is llitiir iilninicierfcstic 
cxjifey^iOD—they rc-scmble beings above ntl imnmn 
weuktiC!ti!C«t, all kuitiitu (ML-yitms—Epiourwui dertka, 
uumtireniefl »|>eetut<iiv of llie kjise of tigea and the 
follies and wouii of man. 

TJu? liuS'feliefs of the period have two apetdiil fea- 
twx*i«—lim, they an» on n far larger scale ttmu nny 
previous ones t and secondly, they are more viguroua 
and anininteiL While domestic seetius ouiumuc to be 
rejircscnted in the toniljs.* and retigioiw ouca txiili in 
till* tomlia ami in the temples, (lie gnitid subject of 
war w for the first time inirtjduttxl*—all its phases 
receive c: ireful treatment, the munch, the micampmutit, 
the coiifltel, the wiege, the pvirsviit; vast sinfiices nre 
covered with enormous pirtiTres, into \s*hii;li humhxals 
of figures arc introduoed*—life, action, rapid movo- 
mutii. eitfii^gy are iKuirttyed, infinitely vimed otiiiudes 
occur 1 the aitists setnu to Imveemaiicipuied ihoinset vcu 
from ali tlie old couventiomd irammela, and reprewmt 
the varioiw circumsjtaiu^iis of battle witli ocjnal truth* 
fulness and spirit. Especially do ilmy succeed in the 
deliueatiou of the ueurly-iinportinl honm, now staiidittg 
still, now trotting, iu»w galloping at full spewl; nuoii 
w^ouiidetl, swerving, Ming prone on the ground; nr 
again prationg, roaring, turning round, feeling, athuit 
to lie down, extentlocl at its laise; in nvery puajUun 
e<|UiiIly well drawn ainl clearly stmltisl froiii the life.

ofxrurreil bi the taller part of the reign of BameiKia IL 
It coijsisied in a want of ctire uud Jluisht uu undue 
ulojigoiiou of die figure/ ami an ociasteiial ritderiiSEi 
tutil couofeiiew which are pronoTmciKl ‘burbciiic:,*^ To 
the unproiessioiiul eye, however* the difi'en^tu^e b uirt 
vety sinking, nitd even the aeulptures of Bameses III., 
tlio second king of the suctreetling dynasty, stfeiii lo 
fall hut litUe short of the great l•tastcr{l^ecea t>f Setj L 
and IhiTtu'sea IL 

In the imitter of religion, the most uodcealde 
changes which occurred are connected with the dbk- 
wojsihi[>, und with the alternate elevation find depicssioii 
of the god &I. Tlie cuk of the disk, favoured by 
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Aiiichoj*1ti5 TIT.(* ehh! fully vstJiljUsJiwl liy liis ^HJUT 
IT-, or Khiiei)iit«ji,bcbieHyretnurk«l>le 
nwuutit ijf its exuliisive ^^buractor, Iluj diak-wejT^luppors 
ojjposiufj unf.l disalltiwiijg all tiih(,yr milt5 auil religious 
usttipj)'. liutl Klivieiintfiii Wn able to eflwt tliu religioits 
tevolutifju at n'hicli lie aimerl, Uieold J'lgj'ptiaii rcligiou 
witiild have liceii destmyed, imd its place tvould Imve 
IxHiii by a species of nioiioiiieism, in wUicli tJic 
nititeiial iSim would have l)eeji riicogtiwed (w tlie On*.* 
and only Lord, and Ituler of the Universe. Arntnon, 
Khem, kucpli, niUmli, Muut^ Kliousu^ Osu is, I torus, 
Isis. Thott^, would liHve dwajJiieared, and sun-^vomlnp, 
pure and aim pie, would bnvo replaced the okl comidi- 
caLwl iwlyilieiain. But Egj-pt was not proiional for 
tltia change. Tnc htcrauc interest, naturally eiilisied 
Hgntiist it, was* strong; the populir iseiilimeut wjts 
opposed to clmiige, and especialiy to innovnUous which 
could be irdcoti to tlie iiuluenve of foreigners; tlbk- 
worship never obtaittctl any finu hold on Umi Egyptinu 
people: it waa a court rulijiiuh, iutrudutaaJ iiihI siis- 
taiiied by Idtigs* for which tlie bulk of ilicir aubjocta 
had neldter regurd itor reverence. 

It was otijcrwi&e with the Set mewetnunt, which 
strove to elovaic that goil to the highest pluec in the 
Pantheon, ITiere had htxn in Egypt, from a remote 
antiquity a fitrupglo Iwtweeii the devotees of Set and 
tlioae of Osiris,* the esoioric tucauii^ of wl licit it is 
difFicuU to penetrate, for we can acairady sopiMK? iliat 
tile followers of Set were actual devibwondiippora. If 
the myth of Osiris was onginstly solar, iiinl Set was 
merely night, which engulfs and destroys the $iin, w« 
dill understand that there would be, in nidj a couiitry 
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»is Egypl, peiwus to wliuu tiigUt mtglii iieem moro 
aifniimljkv more tltviiie Umii Jay; wlio would therefore 
tnke the p»rt of Set, and tliitik that Jiu had doue well 
to !ilAy Us brat her. And tlie divuioii into the two 
camp^T «mce begtitt^ w'oiild continue Ion<f after it» 
nienuiug had becoDio lost to view. 1'he Oatna wof' 
shippera were always Anytng Iniwl things of Set atid 
seeking U> deprus him Itclow the point at which he 
stood iu the origin ill FanthcoiL The Set wonthippers 
resUttid diem. During the curly tiionarchy, Set, on 
the whole, maintained a fairly high place.* With the 
suwe^ of the SUepherda (llylnii'Vs}, however, lie entered 
oti a new ]Joidtkin. Set wu^ the patron deity of the dt^t 
nyksos king of Egypt, who actually bore Ids name; 
Hiul &'t<-wor«hIp tlius received a new imindse and a new 
life under the She[>herd rule, until at la^l it wufl. in 
Lower E^pt at any rate, eautblisliod as exclusively 
the .stale religion. When the llyksos were expcllcil. 
Set fell witli them, not merely losing the position to 
Avhicb he had attained, but ainidng to a comparativelv 
suboi'diimtc pin tie among the Eg^'ptiait deitii^. In Oiis 
]iosition he icmamed ih rough out the whole period of 
the eighteenth dynasty,* but wiih the iii.TesMU>n of the 
nineteenth he once tnorc i;:ime to the front. Rameia^ 
I. tin moil his eldest son Sell— a nnrac oommonlv writ-

ten with the figore of the god,* ami implying a detli- 
ntititm of his first-boni In that divinity, ^li, ivhen he 
liecaiue king, natunilly brought Set fonvard, not only 
worsldpiuug liiui together with the other Dsirtd goda *

A war with dm Sliasii, or Bedouins of fk»mb-western 
Amtnu, who Inul ugida beiiouie dominaut tn the region 
Ijoiwt^eu I^ypt and ralestiue, b ihouglit to liare 
hsui priority over die otiiers,* Rainese* invaded tlidr 
rountry, ilcstroyed the Jiui#orci»buiiS ijio/Aor) in wliidi 
they livoil, kilkt] no doubt large tiuinliers, luid curriwl 
Iw k ittoi ]%yp{ a vast booty, tc^rether with numerous 
prisoners, whom he made over to die piieadr egtaldisit- 
merib at various temples to be emfiloyod as slaves.^

croadimttjt lioJ toJtett place ujioti Efiyptiim icrriuiiy 
iltiriitjj the lime of trouble. The libyaiw, Muxyan.i, 
AfihviiiBet* AuaeiB,'* and oiJjer kiiuired tribejs had bt^en 
iMi dmiuir aA to ovtitslep the bouiuJiirie!> of li^'pt Jiropr, 
Htid to tauiblkh tliuQuwjlvea aloug the whole of tlio left 
l>ankof the KtJe, from Afeniphia toihoiihoniaortht! !\le- 
iliiemuieaii, TJiey laul held jKiaseBsiou of (hia imci f tr 
a number of yean*: niul bad formed permajicnl settle- 
inetiliit when.- tliev lived with their wivist iiiiil eldlditm, 
while thdr mmieroa'j herds graitetl tlic ridi strip of 
lerritoiy oveHlowed aunuallj, mid fertilised, bj' the 
iuuTiilitUitn. Hmue^ea fed ajmu tlicJU suddenly wUli a 
[Miwcrful fotee, niid completely defeated them iu a 
Hiugle great batt le/ a (tor wliich ho drove the reuiuaui. 
lieyutid Ills bonlere, mukitig, aa he udvunuetl, ouinerotis 
piisonenn and even caipturing theUbynn chief. Of the 
prifKiiim Uikctt, some were couflued iu fortnifiics t 
Olliers, after being branded wltlt a reddioi iron/ weru 
presi^I Into liio naval service and forced to act us 
manners on boartl the Egy^itiuu fleet. Blnvety was the 
jKirriou of the women mid childnaii the cattle, which 
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Tffas ((K) nuiDcrotts (o count, incrcoitcd the wonltli of tlw 
pric9it-colJ<^ nitadicd to ilie greoL lemple of Aniinoti 
at Tbebea. 

Tilt* first w<ir witli the Airicon nations \$ fisef! by ati 
inscription to the fifth year of Rmne*ia.‘ He would, 
iipparciitiy, Jmv-e been t'ontetit with ihe laurels 
ill ibftfe two minor nttnpiugns, mid would have teiniited 
fonaiie m funher, hud Im* nut been tbreed in »eir-defcnc« 
to mwit two terriblif tmacka. which, in hia eighth and 
tiffiaiit in his eleventh year, threatened Kgj-pi with 
dwtruetion. Tew things in history are nitnS' extruor- 
dinaiy Unni the aggressive movement, wJiich snd- 
detily, in the eighth year of Ibuueaes Hi, spresnl tlie 
flmues of war over aL tin; East from the skins of 
Tan ms Ui the mouths of tlie Nile. There is ^t 
in identifying i|,t (mrticnlar nations which 
look part in the ex|ie<lirion; * but it am scarcelv 
lie doubled that n league wus ftmnc^l between ii 
number of widely sejiaruted pcoplns, jjnrtly dwellers in 
Asm Minor, purity inbHlijtants of the coasts and islands 
of Europe, and 11 combined Hltack or^riiswl, at oinx- 
hy land and by sea, hiiviiig Syria for its immediate mid 
Egypt, for its iiliiumtc object, The isles and shores of iJn* 
Mwliteminain gave forth their pitatieni hordes—.the sea 
was niveiwl with their light gHllcys, and swept by their 
strong o«ns—Tdimiimi, Sharutt?n, Shekhiaim, fulaha, 
Uashesh, eombiueii tliejraqiiailrtma inlo a fleet, while 
Pnrustila and Tekam adi'anced in countless nuuiber^i 
along tlie land. * No ptHTplo stood befckre their nrins.' ^ 
Bursting foi'ih from tlie p istes of Taurus, the hordes 
spread thcmsclvos ovci' Northern Syria, wasted and 
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{»Uimlt>n>d the eniinj count it of the Ehitn, pnx^ficiliiijr 
ex^twiird us fur aa CunJiemish i tleftcejulcd upon Pnlijs^ 
ttiic, Jind were iibouUo prc» u» intol^^ypt^ vt heti they 
were confTonted by Itumcses iit the lieiut of ilie E^{>- 
tiun onny. Oullitig in tlie md of Rtnttegeuit tlii> 
I^hnrnoh, who wjis pnibublj outnumbere^l, sncCRetled 
by mc&riB of an fttebiejli in iSefeutiug Lii 
llirew their hu4it in to confttaiot), und after au iunneiiiH- 
filo lighter drove the remrmni of the broken army firom 
llie Jield. But tlie struggle was even yet not over. 
Thougli the attack 1)y land had fnileil, the ftllterl lleet 
gallantly persuvenjiL <iuitting tlieir rlcfeiiied fneinlm, 
the Tiiuaiiita. wtlh tlieir eoufedenttea, made i^il for the 
nearciit mouth of the Xlle, lirtping totindit imgnnrdefl. 
and iutcudjiig in ilint e:iae to aaoend the stream Jo 
MetnpMs, or to ravage far mid wide liie ferlihs region 
of Lilt! Iteitn. But llatimses had inatle preparuiiimic 
ngnirtHi this peril. He lual astnbliiiited *a ik-fem^on 
the water, like a surotsg wait, of ships of war, of tner- 
chuiutuoin of bouts and skilTsi't in other wurda. he 
hiiil left » licet to guard the IVliwiar mouth of the 
great riwir* and prevent the Tdrmiirui from CDieniig it. 
lie also hurried iu person to the pmlaible seeue of 
aedon, mid arrived in time to bike lairt in the great 
battle wliidi fmairated llie lost hojies of the im*iiders. 
And pTneed li^ypt ouiU! Ttiore in safety. liis 

tiiivuHbrtmeou ten tied with the enemy in the shallow 
wiitera of the Peluaiac lagoon, he liimnelf with four of 
hi» MMiS Jind lun liest warriors lent their uid to eoin- 
plete the ditscoriihlnre of the asanilnuts by shooting 
ihviu down witli arrows from the slioiw.* K we rightly 
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r«nJ the kinge tneaning xa the vain-gbrioiis iiiscripuDtk 
which lie SOL up uj oekhmtf lib viciorr, tlie Tiirmiitia 
were ^ fJu" Auu^'essfui to hre&k tlirougli the oppcisiug 
vcisjcU of the Ejjrptiojis* uu(! to force tlieir way to tiu* 
shoi’C, Uul litatf their fimgre^s was arre»ie<i * A well 
of irfjii frhut them i« u|>cm the lake.' The best tr^xjp 
of Egypt lined tiio shores of tlielHgoou • puJ wherever 
the invjuler>» alleniiileil to Lmd, they were foiled Ho 
[Hilsed, divshed to the grauwd, licwu dowu 4l the edge 
ot the water, th^ were alniii by hmulrcds of lieapsi of 
eorjise^ After a w'hile rt^btonce (TeHsed, and large 
nomlicre were made prUoiiers, The empty 
atuek fast in the Nile mud, or lh,ttiii»g ut niiulom iijmn 
the lit ill W'Bier, became the prbe of the victom, and 
w<ire fouud to oowtuiu a rieU booty. Tluw ended this 
rc'inarkalde struggle, tit which aittioits widely severetl 
and of various bioode—scarcely, ss one W'ould huve 
ihoiight, known to each other, ittni Kejuuatcd by n 
diveroity of interests—united io tm attack ufmii the fore¬ 
most power of tlte whole world, iraversoil scveial imti’ 
tired luiles of hiud or sea sncce^fullj', neither rjiianel- 
Itng among themselves uor meeting with disaster from 
without, reached the cotmir>' which they lmd liopetl in 
conquer, but were lliejj completely defeated mid re- 
piitbcd in two great engagcDieius—one by hmJ, tin* 
Ollier partly by luutt and partly by sea—#o that ‘thetr 
spirit was aiuiUdhiuxl, tlieir iKiiil was taken froin them/ * 
Henceforth no one of the naiioiM whicli biok purl in 
die combined attuck is fuimd in nrins ngiuust the jmwer 
that had read them so severe u lessoUi 

It might have been hopctl Umt Egypt, mtseil in re¬ 
pute by her double victory', w'ouh! uoiv have been left 
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in penile, sunl tiiive entered ok n jjroli>ngeti ptriotl 
repose. But no—this was not to be—her triuls vnre 
not yet over. JitUe mare tJnui two ywirs of 

the events just ruirmted, wiotlier fiiHoiis attack wiis 
made upon her territory by a poworfuleueniy, seeking!, 
like the Tekaru and Punisaln, to eHect n ficriiitiuent 
williiti her IwrUors, mwl tlicreforc accornpa- 
jiied by ilit-ir wives suii fiimilies, ilioir boys, their 
ihdr sluves, »ntl even tlicir ftittle.' TJiis time die 
invaders were thuMasbuijaslni<. or Maxyes. who appear 
to liDVc InJjalntitl the region called kiurmarica, or * iTiu 
Cyreniiica,* the only fertile tmet intur^Kwed between 
Ej^rpt and LtieBcylik of Tunis. Alrcnily, iti the ivigtt 
of lilonephthalu they Imd mude otie great attack 
the more western portion of ihe Delta, nnU had Ijoetj 
liefcaied wiih fic^ul aluugbler by Uiat laonanth.' Suli* 
seviueiitly tliey had adopted a syateni of gradual ea- 
eroiichincnt upon Epj'ptinn torritojy.fltid Inul foiuid ilint 
< 5 'stGm tolemljly *iiec«sful until, in the earlier pari, of 
his reign, Itmoaeses Itl, drove them out, Now* in Ids 
eleven til year, probably midtr pressure from the west, 
liiey rcMlvMl npou a new invitsioii, {lerlmps hoping to 
find Egypt weakened hy the recent contesL Their 
leaders were Xapur, and his son Miiehadial, bravo men 
who imrierilled iheir lives lii u weU-nigh doapeinto 
undertaking. Compared with die Tekam atul Tiiaaunn 
they wCTfi an m«gTiillcant enemy { and Banieseis ensity 
defeated them in a groat ttatUe on the Canopic brauiili of 
the Mile, wberoin they lost aboi-e 2.000 killed, ntid nl- 
uioflt lui ijquftl number uf pnanners. Kiipur was captured 
in the ecuirse of the ejigngemcnt, and after Lis capture} 
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pttt todcath^^ Manhitshal aurT43ndeTit'<l to Kiune^, witii 
such tro(;p5 os liail stirvivod Itgtit, iiiKH>atlitjutial}y^ 
It. 19 to be imjtefi tlmt Tie recdved more mereiful treui- 
raenl then hia father. 

Of tile remmntnu Wfira of Remise* III, we pos!!!es<H 
no lietaib. From the ttrpmseDtntioQS ti^ion liis f<cuT]>- 
tiire* tlicre Te rensou to believe tUat he comlucteil at 
leaftt one i^inpaign in tlie extreme smiili, anil Buotlicr 
in tjie ix^motir itortli'eairt, und that in botli his etforta 
were crownetl witli al] the suecess that he mitioipnted. 
Beyond Tiia imurliem Tiwitier he nttueked a ml del'entetl 
the Kthiopbus. together with ihe negro trities of the 
Taunua ami the Ainar„^ In \Vi'«tem Aahi he seeiint to 
littve ovemni the entire lerritoiy lietween I^ypt Jiml 
tlie chuiii of Afimntis, eariying oO* pristmers tliirtV' 
eiglit eliLe&^ among whom were those of Ciindimbh 
and Aleppo,® and forcing the rtattves geiieralTy to re- 
Hunm that portion of de[iendein:e tif>on Egypt irtiieli 
Ititfl been origtntdly iv^inlilishefl by the great Thothmi*8. 
We are even told ® thut be chiiins in sonie of his scnlp- 
(nrei supremacy over XHliani'fn or Western Mcsopiw 
uimio, IIS well as over Flint, Kush, and Cypnis; but it 
is—to Kiy tlie Jeaet^—doubtful wliothcr his dominion 
nsiJiy extomltftl over any of iJiese distant ri»gions, 

'I’ho reign of Knmeses III. extended over ihe bug 
jieriod of thirty-one years,‘ ami he Inul ihiH nrnple 
lime, lifter his deretisivc wars were condudetl, to din>ct 
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Itix at tentioii to Ui(^* material wofk» luitl tiiUHX'4t5 on 
'which the prosperity of a countr^t nnt^ the fwne of ite 
ttiuuurcL, to u tiu^'c estciil de[JCfiU. Of aU hb C(>n- 
htruriioii.'ii tliL‘ uiimt nitigiiificeiit wa» the ^liettutifur 
of Aiiiniuu/ which he built at ^iMlitiet-Aboii 
ojipiidte Tiiel^ea, aiitl wliidi lie atilurued with fwinted 
KSiilpturi^a comiiieinomUii'c of Jib gmit irictorieji. Here

ilinor fihrbuis were olso erecteil by Ihiniesea tlT, iit

itt Abydos to iMns, luul at linam.^cn to Sutecb.’ Uo 
likewuK* uiiide an addifioji to the great temple of 
Amnion at Kumak ; InU tliis building is mid lo be * a 
vrty ottlituity piece of undiiteeture, iilifiont wortltleae in 
Bit artistic point of view,* * 

Mttre ini|H>ruiiit tlnui these minor sbriiics, and fur 
more useful to those who dwelt In ita 'vicinity, w'as the 
great reservoir which he (njuaimeijeil in the oounti'y of 
AiitUt* by lomc !Hjpi)osed to Imti’e iieeu at fieetahebn,* 
Ijy Olliers near SneZi* which wan snnk in the earth 
It* a dojilh of dftj'-two feet, the side* being lilted with 
stone, and the whole basin eiiged ^vitli a qniiy, and 
wnlittd ill, 80 that only those who were adimttei) liy dm 
niitiioriitM could use tlie water. 

AnothiT work of utility in which this beneficent 
nimijirch engageiil W'jis the pLuiting of trees. *Uvcr 
the wbote laud of Egypt,' ai^ordltig to bia own tie- 
count,* ' he planted trees and shrubs to give the inhabi- 
tauts rest under their cool ahade/ lu a cliuiato like 
tJiut of Egypt, hikI u oouiitiy where indigenous trees 
are few, no labour could be more serviceable;, or more 
grtitd'nl to the moss of hia subjects, than that which is 
here indicated. Barely do we find despotic monarch^ 
siH* sympathetic with their people, so though Ifni on 
their beliidf, 90 anxioits to benefit them, ns he would 
seem to have been. It was the crowning antisrn<rtiun 
of bis life, that by liU domuslte administnition unit hU 
militury successes he had bn) ugh t Egypt Into such a 
condition, that *- the vreakesi. woinan could tnival uiimo*

abundantly* A comtnetx;c vl'us cstablishe<l with a 
copper-pnxludng country not previously heard of, 
called Ataka, and the ore w'lw brought to hgypt in 
vast quantities, partly on sliipboanl, partly on llu» 
backs of A Heel wns built near Suez and 


launched npon the lEct;! !5ett, w^hicU made voyages tt* the 
coast of Ptim, atid there cxcharigeil the prodnetinns 
of-the laud of Ham (Khemi)’ for the gums and 
ppj^, more espoiuidiy the rFanWint.'erisc, of tJutt remote 
region.* The cnravati roijte fmm Coptos to Cosiseir 
Was i'e*opciiecl, and the riches of the ICust once more 
flowed freely lutu Kgypt from the various regions that 
iKjrrh'f the Tjidiaii Ocean. Tlie general weulih of the 
coirntry largely increased, and, the rwmitie rising with 
the advance m tlic nattonnl prosjutniy, Ihuncaea w'tis 
able to make these enortnona oficringe to the principid 
temples, wliich are recordial m the document known 
as ‘ The Great Hnrns Papyrus.’ * 
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It ia witK n pfinlfmnbte pride thnt Kameses cx* 
rimiDs, loxviirds the dose of liis long reign; *TUc Ininl

fieilple’jt comfort by giving iliem everywhere Uiu 
jiUiaSiint shade of trees, he mijdjt vvdl expect to be 
l>optilnr« and to terrtjinitle Ins time on enrtli.und *jom the 
eirele of die gods in heaven,'’* wttliout aniTcruig freim 
(hut mime iif dcs|M)[tam, conspiracy, Jtut in a corrupt 
soiticly die best linvc ino^i to fciir; and tJiereis reaaun 
to helieve that the E^ptian court, since the mtrtidiic- 
rioii of jKilygamy by IttuueseB IL, had bocome a hotbed 
rif intrigue and vicious .sciiiiiiuliritn. Eiinuclis hiid in itll 
probability ]>een given die charge of the njyal "harem,* 
and liud brought with them Into tite jmlnce ilte trick^^ 
t ry Olid simrnolefisni^ for which thnt unhappy class 
ia noted.

These wem Tliebes il«tlf, Sb’ttipbia nnd Sals wbieb 
were united, Tnoi-, SehennjtuiSt Atliribis, Ntitho, 
Pisflpii, lIeraolfiO[Mtfe, Moud<», Bujiirk, Momemphta, 
This, Hemiopoli#, Lycopolb, Ac. Among the ntlers

and a X(H:o. Hit: laHi ruiinetl chief, who wa» ruler of Saia 
jiiid Mjeiiiphis, ia do doubt tlie father of the first Psama- 
tik:^ 1111(1 we uiay pi'eeutne that, not rory long after 
his arccsEdon, he assoeinted that firiitce uiion the t]in>rLe, 
ducc Pjoiuatlk counts the years of ids reign froiu RX« 
(> 0 T.^ rciiifliiicd for tiiree yean in this couditiort 

—eubject to Assyriii, niiti uplit up into twenty gorcru- 
nienis or states, Tirhjikjtlt s reign appeared lo have 
come wholly to au end, and ilie Eihiojitati domiidon 
to have terminated. 

But (lut Etluopiiius were merely biding their time. 
Tirlmknli had witlidrawu toXapjita or to Men's, where 
ho ke|>t watch u|»ou events. Xo sooner did Esarhaddotu 
ill H,c. noil, allow signs of physical decay, than Tir- 
hakah * issued from his Ediiopitm fastnesses, descended 
die valky of the Kile, esfielled the kings set up by 
Esorhaddon, and re-estnhlished his autliurity ewer the 
w'hole conniry.’ “ The kings lied to Kineweb, w ficre 
tliey found As 3 hiir-bam-[«tl, the son of Esjirluuldi.m, 
estubUshed in power. iHeaming fhjm them w'hui liarl 
liappimKl, he at once put his forces in motion, and in 
S.C. ddS led til cm thitntgh SjTitt and Falestiiie into 
Egypt, defeated the Egyptians and Ettuopiiins in a 
great Ixiltle near Earhiiuit, stonued Memphis and 
Thetie?, and forceiJ Tirhakah once tnore to take refuge 
in Ids own proiier coiintry,^ After this he reiirod. 
iiuving first reinstated the princes in their former 
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govcniiQf^iits and strengthened the Aasj’rinu garrisoos 
in the various towjis. 

Bm the ctintesl wna ‘not yet over* The tribuUiry 
monareiis rheinselves had grown wcaiy of the Afisyrian 
3 ^e, mid were bcUned to prefer the Ethiopimis* if 
wibjection to one power or the odier wa* a uecewity. 
They intrigued with Tirludcali; tmd though some of 
dietn wea* urrested and sent to Ninuveh,' yet the 
rebellious spirit suioiddered ou; and, Lower Bgypt 



beii^ in a ^te of disturiiaaoe, TirludEiib again invadi'd 
the upper country, took Thebes,, and prepared to 
inarch upon Meiuphlii. Nveo was sent from Ninuveh 
to opjHitso him, and Tirhakab in alattn evnctinled 
Thebes, and retiring to Sapata, there di«l (a.o. 60TJ, 
His stepson, Kut-fltmnon, iliu Unlamanrt of the AasjTum 
iuacriptioiw,* eucceedetl him, ami imtnedialely iippHed 
himself to the task of tnalntoimug the Etliiop'mn power. 
Descending the Kila, he reoctmpied Tliebes and Mem- 
phts, deored ^f 3 rpt of the Assrruins, and made hiuuelf 
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mtister of Ibo wliole country, A^iliiifbatvipal, Ufiou 
tbii®, ujiiIuTtook the coufluct of tin? war in pen^ui, 
initnihwl m army into TS^^pt, ilfovc Hiii-amriion from 
Memphis to Thebes, ami rroiii Tliclies to Xip-kiji, an 
unkuovpu town of Xu bin—thus, for the fourth time, 
irttitblisliiiiij the AsBiTiim authority over the ooiuitiy. 
It ’B'cnild seem that Eut-«miiion, shortly nfier this, 
dieil in Nubsn, And was succcGdetl by Mi-amiuon-Xut,* 
who was perhafjs n ^tui of Tirhakah,' 

Mi-amiiiori»Xiit teik us* that in the year of his 
fliiiONHyn t<> the throne fabout wx*. CGU) he had a re- 
rwirkahle ftream in the (aight, seqjenta* iipffcared 
Ui him, the oug on lits right hand, tite other ou his 
left. He Woke i-t flrul that they had vanklied, and at 
ouee consuUetl the bterpretcts as to the iijtianiaig of 
Uie vision. Ji waa exitounded to signify that all 
Egypt would one day be his—the Lower i?ouiitn' as 
well aa the Upper; tfie laud was given to him in its 
length utui itt its lireadtli ; Ammou would be with liiiu 
and prttsjwr bim.* Mi-amtUou-Kut accepted Uie iiiier- 
prulntioii, and marched upon E^ypt at the head of n

act lip after their munriLT; that their revenues may W 
given to ilie gods and gialdcsHia, and die oOertn^ fur 
thf dead lo the dectiuajd; that the [iiio^t. itmy iHieh 
tahiklied in his place, and all things 1>e fulfilled 
ttcooi'iUng to the imiy ItiLurtl,' • It was not until he 
naudted Memphis that ni^ oppcjsitlon was miula 
Tlifre a buttle was fought o Uhuui the walls;, and a 
dta.isive victory gainwli* after wliieh Memphis was 
ofcujik'cl. and the enlargement nml beautiftcatioii of 
I he ti'fJipW of Plithuh commencotl. Tliu eliape! to 
I’hlbidt'^ktm-CJsiria, tweatly uncovered by M. .Msut- 
eUe, wlticli is full of Mi-iinuuoU'Kiu’s soulpttU'es aud 
iriscriptiiin»/ was tio doubt taken in hiuid mid highly 
deeomieid, its gtoiira being hilnid witli gold, iu [iwii- 
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cIUdj; tnftde of ftcadR-wood scented wifK fmnkiii 
otnuct its doors of pdislietl copper, aud iLeir frames of 
miu.‘ 8tiU, the prinees of the Deltn, Assyrinii feudn- 
Uedtntcd to cotne iii-i s.iid Mi-ammon-Sut after 
A while ppooi}ede\l agaiitst LUeni with hia troops. Tlie 
pritices i>hu[ themsolvca up in their towns ? fltal ujj* 
willing t€» wflilc hla lime in sieges, die Eihiopum 
rehnrn'il to Memj>hfc«, and pmbiibl)* <n>nimctui%tl sepS' 
rate oegoliatlous with the various chiefs. The twuU 
was that ere long they made up Uieir minds lo sub- 
luit, flud by the mouth of rni^nir, king of Pi-sapti,

But thia expetiiiiou, which had soenied ro rivet the 
Ethiopian yoke on tlie necks of die ^j'ptinus, led in 
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(hrl to their shaking it olh On the one hnmi, the 
nltuek showed the prineca the evils of flivided empire^ 

ntid siigge^teil theidea of their plRangtliemMlveftiimler 
a chief. Oti tlic itiher, the jn.m'intcrferencc of ilie 
As^nm in the qoarrel renderwl u phtin tliot llieir 
jx>wer wfi5 on tlie dwiitio, and that the Egrpiiiuis liaU 
not tniicli to fear from them. After having iH'en a 
shuuk-coek lieiwcen Eihiopla and Aasjria for otnne ten 
or twelve years, %ypt resolved on an emleavniir to 
detach hereclf wholly from h^>ih. How Mi>aji}ruOti-2ftit's 
authority wiis vlmketi olT we do not know. Perhniis he 
dietl, tind h*fi no successor of snftirrieiit cneigy :t> autimpt 
ihediflieuh nisk of holding in stjhjecdon a great nation, 
posses'wl of a higher civjligMiion tlutn that of hb own. 
Perhape he made a sCnt^Ie lo reuiin hi» auth«>nh', but 
wm worated. All that \h known is, that, frt»m "alwiit 
the year B.c. 6.50, the EThiopian dotniniim over Epj'pt 
censed. Ji had lasted, with tntemtptionfl, a little moro 
or It Utfle h^ dian a renturr.* P^iyjft had deiived no 
advantage wbttever from tlie eotineetioii, had imptoveil 
neither in arts nor amis, and cmild himw not a single 
inonument of nay splendour or artiatic excellu&oe for 
which she was indebted to her ironquchira.^ The in- 
fltienruc of the grunt Jfigritic p<Jwor wan altogether 
clcprt'^ing and debasing; niad if under the new 
ilyuaaty, whidt sucoe««lwl, the E^ptiaiw showed any 
advance in dviliaition or in nny of the arts, it was 
owing, iu>i to ihe ckvser contact with thedr southern 
neJghlioum, but to an eflhifnce which reached them 
from the north.

The long sirugglt! of the Elbs(jj>u»ii5 antj A^^rkna for 
tlic nuutery over Egypt, the mphl ativmiecs jmJ 
retrentf e?Ew?uietl by the Annies of l>otli [lowefs in the 
i;aiit>e of IhevaHoviteiunpntgiiB—iieivftiicoB nnd retreAte 
which genomUy coTiimiatctHl at one ostretiiiity of the 
Sile Vfllley niiic! tennhinteJ nt the other—must hnye 
ir»flii-te4 an amount of injury on the cotuiiry niid peopJe 
which can wHirocly be catimntetlif inUHt iuive half rutiiiHi 
the towns, and have carried desolation over the broad 
nhd fertile plains on eiilier side of the river. The 
great city of Thebes—so long the adniiiatioB cd the 
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Gm.‘k»,‘ ftiu! pnibably for mnii_v ngpg quhe tbe tnoist 
mH«5nificent ciiy in tie worlil — jmissocI ioio m bywonl 
fi>r (Icpr^ioit and decay tn couw^tumce of the long- 
continutfd trollbieg. ‘ Art tliou better thun fKipuloii^ 
Xo/ Xiucveb iva» itskwl,*' that wna siiuate among the 
rivers, tliat lutd tlie i^tilcrs round about iL who»e rani- 
part was the fiood ? Yet slw was tarrierl Hwnv—alio 
vent into cajnivity.' And lliii fate which hefetl Theixsd 
was sliiiml by Memphis, lloraclwpoJk, Hcitnojiolta, 
UiX'seljek,* tmtl by ilnf gniat majority of the other 
towns. Nor could the ruin be reiuUly rejiatrcd. The 
petty piinces, vassals either of Asyria or Ethiopia, 
'i ere^aeitiler aiiflicicnfly u^snftHl of their position, nor 
sufficiently rich, to undertake works of tlio cost and 
magnitude needed in onler to rcsiore the nttmKt 
ctliOces and oblitcmte the marks of invasion. ITius 
^gyp^ tow'nrda die middU' of the seventh wiituty ij.c„ 
was reduc^l to ii condifiou of extreme wrctcbedniiss 
and depression, from which it could scarcol}* have bujeii 
nntieiputed that a revival would over take place—far 
less so tmpul and complete a ruvivat as that which waf 
actually effected under the FaTiic inonarelis of the 
great twenfy-rixth dyruiaiy. 

The signal for the movenipiit which resnltcd in this 
revival was given in the fur-off coimtty of Bahylonin. 
Thio% about b.c, BSO,^ h lirother of the great Assyrian 
monarch, AsshurlNinipid, raised the stanilanl of re¬ 
volt against hts suzerain, and, in conjimcdofi w’ith die 
neigh lion ring conn try of Eiani or Susuuui, coiinneiK'eil 
fl airuggio for indci»endefu'e. At the some time, in

Tt seema to 
iiitvc been Uib meituilon^ nit her tliBu any quarrel with 
his bmther jjnuces/ tluit eunsed PstunTnctichns, at this 
time king of Sa^, to form the jirojeot of reuniting 
Egypt into n single inonurehy, and at the stitue time of 
reletmlng hbi ounntry from any, even nomirnd, depen¬ 
dence on A^i^yrirt^ Itefore, liowevex, ninnifestiug hia 
inlejjiioti by any overt act, he look tJie preoniition of 
■>ltt!ngtheiiitigliUmjdlf by a dbitiuit arid.jx>wiirful aliitmce. 
Having Imnit tJmt Gygei*, king of Lydia, a rich mid 
warlike momirch, was iliHiflbciod towards the Assyrian 
[Kiwer,* svhich luid recently bum exteudod over iiis 
countiy, he sent aii embiv'.^y to Sardis, wltii n request 
for n coiitJiiceui of troops^ Ovges asseiited i'' and a 
liotlyof ,'m]dier?,d!*awTi dnieily from IheCarians ami iLe 
Ionian Greeks*—who were at this lime in his sen ice* 
—was despatched ijx>m Asia lo Afrit'Ji, uj Iielp Paamuie* 
tirhua against tlie Aasyriaua mid the AKsyrian vititenl- 
kings. By the aid of these foreign auxiUariee, the 
foite monarch was completely succ^ful. In a Iwitlle 
near Motucui^diis ^—the nuitlem Arenouf—lie signally

lationa. Fsammelichnaliimselfhed idscuriositjattnuied, 
and began experimenfa ttnd investigations. A strong 
spring, which welled forth from the rock in the neigh- 
boui'hood of Elcphaiitind, and was csdlet! bysorae— 
Eibsurdty enough—tiie true souTce of tho Kile, was 
rcfaitefl to he unfathomable, Fsamnmdchua brought a 
measuring line, with a heavy weight attached to it, 
and Imd die fountain soimdoil, hut failed to reach tfte 
Imttcirn.^ A question having raised, probably by 
some of the newcoTnori<, as to the relative antiquity of 
diirerent races of mankitid, Psammeticlnis hud Iwo chil¬ 
dren isolated from llicir spedea, brought up by a dumb 
lierciianaii,® and suckled Jiy a goal, in order to see what 
language they would speak, since lie prcstimcd that, if

A iwoond consequence of tlic Greek itifiux was* the 
estubtbimieuL of & dass of ’ intcqwetcra.' who acted as 
interoiediiiries betweeu the Greeks and Uic native 
Egyjstians in busAiiese ti-aiwueiJonBi being eqiisilly 
veisatit with tlio languages of both nations,* the 
Greeks:, with Uiut aclf-couoini which characicHsod Ihiun 
ak>vo all the other jseoples of antiquity, deditted to 
9{ieuk or iiiKlereUuid any Inngintge but their own, and 
thus depended on theinterjiroiets—peisona in a liuinUlc 
]«)Mtiori—for all tlidr knowledge of the Idaton', iind- 
qnides, and rcligioiu* opinioaa of iho E^gyptintia, llenct! 
probably the frwjuont mistakes which disfigure their 
ftisviuiiia of tliese maUerti, and detract so largely from 
iheir value. 

It ■would seem ^ that another coiisetiuonco was llio 
opening of fh» oommunicatioti and ebmmerchd inter* 
course boiwecu I^ypt and Asiatic Greece, such *w iiod 
rertaitdy not esiat^l previonsdy* The Egyptians had 
lutheno ttcca jeabufl; of forcignera, and scnrocly 
allowed iheni to laud upon their const* Now Greek 
tnule null even Greek fieUlemcnls were eiicouruged. 
The Milesians estahliahed a fortifi»l fwil on the IJolhi- 
tine mouth of the Nile, and shortly afterwards founded 
Nmicratis on the u csierti or Canopic brauclu* Tliat 
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city became an irupoi tatii Mtrep&f of Greek commerce, 
and tlie uiiicopoly of Uie lucmlive tralllc tbus esm- 
brishw) was not long eonftjji.'d to a single atate. Cliios, 
Pliocuio, lib tide’s, Holifarjiusaiifl, Mytiliiiiii,;^iaa, Sutikm 
diumol ft flliare in Ike Egyiiiinn tmde/ and NmicMtis 
ahortly jicceived imraigraiiUi in constderuble uuiiiber¥» 
from tliese and oilier Greek oitits. Tlie wines of 
Greece were Itigbly appreciated by %yptinn epicures; * 
mid Greek pouery arol giyptb art iittraclod u certam 
ariioiiiit of favour, Greek coiirtctninsj inorcoTer, csta- 
blished tiiemselves at Kiuiciatis, and accumiiluteJ im- 
menatt fortunes.* TLna Uie inflnence exercised ui>oti 
^3'pi by the Greek set dement was one not nhogether 
for good; but on ifie whole it is |m;ib!ddo Unit tlin 
bein-illa wltibli resulted from )l outweighed the dis- 
advntiUigcs, 

The loss of milttitry streuglii coniKxjnent ujion iho 
desertion of llic ‘ watrJom ' did nut ileter Ppammetichns 
from nlteiiifttlng, like other fonmlcrs of JjTuutiiea, to 
obtain for iiiinself the prtstifti* whiidi is derived fitnii 
foreign eomiueets, The j^s^oiart power declined 
rapidly in ihe decade of yearn wlndi folbw’ed the loss 
of l^gyptr* Western *4aiR boonme tUsoi^nised, and a 
tempting oppiintuiity wag thus ollem] for Eg)’pl to 
claim once more thiminion over Syria, rsntametiehug, 
if ilinre tfl any ground at all for the attitement of Eem- 
doius thill he liesiegetl Aisotus (Aaliibd) for tw'entv- 
time years,* must have eommenecd liis nggressiotiB in 
iJila quarter vmy soon after ho been mo king of nil EgvqiL®

but U wonlil seem tlini from Aslnlrvl In' proew-tlcJ 
roribwnrds along the Symn ronfit» ami rcducwl Phos- 
indn u» a sfieciua of vasanhigetcstablbhiiig the Fgyjitiati 
]j^iwcr over (he comst line sh far nort!) as AnnliWi wlicrr 
lie built n temple to the Egyptkn goddess. Setthot or 
Ihtst, and left a atatumte tiiaeril>od with his nunio.* 

It was probably afier Aahdod bfld fhUen, Btiil wh^'n 
Pitnmnielichns regarJed his power os Crttily fired in 
Philtsda and Phrrnicia. tltat a aiidden danger mnnifcHtcd

region after niiother, fiwdly descended niHiti Syria, nild 
tbrediGuoil to iuvnde Bgypt.

by ti colonnade, ailonied with Cbfirid figurea eighteen 
or twenty feet high, rsummctichua olflo made a 
now galk'iy for the ruoeptiuii of the Apia bulls after 
ihitir death, iu tlie huriul-place of Snecarah,* pimdng 
tlie solid rock with an:hed etiibrasui'es, ju cadi one of 
wliidi at leafli otie Apis wiu* to be deposited. He iike- 
luhirucd ^tcinphts with a new temple to Lk^cXiet,* 
where she was long lionourwl tta the wife of I'hthali 
and the Gotldew of Life. la Tliebea be restored those

nevertheless one of the most enteiprishig lunJ cncjgelic 
of Egypti^ rulers. Inheriting his fuUicrV tfaiigns 
ngaituft Syria ruid Plunnleln, and convinced that the 
successful prosecution of sudi on enterprise Sa the 
conquest of those cotmirit.'S required the employrneni 
of a jKVweriitl fleet,* hia first efforts* were dlioottiil 
towanlft tJie construction of u imvy cupshle of contend* 
iiig wiUi nity lliut the Pinenimu monaroha couhl 
bring nguliist liiiu.

Gloeioly cotinecti’d with ilnifo naval projects and 
asfiirulioiLH was, bcyxind all donbl,*^ aiiotlier eniorprise 
in which the uf-aivii-tniiided monardi e»gag‘al ut the 
aaiiie poriinL The grcsit king« of the nhieiocnih dy¬ 
nasty had, !19 ^ve have seen,* esliiblijflied water coin-* 
tiiuiiioiliou iHilwcen Uio two £gyi>tliin seas by iiiistiiw 
of a canal carried across from the Mlo near Hiibsistis 
to the Bitter Lakes, and thenco lo the head of the 
Gulf of Sucx, But liiis work hai.1 been iuioaded for 
commercial, not military, puriHfses, and laid been <x»n- 
strurted tin ii moderiito sc-dc, tlie width of the cutting 
being probably not mucii greater than tUnt of the 
c jififtk uf our own conntjy. Xeco’a dtdgn wiia of iv far 
gniwti-r diuhwwr.

itiulriutt cttnnl cost Meftemet AU ihe lives of IO,UCJO 
men;* liinv miiny wero sneriflred in the rMijutrnflifin 
of the greut cutting of M. do I^essnps will probably 
utT%cr bo known, Koco is snid to imve lost, Wfore he 
desisted. I'iO^OCKt of his htlKiurem,* The numln;r may 
l»e ail exaggemtion, hut. it iodietiles n fuct. Jiicava- 
tors having been unwisely coiu?entxnUHl, ur too much 
Inbtiur required i>r them, or on insidlident proviainn 
having been made of the uecessaiy supplies, u fearful 
rnortulity was dm coiiaeqittmce. Tlmiwainls perlslied 
in die course uf a few inutiths j and either comjtfission 
lor his Bubjecia' woes, or fiair of their reniutment, 
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inthicwl the monnrrii reSucUmtly U> forego Lis purpose, 
and lii^vB liij great work uaaecomjiiLslted. 

Out the ideit of unldtig hia two imvics stiU Liiuritetl 
Iiiin. If it could iiot be effected in one way, miglit it 
not in tuKitlicr? IIw Greek friendit would tell liim 
(hnt tlie Ocean surrmiuded the wlude of the Ciirtli,’ tutd 
lie tniglit cutijcludc from llus tlmi Africa waa n jientn- 
aiita. If au, migbt it not be cireummvvignted ? To 
obtain nil aie^wer to tiiia qnef^tion, Keco dcspatclied 
from n [jtii’t on tlie Ked a body of I'Uocuiciau 
nutriners, who, 5iardiig ‘witii nbiitidaiit aupplloii, atiilcd 
aoutliwnrd until tliey reacbed the extremity of the 
African <‘oiitii*ent, rouudvd the Cujhj of Stontta, and 
retunicil, by way of ibe Atlantic, tho Stnuls of Gibrol' 
tiir, and the MediLerruiitam, to ibe country from which 
tliey lind taken their defsirtureA The ulteinpt waa a 
success; but the amsccss involved a dii'nppointmetiL. 
!k» ituicli yiue was tukeu up by tlie voyage that the 
JiiDciirm between the ivfO Jsoas, thus proved to exist, 
wus of uo praoiioil acrvlee. Xcoo had to content 
himself with the glory ftf n geogniplnad discovery, 
and to jxdinquish wholly his project of uniting his two 
lleets tnUi one. 

Having occupied iu these entcqiTMCs the first two 
or dm.“e years of his rcigu,* JCcco, in fl.c* <508, pro¬ 
ceeded to comment.'O motive inllitary operations,* m- 
vatliiig Syria with a large nnny by land,* while no 
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doubt lii» fleet co-operaUd by adv'andtig uUiiig dm 
fhore. Already' [to^sessetl of Ascnlon and Ashdod, be 
foimd no diffleully lu pcnetniliug by llm coiut tHjute * 
aa fur iioitU tm the dtj of Megiddo on the bonier of 
the great plain of l^droeloit. TherO} however^ he wna 
<?onfi-t>nted by u litKiule force, whldi blocked hie way. 
jL»iah, king of Judnlt, mi energetic nioimrdi, who hud 
lokeu ndvaiitflgo of the Ml of Nineveh, iind the general 
ut»etUeJjictiL orWeatoniAatik coiijkKjUCnl thcrcniioUt b* 
Tcuniic (indtT Ills ovray the gtX'Uter jiart of the okl 
kingdom of DavidJetermined du opjxiteug the fiu'lhcr 
Irrogrests of the Hg},'|>Uiii aiiiiy,** eitimr from h sscnae of 
duty, because he regarded himself as a IhvbyIonian 
feudntoiT, or fixmi a siispicum tiuil, if the liigy^itinne 
becanm lords of SyTin, tJicy would not allow him to 
retain his sovcidgnty. In vain Necu tried tu disarm 
his opjiosition, and imluce him to retire, by aii nsauraijco 
that he iiatl no hostile intentions against JitdoHi,* but 
was on his wny to CorchumUh, the great slrouglioid 
u[>oit the Enphmtea, whei'c he liopetl to meet and 
engage the forces of Nnl»>]^Ia^ftr, king of Ilabylon, 
Josinh was obdnnite. Even Keoo*a Assnranee that Gwl 
was with him, Jind Imd commanded the cspedilioii,® 
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ffliitjt] h' nlUT Ilia i'csoliiiioa. Abotili? was thus fortwd 
on tlie Egj’ptian moriarnht who would gladly have 
evoiileilcmc ; iitulthe Iniats ot Egj'|>lauclJiiKlu!amet, for 
the firsl rime sfnee the days of Aae, in the nc-ighlwur- 
hixid of Megicldo, the soenc of many conflletjf. Aa 
might Imv© beou csfjectefl, the Jewish king, tint liciivg 
mintculousty heijH'd, as Asa vma iigtiinst Zeiuh,* very 
soon ^uccninbetl; his ormy "we? completely liefonU’d, 
nml he hintwirmoriiilly woujided hy an arrow, Hfustily 
(]xiittiiig the bnttle-Iiehl. he rmule his way to Jcnv!j(ilotiti 
where he sltortly afterwards flicU of the hurt re¬ 
ceived (It Megidtlo.® Tile Ep’ptiuu moiuireh, having 
brushed awtiv the ohstncle in his path, pui’auetl Iiis 
tumvji through Galilee and Gcoie*SyTift to the EiiphnitcS'. 
Whether he foiighl any luorc battles or no is unwirtaiii; 
but it ftpiMHOT tliat his espedidem was entirely auee-'ua- 
ful, ami that the xvliole ooimtry subniitlwl tri him* aa 
far ns Canihemish {Jerftbohirt), Three montli? sniheetl 
for die coiiriiieHt* and at tlioospimtioti of that time 
the vietorioiw monureli reiiiriied to ISgypt. caking 
Judiea f>n his way, and nuiking new' nrmngements for 
ita political stoma nud government. As a king iiud 
l)Ceti sel up in the place of Jostah without liis antlionty, 
he depOHed him, loaded him with nhsilus, and carried 
him to l^pt ns prumiier.® He did not, however. 
nlwUsb the Jewish sLile. On llie- eonimry, he selected 
fnjm fUe family of J(,«iah die prinee who hud tlio liest 
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title to the tliTotie,^ anci cstabU^hcd him nt Jenisulom 
03 subject or tiibutiirv motiordi. ITl* ilnm Jbswi tJto 
tribute’* wliicli JurltEa should pay at 0 hundred tuJeJitif 
of silver (4<h(j254) and « tnlcut of gold (tl,fJ0(>4), 
whidi may be eonaiderwl a vetyuiodemto rcquhem tuit, 
uiid returned to hi^ own. cotuitry. 

The subjoction of Syria 10 Egj'pi eouiiuLied for 
three yeira;* TSut iu n.e. fiOa Iy'nl3ifiol0S!»ar, king of 
Biibjton. luivinit perhaps assodtitcd his eldest kjo, 
NcbuchnihiezJifir,^ 5Ciit him at Uie hiyailof a htrge army 
to iviii hU spurs iti a ctimpHigii against King Jfeco. 
That uionnreb, aware of whut was intended, rujiivhed 
in person to die defejux! of liLs newly ne^rfiurwl itu titon', 
and took up a |>oi!iiiiiii resting upon Chrchcmish,^ 
where he awaited the onset of the eneiuy. Tho 
Egjlitian force coiujirised, na usual, a large bwly of 
rluiriots, consisting Sardes of horiKimcn and footmen. 
It was an immense Jiogt, and is described tinder the 
metaphor of a Hood, whose waters toss U> and fro, and 
cover the twee of the earth.® Seemingly die 8reeks 
nud Carians did not on this occasion fotni any part of 
the exjiedltion, Afriiam nnxiUarli'a alone l>eiiig em¬ 
ployed—Ethio[jjiin3, Nubhins, nnd Marraaridm,’ It 
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was not brig Wore Nubudynlncsisfiir mnde hits ap- 
pearoDix, and joined battle witli Lis adversiiiT. 'We 
have no ijarticiikrs of the engrigemetiL, lait its result is 
aliuiniiiiilv apparent. Neoo *niha-ca a complete oml 
sLuniefiil defeat. Ifjs ‘ valiant meu were swept awiiy; 
they detl ajHioC) ^ ntiti * ctiitabled one over another.'® 
Tho prestige of F^f, whioh latoly stood so higij, was 
utterly lost. Tljo ciy went forth, ‘Phiiraoli, king of 
^Kyi’h blit a noise,* an empty sound, and nutliing 
tiionr; Mie has passed the appointed time,' outlived 
Ills energies, (uid is no longer fomiitlahlo,* The 
vidorious ihibyloniaa? lainried all before iJieni, swept 
down the Coile-Syrian vaEey. ovemm GaliW nml 
Samni-i'^ mid appi^d shortly before Jernsalem. 
JcLotakiiii resisltKl [hem, and thy city stoinl u fit'go, 
but waa quiekiy taken and pliuidereil by ihe iiTcshitibk' 
invaders-* .Nehuchadneiizar thtut contiuueii Ins march 
jK>utlmards, mth the intention of attacking Egypt, and 
would piobably have nmde liimeelf master tif the 
country, lintl he not been auddeniy ejdlc<l away ro 
Babylon by intelUgeDDe of the decease of liia fmher. 
Leaving Iiis prisoners and the bulk of hi» inKijis to 
make Uw lorig niaieh by the orrliiwry cireuitous route, 
he himself with a few Hght-anned crosssttl tlio desert 
and hurried to the capiinl.^ 

Neco Ihna obtained a respire, and ivas able in eonie 
measure to repair his losses and redi^m Id, fwaition, 
before Kebuclnulnez^air found himself at Ideure to 
retiirti tnto SjTia, mid see to the consolidtiilon of his

Tlie EtfVi>U.iii monarrli ^aw dearly tMt It was of

dtuaihr Under these cinuinisiances, Egypt escaped 
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«Jl fiutlior atUick; and Neco must have felt tliai Ui^ 
incriguea hml had n success which he luid scarcely 
dared to uQUcijMite, 

from n.c. 605 —tlie year of the battle of OarcJuaiiiah 
—to B.C, 50C, when he died, Xeco imdorlook no militarv 
exptxUtions, but nursed his siroug’th, aud nttnulucd 
tXTsUtently on the defensive. It wm prolmblj durini; 
tliisiutiTvnl litftt he occupiijd himself with the boilif 
iii^ta whitdi lire mentioneti in some of hb mseriptions. 
Though not n monarch who gmily interciited hinuwif 
in architcolure or nri, Neco still regarded it an incum- 
bent upon biro u> leave wime roeniorials of hb reign. 
He made ^Iditione to tin* templeii of Phlkah and Noiih 
ut Memphis* embeUiitijed Snis,** and set up Pi bleb in 
the quiime* gf Tooin und k the valley of HamnuimAt * 
A suiiue, which represents liiro on h» knees making 
Jin offering, uditrns a private <!olfecti(m in Park^ 
Seven*] vnoes and scanikni ktiit hb namet*' but, on 
ibi- whole, he rougf W jjLurcd among the kings wliow 
remains nre soroty and iuifigniiicont. Ik ts'^tliought 
to have been buried at wlieiiw, early in the \m 
century’, w’os brought a scambmus, taken fmm a 
tmiinmy, which bore his name and had probably Wn 
pkixid by die enibftltners upon the r<^on of his htjart.* 
Acciinlkg to Lf[@ius.* Jfeco had two wives, Net* 
akej t-niimauu hk half-sister, iind Takhaut or Takliot. 
It was the latter who bore him the son by whom he 
waa siiccecdetl,^ ant! whom he named after his owa 
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fiitlifr. Pfiamfi-tlk. Tlila printw, cnlleil by IlenMlouta 
l^Tnmi»,^ luid known to motlGnL liii^toiiniU) ^ P«nm- 
tueLuJiufl H-t was (listlngulahRd from hia grandfather

His shon. reigu of six years, or rsifior c>f five yuaw 
and M half,* was not very eventful. As Tyre stiU 
1 tallied ull tlie elforts of Kebueirnduezaiir,'* Uiei'e was 
for the time uo danger of tlie Bahyloiuaes triHibiliig 
li^ypt i and Psafiiatik seems to have felt lilnisetf so 
Gt.-cua' Ufxm Ihls side that he veulured U> emfiloy the 
main strength of the em[Hre in the directly opposite 
q tuirit'P. llorodotiis tells us I liu t he made an cspeili tion 
into Jilthiopk; and his own monuments give umtieroua 
indications of his presence and direclitkg energy ujmn 
the ElUiuj>iatt border. Two iiiscripticuis ou the rocks 
HiEIe|>liuntLud,ouoin the ishindof Bigdi orBtghe, two 
at Phihe, and one in the island of Koii09a>,“miplyiifltfty 
of some fjonsideruhle length at the extreme soiUli of 
his own projwr temtoiy. If we refer tft his reigti the 
celebrated archaic Greek inscription of Abu Simbel,' 
^<vc uiav consider that wc have actual evideuee of Ins 
Hihinpic expedition having penetrated deep into Nubia, 
under die joliu commajad of a Greek and an Egy^niau 
gencml, iu the latter of wliom we may perhajia recog^ 
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nisc the Lit^ r^plioa moimrcKi Ajnasis.’ 'VVliether 
41 uuiitijigutit of iTvws ulso lent tlieir iiiil to Onf F.<rypriaii 
oionureh, ns stiilcfl by Aristoas,* U perhs])s more 
^loubtful, yet Ls cortdiuly but bojond tfie rajige of 
p</ssjhililj. and Judtbn were iit ihi.-s time doeely 

dniwij togetlier by wmiiioa fear of [JabyloQ; aaJ 
tliotiglj Zodekudi, the king of Juibea contemporary 
wiili Fsamatik IT.* was a Rtibyloiiiau feudatory, yet iu 
his Learl lie was tUoro uglily dm fleeted, iulerided to 
lavoh, and looked to to biipport him. Tiie 

friendly act of sending some of liis own subjects to aid 
Psanijitik would strengtlioii lii$ clmtii for a return in 
kind when lUe flttiug hour came, luid may thus be 
accepted, tliougli liie auEliority upon wbicli it rcstti is 
w^euk. 

PsHmatlk would scent not to huTC Iwought the 
Ethio[ji!iJi war to an end. An inscriptlou Ujmu a statue 
now iu the Louvre Ldln us that an Egyptliin geaci'sl, 
tiaincd Hor or Homs, wits engtij^ed in a stmggle witli 
the ‘ laiscmhle Ku^h^ iu Ibc flrst year of Apdea, and 
coin^iIoteJy vanqiiidicd them, tJiua tcciuiiiatiiig the war 
which had been i^innieucwl by that king's prevlcocssor.* 

Though little disliuguidied as a warrior or as a 
statesman, as u [tatron of art Psamatik II. fo]ii>w<.4! 
wortluly in the fooisteiis of his graudfather, lie 
adorned with bas-reliefs the temples of Abydos and 
I’hilai,* made additions to the great fane of AininoTi 
nt Thebes,* erected an obelisk {or olieLLska)* to Eia* 
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UariDauhia and Turn, prol>ably nt HeUtipoiw, and 
Mloniotl SiiM will a statue of bmiaelf and aiioiher 
the gotUhrea Xcilh.^ Suitnary ienmt to have rajeived 
groat flitcDtion during his reign. Besides tlie two 
figures alrvady tneiuionwd, the umsiuma of filuroiH' 
tmd Afrien contain at least five otliet^ iiwrttly, however, 
iricorapteie, whiob belong to this periotl.* One of 
these, iti tlit i.’olk'ctlon of tlie Vutieim, is sjiid to be re¬ 
markable for its beauty. ® 

The wife of Psiimatik Tl, was a Kitocris, distin¬ 
guished as fierelrpi-Mentit,* tlm iluiightet of Neto imd 
Xitocris-MiniatiL She bore liirti twoehildreiJ,a .*1011, to 
whoiri Was pvea as a umne ilie throfie-nanie of his 
great-grftnt&ttLer, Uft-af)-ra, and a daughter, etilUd 
Ankluics-lie fern prA.^ The non sitcoccded, and was 
known among tlie early Gwefcs us Aprics,* among the 
later as tJaphris.'’’ He wus a vigorous and ejttOTprifimg 
prince, not afraid, of measuring bis strength a^xiiwt 
tliat of Bidjylou, and having H for his esjKwiai aim 10 
r(!-eshihlish Egy]>linTt influetice xo'er the Asmlic regions 
formfiiiy held by the great kings of the eiphtociitli, 
niueiiitniiJu and twentieth dynasties, and rorenlly o«ni- 
pitjd for three yeare by Keco. Having riiphlly brought 
the Ethiopian war eommeneed by his fatlier* Psatimtik, 
to a succcfsfid ctmLhiHion ® (b.c. .iOl-O), Im lent d ready 
ear. in n.u. 58 S, to the atnbnifsadors of Zedekiah, king 
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of Jiidain, wbo proposed u close alliaticc between the 
tv^’O eouDUnee, anil tliat Zedekiidj diciultl 

tlimw ofT the Biibylotii^iti yoke and ojienlj rebel, if 
Apries (Hophru) would agree to support tbo movemem 
by a coiisklenible nruiy.* A treaty was iit once con¬ 
cluded on iliese terms: JiKkea revolted: and towards 
Uiu d(.«e of the year yebucbadnezatir laid siege to 
JeruMlem, building furta oroitud luul blcickitding it 
so strictly that no one could either quit die city or 
enter iu A price, under iliesc circmnstnucea, rediMiiniit.1 
his: pleflgCi levied nn omy, and, quitting Ilgypt, 
III arched to the relief of tlie bd uiguered city, oud 
uctimily raised tbe dege.^ Tbs ikibyluuiau nioiiurvh 
rlid not wait to be placed lietwecn two dnufi, but broke 
up from before Jerusalem, aud pTxitM’eiiedsoudiward to 
meet die more important emmiy. Uopbni, advaueiug 
along rho const route, had, it would seem, taken Gaza,* 
and purioips Aecakm.'’ wlieu lie received iutelligeuce oj‘ 
the npprotich of die B.tbyloiniuis, It is geiierHlly sup* 
posed ibai he at once withdrew into Egypt, ao avoiding 
w bfltde; * hut W) sudden tt nbniige of mind seems Im¬ 
probable, iinii Josephus distinctly asserts that ati eu- 
gagmiKUtt was faght iu which Jfebm;hadiiezjsar was 
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victorioiia^* A pries, ■woTstcjd in tlic figbit bad to rotipe, 
and made na fojlher liflun. Tbc Ijloekadc of Jerusa¬ 
lem was re-«siabJislii 3 tl, famine set jn^ tbc Eloly" City 
fell in b.Cj & 8G, and the Inst lemimot of the Jcwisli 
[Kinple was led away into captivity-* Tyre siirreuilered 
in the tuat year,* and tlje schemes of Apries, for fba 
tuouicnt, canio lo nought. Hahylou triumplied; the 
^rreut king relumed in B.C. 585 to IkiljTloti, with tnore 
tlion one conquered rncuiorcJi in his train, viciotidu* 
over E{nypi, rGasnieia, and liuclaui, in aster of Asia from 
the range of Zagros on Uie one Land to ihe ‘river of 
Egypt' on the otluir. 

But siKWcss is opt to beget security, and perittcl? of 
exertion are, in tLe East especially, apt to be foliowwl 
by periods of repose and indolence. SelmcJiadnezaar, 
wlieti he reluriicd Uome from the capture of Tyre und 
Jerusnlcin, must have reached an age at which tho 
physical fjovi'eri begin to dcciiy, aiii:l when ret be¬ 
come an objwt of degite to most men.'* The silence 
the iJabjdomau bisloj 'uin * and of the Bnbylrjiiuui mcmti- 
menle with respect to military expctHiions at this iieiifKl 
of liis reign gives rise to die su;^piti([«l that, bnvilig, tiii 
he iliouglu, done enough for glorj-, be now proceedcfl 
to console liimseif fat the hardships of wnrfaro by 
giving hiinsrif up to the ietlnctive enjoymenis of au 
Oriental court. In auy case, Apries seems to hnve 
been cmbohleiKHi to resume liis projects of aggrandise- 
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inent, and to have aitackod Sfda with a caiulaned 
dwjt aud iUTOV,‘ We are told by Herodotus tJiiil he 
fou|>hc a baLik* wUlt the Icing of Tyrv in seti^ and soul 
ati espedtiiou agaluat Sidtra by Jund.* Dioclonut adds 
til at he took Sidon, and dcleated the combined titHiT, of 
IlicGiiicia. and Ot’prus In a great eugagenjent.* Tlieac 
gnmd eucoesM.‘ft no elated Idui tlait he k aaid to liitve 
defied the gotls to cost biro do'ivn,'* just as at tm wu Uer 
duto he Imd allied the N’lle his own erentiun—‘ tlie 
utreum ivbieh lie lad inade for liimself.' * 

It was, however, in die counsels of Prtmtlerice, 
that he should snfier n severe reverse of fortune and 
periali lutsemblj.^ What degree of credenise, hi deed, 
we ought to attach to the story told Uy liaitxlotus of 
the oirutiiiishmecs under which lie was de|)OM.tl ntul 
put to death, is doubtful. Herodotits was iofonnecl liy 
the Itg 3 'ptiiiiis that the revuludoii wiuch brought his 
reign to mi end arose out of mi misnccessful esjje* 
ditiou Agiiiitst Cyrfine, in which ho was tiiuuglil to 
lave ititentioiiidly samheed the lives of isirriie tiiou- 
fuucls of his ^ildlers;* but .ToM^phus beheved itiai lie 
was put to deadi by XebuchadiiezKar.* luscripiions 
liiive retieiilly lieeii Uiseovereil which sliow tlm! 
chaduezzur did really iuvudeEgjptiiihisthirly-fevejidi 
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jvtir (B.C, r»(>S)» a Oiite whlrli fiillfi witliiti the UfvLlaiv 
of A pries/ a»c1 coinddes stj iieariy wilb tJiu acct-sii^n 
of Amasijf Rd to rcofler it higlily prolirtbla llint tlie l^‘o 
erci»f.s tpore coimecied. The mmwrfdi, it 

ap)>c£ir8, overran the wliole of Egyjm m far as Syum^. 
anil only there enconntercil tlic l^jAbiR troo[jfi/ wlio 
were under the oouimand of llie gettcml Hor, the 
heroof A piiea's Ethiopian earn pit igo* This commander 
chiim)i tlie merit of Uaritig inflii^^trul n cheek on the 
LUbylonian anna, and caused Xebuchadticiutar 1o re* 
tire; but he dt'>es not dispute the fact tlmt all Egypt 
lay at his mercy, and that be had it i» hin pmver t** 
remode] the govenimeut as he pleased. To depose 
otm monarch and aid up another w:ts the mnal iniicitce 
of the Ikibyloninns—to execute a prince wlm had 
offended against their code of iiitomntionnt law vvjis a 
pnx-eediug not unknown to them y* it I’jvunot hut he 
suspected, more now than aver, that the true conrae of 
events was concealec! from Herorjotus by the self-love 
of die EgyiUiniis, and that, whatever ilisHiontent may 
have arisen from the fiiilnn* of the G_\Teiinic expedition, 
A [tries was really deposed and executed, and Amasb 
iiiTide king in bb stead, by Nebuchaihicifizar, 

’fhe vic'-liui of n monarch's offended dignity, or. if 
we are 10 believe HcnaloUni, of u mob's ImLred, was 
not deprived of the fuiiend lionnurs to whidi his btrdi 
cntith'd him. His body wnis embalmed, and buriiiil in

near tlw aancluary.* Tbe pfisaioua wlilch liail pui-suetl 
the Hnng tnau calmed theniselves in tlte proaeitce of 
de»[h, njitl the last moimrdi of tlie line of Pstimnveti- 
cbua I. Wiia uHowed to tlud a resiioji-place in tire 
sopulchne of his fatliera. 

Apriiis was wholly uudistmgulslied as o hmlder, 
and ciuuiot lie satil to have been even a liberal patron 
of art. We hove no evitlence of hia having employed 
more than o aiu^le iioulptor on u riii<^Ie occasioji in the 
hijlltt's' kind of gli’ptii: art, namely stHtiiarj*.® HI* 
iteka are, however, coniinou, and arc sometimes adorned 
wiili lats-rdieffi i * but iliese have little merit, ffor 
emi more pmUe Ik given t<> tiie wall rmgnietiL^ iKbmg- 
ing to his reign which have been fouinl at .Sahnriyeh * 
and elflewhero. Hi,* most work is itiat stmiD 

obelisk which now sinrids in (lie Aliiferva at 

Rome, pliieed by the linitoaiic iJeliini on tlie baek of 
mi elephant.* It bone of a fwir,* which the Itoimma 
brought from Egyi>l to adorn the temple of Taw nud 
Senipb, wiieu they adopted the worship of those Egyp- 
tinn diijiies. Originally dedicnteil to Ncitb,' and 
erected probably at Sab, it beeame llie symbol of n 
veiy diliereiit mid lower worahip in a remote and 
nUen capital. 

If Ajjrica, however, cared little for attisiio nie- 
nioriiib, lie did not U^U^t k' leave bdiind him iiuiiie- 
roiis records of lib reign in Uie way of btacnptioiis. At 
least sis iuscaibcJ stelie iKlonging to bis lime are still 
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{rxta»i^ tmil he Itas rock ttiscnpUone at ihe 
jlibqiii'^UMoUik,^ iti SilaiLU,* nt iliu ishuid of Bigeh,'* at 
rhihe * iiutl at Uio islauil of Eowtksso.* Eis moitL im- 
pi>rtaut mcrnimiil b otie found on the aite of the temple 
of rhituih at Mempfaij^ which has been translated 
I)r. Wicdeiuana,^ It secures the rigliis and privilcgea 
of the gQ<l Fhthah, aud of the priests attached to hk 
worship at Memphis^ in reiT stringent terms, requiring 
id] ufficials to protect tiic prltats tit ilia of dto 

toinpIC'laTids, to iraprras for the public seri'icc none of 
thoir slnres or ]>cttspLatft, aud even to luaioram in good 
rciatir dte caniJs !>y whidi the temple-lands wereiuter- 
eected. It is evident that iiuiicr Apri^is the priest olnss 
retained its ascendeney, and tliut even a moiutrdi, who 
thought no god coultl east him dowu, regarded U :ls 
prinleut to court priestly favour. 

It b agreeii on ad humih that Aahmes, ^ j|| [1, or 
Antiisis, wiio succetalwi A pries, waa entirely uncon¬ 
nected by UUmxI with the Psarnatik family. Aca>rdUig 
to Tlerodotus, lie was a uadve of Siuupli, a small town 
in the neiglihoiiriitMid of Safs,* and was not even a 
member of a distinguished house, but a man who 
spniug irotu die umldJe doss. Tliis k nut dkjiruvcd 
by Ilk [ro;>3ciatou of liigh miltuijy niuk, even if lie was 
iiu officer uuder Ptsfunmis;* since iu theEgyjitiau miU- 
taiy service adhTitieeuienl was obtaiueil solely by merit, 
Variiiua tales were told, not greatly to his cretlit. of the 
conduct jiursned by Amaais in bis younger daySi** when

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iie -wild * solving his wiki oiUs; ’ but it is qAiestiOMblti 
wiitatlicr inudi vfudit ehonlil Ijc uiUch&l to tluMii. 
Even the anecdotes of hia beiiaviour as king ’ m-e of 
ilie Itfgendurj tyjj«, pandlel to tkose which the tjarly 
Pertiaiis loved fctt tell of Cyrus, nud the Inter ones of 
ArtuxorBes, son of Babek, the hiatoricfd value of which 
is alxnit etiual to that of the tnle, with wliich each 
English child » made familuu* in the nursery, of 
King Alfred having hia ears U^xed by the ceuthewi’* 
wife. We may perlui^ia conclude, from the goueral 
tone of the tales, Umt iiniong the channel eristics of tho' 
mouurch w-as a rough tuid not over-dGlieate humour, 
which plcuswl tlie coininon |>t!Ople imt shocked the 
more reiiued among hU eitibjects, Ele immpeiiiiaied, 
however, for thin unseemly tittU by niunerous pooti 
rpuditi^. lie was active and energetic, cxempliuy in 
his devotion to bu^ess, distinguished as a buildei’, us 
a coiKpieriir, as a legkbtor, aiul above all as uii udmi- 
tiisinuor. If lie begiui hi^ reign under il iscredi table cir- 
cuiusmiicus, holding his crown as a Babyloniiui fetida- 
Utry, and bountl pn*bidily to the piiytUieui of u tribute, 
he ultimately aucceeded in raising li^yit to a high 
pitch of prosperity and a lofty jxisilioii amoug the 
midotis.

A «cri<ia of liigh iijuuJn- 
ttaiiji IS said lo hiive iuiunstfiwl Ute prwluolivo jjowtr 
of ilie [andt* while bu uctivu comrnL'rto* eucouiugeiJ 
the chief Dgrfjthui iadustries. Jed to die uccumtiladun 
of fortunes, and rendered easily proctinible h grunt 
variety of luxuries. Auin-ts itiduced the Greeks to 
soUle ill large numbers at Naunintis, and Lo adijrti tin? 
lawn and neighbourhood with temjdus «f the iJt-cuIiar 
Orocinu tj-pe, He iind friendly deidings with the 
itnpurtaui Greek state of Cyrilnu, and even took for 
one of h\s secoudaiy wives n Cyretitwin lady, caJletl 
Lauic**, wIiDHi he treated with esptTial favour,* lie 
also removed the Greek merceuarics from iliu jniation 
assigned to them liy Psatiitnetichm L, iuk! brought 
theiu to Uie cniiifal city of Alomplus,* where lie made 
ilicm die prriikm of iha plnee. To nmrk hU nlTeotion 
or the Gnaika, he oflenjd ridi preseuts lo Delphi,* 
..amos, Lindua, and CyrCn^, aemliug to the Ium- 
tutnuon^ pfm:,; statue of Athend eovcretl wliti 
plat^ uf jia ^.^ 1 ] ^ [♦abted likeness of hiniself* 
The eerily warlike cxpedilioit in wliich Aiuasis is 
ktjoivn to Imve eugugctl was out against Cyprus. Tiint 
imiKjtiaal island luui foniiud a pan of the n^vtitiau 
domiuiom under tho aghLeejidt dynasty,^ and was now 
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n-imii inihjeutt^ an<1 forced to ^jiiy tribute^ 
dmuiim imiiUes tJie tetmpomrr wcabuesa of niootiidsi^ 
wltieli rtlwap llircw llie ufgis of proteciioti over 
itfl near neighbour, when snfficlently irf.rong to do 
ao, ami frerjuenily eUimotl tiud exerdsetl a certain 
nutliorily over the whole ialaml. It would aoem that 
t!lO tong wiir of Nebuchadnezzar ngiunat Tyre and 
llie aulweqiit'nt expedition of Apriea againsi both 
Tvre and Sidon had -w bmiight down ihu PhoenUnan 
power at liii# time, that no help could be jj^ven to the 
Cyprif)t.s To suppose, however, iliat Phecnicia iiwdf 
was' subject to Amasis, k to intrudo into the narmiive 
a fart of whldi there is atiaolutcly no evidence,* 
mom I mental or otliur | ivlulo Co stale* tliat * he led 
an anuj into Syria and made liimsclf tnastei' of iJie 
Phoenidan towns,’ is to indulge in u flight of fiuicy 
scarcely wt^irtby of a tierious historum. 

Aniiiais lived at a rime in tlie world’s history when 
vast olmnges ivere impeniling, when the entire East wu* 
in a condition of fermeut and iraiidritiii, old things 
l«iiig on the point of vanishing away, and all tilings of 
becoming new, It is doubtful whetlicr niiy mnount 
of political vrisdom could have eattbleil him to pursue 
sudi a emvree us tvould have saved Egypt from in- 
vtiaion iiTid comiueal, and the kingdom of the Hiaraohs 
from esiinrtioii, As U was, the mere shrewd ecanmoii- 
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neiis<? wliich cliftrsM^terised him a vury in^uQiciotit 
guide amid the difhrultics of the ^Uuutbti; atkd the 
cotirso wiiiidi ho actoally took was oae cermiuly uot 
talnikliMi to kef*;> hini free froin entuuglonieiita, and 
Tnaaior of tl<e aitufttion. Eu llie year B.r. 55o, yioldiJig 
to the represe'ntftttonfl of the Lydiwi king, CroMiii, bo 
allovred lumself to lie drawtt into a triiKirtiU! trt.'dity,'^ 
wliieh Ijovmd up his tortiincs irrevtiicaibly m ith those of 
two Asialic kingdoJiiS) eapofitnl to ftu* more imMiorliate 
danger titan his own. *1110 rise of the Ferw-Medii* 
power wss a new feature in Asiatic histoiy, and might 
have been expoeted to a^volutionise Aala t hut its ufTcctit 
did not necessarily Jlow on into another cotilineni. Fni' 
dmice should have suggcstexl to a monurch geogniphi- 
cully isolated to [iiirmiL' u policy of nbstcntion. Instead of 
sodoing, Amasis was tempted by the apjawent (idTantagn 
of uniting tliree powers ngnirn't one, to join with Lydia 
and Babylon in an alliance ugainst Persia, and &i> to 
give Cyrus, the Persian king, a ground of quarrel with 
him. WTiether he octsiany troops to the assistanre 
of Lydia, or not, is perhaps doubtful, liicing denietl by 
Ilertidoliis* and assertod by Xenophon.* Subsequenfly, 
Inwcvcr, when he attacked Pypnia, he clearly took a 
second step on the rond to liostiUlies with Persia, sintw, 
after conquering linbylon (u,€. 538), Cyrus imdotiLtedly 
regarded himself as inheriting tliy whole of the Buliy- 
loninn empire, which em braced Phmnicia, and Cypnia, 
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Eis^ rtejten^ing on PIi(i*nicia. It woiiH apfxjnr thftt Cjms 
once took umbrdgtN and ^*klj hostile intent sent an 
einbnssj to with tlie demniid llniL Aunisi^i nbuuld 

give him one of bis tlnuglUer^ ns ti Beeondarj’ wUe.^ 
Bu«‘li It deinundf mnde U? e(|iiuJ of c<t|uu], wn^ an insult. 
Atnuai^, however^ did wJit dure openly to reject it. He 
dovisLil n sort of oompromisja^ and sent a princess of 
the ItouBe of Apries, luukr [ireteiice of her lieiiig hts 
own daughter, to take the discreditable position. The 
Ji'aud ^Qs discovered after a time, nntl a further cause 
of quarrel was tlitts added to Ihoso existing ladbre. 

Actual inviLsion did not, however, befall Egypt in 
Aimwis' lime. Cjtus, soon after his conquest of 
Habylon, became involved in a war on Ida ugrih-east 
frontier,* which termiiiated diaastronsly. He died in 
R,C. 530-521), and hi« son Cambyses was at first occii* 
pied with a disputed sw'i.'esaiou.* Thus Egypt lind n 
respite. It was uot till rdler the death of Auiasif*. in 
D.c. 528-7, that war artiudly broke out between the 
two powers, atid the hosts of Persia made llieir attack 
on the Itiiigtlom of the Phamolis. 

Puriiig his long reign of forty-four years,* AmuHis 
found abiiudiuit time to oiiconnige Ott and arclii* 
tecture. The chief of lib foeieriiig core was Lis 
cnpiial city of Stus, whitdi owed 10 liim mudi of its 
omameuuition. Ho lulded a gresit court of entrance 
to the temple of Neilh in that city, with pmpyUen of 
unusual dimemion?, adorned the Hlromus coiiducting 
to it with numerous aiidro-spliinics. ei-eirtcd coItKsisial 
Htiitues withiu tlie temple precincts, and conveyed 
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thil}i«r rrDmEI{^p1uitil}i)ii a moholilliiojdiriiie orcbambor 
of exlmordiiwry The length of tlw 

chamber was, uccordiug to HcrodotuB, tw'oatf'Oiie 
cubits, or thiriy-iMif feel sb inches t its witlth, twelve 
cubits, or eighteen feet: anti iu height five cubits, or 
sev<tii autl a half feeL It must Imve washed wvcml 
hundreds of toiis,* AnotJicr similar shrine, but of 
smalleT dimenaions. was erecred by Amueb at Tlitnni'fl, 
or Leontop<.dU, and still reinaiiw in ttiut \ tlm Itmgih of 
ihu is^ulHiut twenty-two feel, the breadth thirteen, and 
llte height pleveu,* 

Amu^H rIjjo odomed Memphis with statues and 
btdldingh A eoIrrisaJ wi>rh of the former eloas readuHl 
the great heiglit of seventy-five feet, nml is ajild by 
ncrotlytua* io have been ‘ rccmnbent,' the u'udi 
jicrhivps being that it had never been crcctt^. This 
statue, iu the time of H<frwU4ue, ky in front of tlm 
gmii U:ni[ile of Phlhuh, where it seems to have been 
also seen by Strabo.* Two iesecr cwlosai were placed 
by AjnuiiU' on either fiiilc of the snine tempie.® Tlie 
leuiplu <if Lds, which he erected at Meinphla, was ii 
huge and Imndsouie buxjiling, 

TIjebos, Abydiw. and Hubflstis wexe also scones 
of his unJiitectuml aoliviiy. At Thebes the grt-at 
Kurnak lomple is said to have been * restored ’ Ijy 
AiJiasiist ^ at Abydoa tJmt of Odds wtts bcantilittl; ■ at 
Bubnstis, that of basri; or Pashi was adunied.* Mate- 
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ri»U fdr ilie restorationa and cmlielllahmcDta were de¬ 
rived ftruiu the q^uairies of Tooni, of HaintnarnAu aiid 
of Stsilifl, iu aJl which placea there are inscriptions 
dated in this monardi'a reign, set up apparently bj 
itb ofhcds.^ 

Statuaiy received its fail share of attention at this 
period, and the king hvinaelf wits among those who 
gave this highest form of art the greatcat eacourage- 
ment. B^dea his colossi, Amasia caused nitinerous 
statues to be made of bimaelf, some of which have 
come down to our ihiy* There is one, much injured, 
in the Villa Albani at Borne; another, in a still worse 
condition, at tlie Hague; and a thini, or rather ilie 
head of a thirtl, in iha Museum of Boularj.* To his 
rdgn belong also the statue of Pefaauet in die Mufleura 
of the Louvre, that of Nekan-mcncht in the Museum 
of Berlin, and those of Psamatik, Uta-hor-auten-uet, 
and HenSat^in the hfuseuma of Florence and London, 
Statues are also mentioned among the presents which 
he bestowed u[»u Oreek comtnnuities, as 
Samos, and Lindiw.^ Some were in stone, others in 
wood, a tnateriiil very oonimonly used by the iE^pthinfl, 

The picture of bimself, painted on panel, which 
Araoais presented to the Oyretiraons,* shows that he did 
not confine hb attcaiion to statuary, but was like¬ 
wise a patron of die abler art of painting. WiUdnson 
says * tliiit works of art belonging to this class were 
produced by the Egyptians as early aa the twelfth 
ceniury \ but it may Ik doubted whether painting at 
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that earlj diue was mt limited to the coarse cotouring 
of i)a9-rbl:cfst oud whether ^rtTaita on a Dal surface 
were noi» ai die lime of Amaais, of recent intruduetjoa 
iato Egypt from Aai^idc Oreoce or Lydia, wliere the 
an seenw to have originated.^ 

Anmnii} appears io have had at least three wives,* 
The most important of them wsis Ankhnemcferapni, 
daughter of Psamatik n. and of Kitocria, the lusier of 
A pries, by eifpountig wIkud be sought to mwtuire a 
logitimaie title to the tlirtnieof the Phornoba Another, 
as we have seen,* \v«g Ladled^ or Laodiw, the duughtnr 
of a Greek of Cyrfinfk wliom he wedikid to i.'ometit iiia 
friendship witli liiiu sttaie. A third, rminet] Teritkhoia, 
was the daughter of an Egyptian priest of Phthali, Pet- 
nit, or Patu-iiiL* Tim fast-immeil of thuae royal ladies 
Uire liini iJife prince who succeeded him upon the 
throne under ihe nam e of Paaniatik Aitkli-ka-cu-rn, 
Ankhneft-uuferapm seems to Imve lidd the 
principal tank in the royal harem. She ttltuio gf the 
royal wives was allowed to ‘eahibit Iitimelf upon the 
wiiUa of tent plea, where she appcaie sometime'^ atone, 
sometimes nccompank'd by her husband, sometimes at- 
tendei) b^’ an odiclul called Sbealjoiik.* Hcrsarcoptiugns 
in blacJc marble b of die Duest unaliiy, «»vered wsifi 
hieroglyphics, and wrougJit wit It care and deliwwy. 
It was found at Luxor, bfehrnd the Eamtseum, in a deep 
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[Ht, hy ilie Fnsndi expttlitkm iif the t>egitiiimg of the 
|>re$«:rit ffantiiiy,’ and Is now to be seeu in the grcitt 
%yptiiu) gallery of the BriUsh Museum,* 

Amasia butied At in a tomb which he had 
prepared for hitnseir witliin the pretiucta of the temple 
fjf Krith.* It was n eejiulclirnl chnniljer, opening out 
<ff one of lite doielered courts, with folding doom, luid 
with t he tomb at the further end. Tlmugh violated by 
C'ambyses,* it was nctl deetixjj'ed, but appean to have 
lieen seen by Herodotus in its pristine conditiou. 
There ate, bowever, at prtismit no temalus to he seen 

EWimatik III succeeded bia father at n time when 
tlie Purnmn invasicn was a tiling tlmt could mu he 
arreiited. A» hk whole reign did not exceed six 
rnontlis:,^ and ihe expedition must have been somu 
months upon the niaieh, we umy [rresume that it was 
on its way at the time of his ancetuton. Ail that lie 
could <ki, therefore, was to make prcpuratiotis for a 
stuhboni rcslstutice. Qe gatlicrcd his Greek mid 
C'-oritm mercenaries together, and took up u position 
near PeliMitm,^ the {K>lnt at which an invader from the 
north^st necessarily approndietl Egyjit. The foreign 
corps wfia supported by a large army of native %yp- 
liarts; but it may be suspect^ that the two elumvuM 
did not very heartily coalesce, and the restiU wae n 
cruflhiog defeat which decided the fate uf t!m empire. 
If we may bdievc Ctesios,* the lo«s on tlie Egyjuiau 
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sille was 50,000 men, wiiu:L Implies !i compIeJo rout; 
wiiile, ait Ltje Pursiatia Itwt 7,000, tliere must liwve 1)e«u 
aoiije stiff ii^iiting before the rout begait, No lioubt 
tlie Greeks fougiit well i but iu the broiul pluin wherein 
the battle U»ok place tbey wotihl he outflanked, mr- 
roundod, and overpowered by number^. The Persiuna 
wer-‘ at no time coniem|itible soldjera, and they were 
MOW at the height of their nation al vigour; tliey had 
itsaiuUy douquerod die whole of Wostem Asia, were 
full of confidence in theraHelves, litcdy, atroug, and ae- 
eustomed to fighting. The Giveka, on the other haiul, 
Imd actoil as a mere civic gu ird for aeariy liair a cen¬ 
tury, and die native Egyptians were still more unae* 
customed to worfiire, having seen but little active 
service' auioe die time of Psatriatifc I, It h uot siir* 
prising, therefore, that the army of Egypt was defeated, 
and dtiveu in headlong lligbt from the field; uoi can 
we even wonder that tio second stand was made iti tlie 
open, dnee it nuisi Iiave been felt that the same 'causes 
udiivh tiod ^ven Pewia the victory on t,he Pelusiac 
plain would secure iier anus suecesa in any other 
fiimilar encounter.* 

Nothing then remained for Psamatik but to place 
hia troops liehiud walls, and see if in this way he cmdd 
bofllo or lira out the invaders, Memphis was a strong 
city, and, had it been well provisioned or able to main’ 
tain its coinmutiicatioti with the sen, might have stood 
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ft prolonged idege.^ But no special ]ire[>arftttoii9 for a 
«iege seem, to lutve l>eeu made i and Cambyaes had 
taken care to liriiig with him a strong whiitb 
blockaded the mouths of the Nile, and even mouRtetl 
the river to the vicinity of the capital • Thus il was 
iin|jo»tble to continue the defence very long^ After 
murdariug the crew of jv Greek veasel. sent to summon 
them to siurrcnder, and thus deservedly incurrmg the 
extreme displetistire of Cambysee, the entire garrison, 
regarding resistance as liojK^lcss, gave themselves up. 
Oimbyscs punialuHl the deed of blood severely. Be 
selected from the I^yptians who had surrendered 
themselves two thouanai] chief tneD—tcu for each of the 
munlemlGn.'eks*—andcondemnnl ihcm tobepublicJy 
executed. A son of the fallen monarch shored their 
fate. As for the king himself, it would seem that at 
drst his life wns spared,and tliiit he wns even treatetl 
with some fovour; but it was not long iKiforc sus- 
picion afo^. r^nmatik was accused of having lakeu 
|tart in a conspimey against Giinbyses, and was fortlt* 
with put to death. Thus |X!nshed this uiifortuuato 
monarch, the List uf the long Hue of rhamohs, whicli 
commencing with ikuies, or at any mte widi Senefmi,* 
hud ruled Egypt, as n great indcjiciidejitmonandiy. for 
tjot lose than tw'euty centuries. 

It is not within the scope of the present hiitory 
to pumie tlw fortunes of the Egjpdtui [>coplo any for- 
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ther. Froqutinl characterised tlic period of 

tiuir oubjet'Utm to VerBia' auti fraai liuju to time Lt. 
probably ap|H!»m] to the i>eopte djeoueUeii liiat tli« 
liirune of Lho Phtiiaohs was re-establUhed. But 
and again die rewiana provdd their HUfairiurity in tlic 
field, wid forced the Egyptians to anbmit to them. 
Tlius during Uie Persian period-—front B.c. 537 lo 
B*c. $82—E^ypt must bt) oonaidertil to liave occupietl, 
til liie mnln, the position of a Perssn prorinoa ; ^ and 
her revolts and re-aubju^tioa'i betmig therefore to 
the hbtoTy of Pentia, The pnefoiit writer, in bis 
* Fiftli A m;ieiii Moiiandiy,* h ua already treate of them; * 
mid tlic reader who dmirM to pnnue tlie suUJeui may 
be referred to that work for infi^nnation. 

SUll, it rumains to touch briefly u|M>it the art and 
chdl)!«tion oI tills final {leHod, wltidi have ptHOtliar 
feaiiirea not deatitute of intereat. The time is one of 
revival, and has been called *tlie E^^ptiaa mum- 
sfiTiOir.’^ Under tlic Ethiopinne, and still more under elm 
AssvTtans, Egyptian an had dedbed, nay, had almost 
aiiiik into abeyance. Such iutUcatioib of it as we 
pfissess are coarse and tinged with forrign ideas. It 
was the object of the Psammotiebi to re-asUtbltali a true 
iiaiive school. We have sttmU reinaiiut of thdr iirdii- 
tectstnt, but enough to show clearly that it went upon 
the old lines; and w»e know that it mdntled colossal 
ataiiteo, olwUsks, niarmoua prcpylteii, pillared courts,* 
and die other main elements of early E^'pttan orclii- 
tectnral eficci. 8<ime novel bes in itic omamentattoti 
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ftr»f ploaaitig.’ Of liieir plastic mt, on tlie contrary, we 
tiave tibtuitlaiiL specimctis; and we can see that it aims 
at a * Fctum to the good old times,* * 
the representations calling vmiUy 
to remenibninoe tlie mfujter-pi&ires 
of tbe old empire. Tnie relief ia 
u»e<l, iuHtoad of the I'vitv ritU^fi 
which was in fasliioii under the 
oiahteenth and nhioieentb dTuaslies. 

* All ejctreine neatness of inani' 
pulation in the drawings and lines, 
in tiniiation of die best epochs 
of art in the eutlier times, serve# 
for the iiuttani recognition of the 
work of this age, the dnuncss ot 
which often reminds us of the per- 
fonnunccs of a seal'cngravcr.'* Es- 
treine delicacy ami extreme elabora¬ 
tion are the main cbamcteristics of 
dm jiUslic on of the period. Pacos 
are Itnbhed tridi great •;are, the ear 
and tioee bmng well rendered, and 
the hair worked out in iho ntmost 
possible detail.* Some of the baa- 
reliefs seem i<» show truces of Greek 
influence. There resia ujxiu lUeso 
works, as ha» been w*ell said, ‘a gentle ami olmfwt 
feminine tenderness, which has impressed upon the 
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imitatloru of living crentiireft the stump of an in- 
ciiedible delicacy both of conception and exccndon/ ^ 
Wood-engmviug is incapable of expreiaiug Kudi itoil 
and tender treatment;' but Uic aot^ompanying ilJuiH 
irationB will perhaps help to ^ve some slight idea of

lar works of sculpiuie, furulah instnicdve esfuoplcs of 
the refiiiemeni mid tlelkucy of the ntoniunenfca which 
came from the hands of the artUis of this pcitod.' * The 
propoi iioti!* of tlie figures are defective, the limbs 
being too long and slim; rhe mna’itlar develojanent is

But, while in arristrc matters tiicre was thus on 
effort—iilbcit oidy mwleratefy successful—to reinm to 
euiiriuitj' and to produce worts of an jirclndc type, iu 
religiifti and in planners tlie spirit of the age was 
tlilUireiii, and eshibitud an imwholesorae craving after

Btruum of her manifold supeistitions into Afrirn , mid to 
the old dieology was added a wild and weird deinono- 
logy which proved wonderfully attractive to the now 
degenoRite i^^ptiana At the same time the belief in 
imigic and witelicrafl became geueml. * Exorcisms of 
the demons in all manner of forms, frotii wild boasis 
with their ravening teedi to the sciirploii with Inn 
venotnous sting, form henceforth a spocud seicnce, 
wbicli WAS desiiued to 9 U|)orsede the old and half-lost 
traditioiud 1 <^ of post ages. The demoii-sotig of 
Tile old man who regained his youth, the hmny one 
who became young again/* the exorcisms of Tlioth atitl 
the powers of witchcraft in league with liim, aro the 
favourite (hemes wbicli cover die polished surfaces of 
the mortumunts of this rmmirkable time.’^ Apis- 
worship became also more pronounced, Ever-increadng 
honours were ])aid to the sacred bulls, as time went on. 
The tablets recording their birth, life, and burial grow 
iu leugdi; ** die <^>monics turompanying tbeir sepul¬ 
ture become more com plicated and more expeosive,* 
and die adoniuient of dicir tomlw mure magniftccni. 
Granite earooplmgi weiu provided fur them ; and these 
were cut and jiolisbcd with great care;° they were
